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INTRODUCTION. 


1. The ptesent Baliichistan Cenwia Report—the (oiirth of its series—nppeera o«.l witaeiM,. 

under the somewhat unusual auspices—for an oHioial report—of a dual author¬ 
ship, two nauvea —my own and that of Rai Baliadur Diwau Jainiat Rai, 
appearing on the title page» Appointed Census Sui^orintendeut for Baluchi&tan 
ill March 1920, Mr. Jamiat Eai carried ou the Census operations for two years 
until March of this year when—hie health most unfortunately breaking down 
his official mantle was cast on my shoulders. By this date all the Census opera¬ 
tions proper had been completed^ the material for the Keport collected, and most 
of the tables compiled and passed by the Cenaus Commissioner. IlaTnng done 
ao much, having home the burden and heat of the day, it w^aa only fittmg that 
Mr. Jamiat Rai ahould figure ns one of the co-authors. Much as he had done, 
howeverp the Report still remained to be written. Ami it was this task which fell 
to my aha re. 

Perhaps—to cover any defects which the critical (or captious) reader may 
discover iu the^sc pages—1 may bo permitted to indicate somo of the difficulties 
which the ^Titing of a Census Report under these conditions Involved—they 
wull be readily apparent to anyone who has ever written one himBclf. hor an 
officer who has conducted a Census from its l>Ggiiining the con^position of the 
final Report has few terrors. By the time that the Report comes to be written 
he has been iu close tovich with the CJeusus—hoth in its broad features and m its 
somewhat intricate details—for a considerable period. It is mdeed his creation and 
he has seen it take shape under his hand. From practical experience, and personal 
investigation often on the spot, he has a very Bhrewd idea on the all-importaut 
point oif tmatworthiness of his statistics. In. short if one roay—T^ithout irreverence 
“Compare a Census to a jig-saw puzzle, the Census Suijerintenclent who has mafia 
the pieces is in a very good position to put them together. But it is oliviously 
far otherwise with the oflicial unexpectedly called in to fit into the final Tleport 
the pieces of the puzzle fashioned by his predecessor. The pi^ea^ are evident 
enough; their name is indeetl Legion, anti they are overwholming in their very 
multitude, but the clue to their rightful places in the puzzle is^at first sight far 
to seek. It was therefore fortunato for me, and also for the Report, that though 
Mr. Jamiat Eai had had to retire from active concern in the Census he still remained 
in Quetta and most kindly put his extensive knowledge of the Province in general, 
and of the Census in particular, at my disposal on the many occasions when 1 had 
occasion to apply for them, 

2. Before concluding my apologia I feel it would be as well to make some 
reference to one feature in which this Report differs greatly from that of 11)11. 

I refer to the exclusion of descriptive matter. 1 am afraid that the reader in any 
case would have searched these pages in vain for anything approacUnig Jlr. Denys 
Bray’s disquisitions, learned and at the same time interesting, (by no means always 
synonymous terms, unfortunately), on the historj', philolo^^ and ethnology of 
the Pro^dnce. Anv attempt, however, on my part to foliovr in his footsteps was 
to my distinct relief be it admitted—debarred by instructions in ORicial Circulars 
to the effect that in scries of Reports descriptive matter not directly connected 
with the statistics under review should be reduced to ft minimum. Though this 
is the fourth nominal Baluchistan Census it is only the second that can be said to 
be a complete one, and this being so 1 might have ventured to treat the above 
instructions vsdth some latitude and to introduce descriptive matter of mter^t, 
if the whole field—as far as I am capable of judging-^had not o1 ready been ade¬ 
quately dealt with by Mr. Bray, whose Report still remams—and will probably 
remam for some time—ono of tlie standard works on Baluchistan. As it is 1 have 
taken the Circulars more or less literally.^

cmtiii, ^ ™'’*^’** Baluchistan—outside the fe;v alien scttleiuents—ai-e the same now as they were a 
decade affo and can indceri be given in the words of tlic 1911 Report;— 

" Wit'll but a dozen British and a proportiDUately small number of native oSicialfl 

to rule over this huge and mountainous urea, a ByachrciTioua Consus is clearly a physical tinpa‘>si' 
hility. Vet only half tho diRlcultieri have been stated. People the mountains with frontier 
t ril)etiii)cn cleaving to tha turhnlciit traditions of their fore lathers, still broken in but impei- 
loctly to tho mystcrioiia ways of British rule, suspicioua ol ovary symptom of innovation and 
reform, jealous to the verge of fanaticism of any enquiries touching their womenfolk and an 
attempt to foist upon them in these early days of our administration a Census framed on the 
searchingly inquisitive lines of the Indian Schedule would not merely be foredoomed to failure, 
it would bo a political blunder.” 

The fwins of iwi. 4. Of thc first Baluchistan Censun—that of IBfll — there exist few written 
records beyond the fact that the operatrons extended over 2O,50S tniles tmd that 
171,752 soula were enunterated. Apparently in Quetta, and a few other canton^ 
menta, a ayuichionous C'cnaiis was carried out, while the tribesmen were estimated 
in some rough and ready fashion. But the whole of the operations only covered 
a amaU proportion of the nominal Census field—Kalat and Las Bela States, equal 
in area to ^ths of the Province, being altogether left alone, doubtless for the same 
political reasons as — at the present time — induced us to cany out our Census in 
these and other tribal areas with a good deal less stringency than is in force else¬ 
where. Ce n'esf (/we te premUr pas qui and probably tlie beat service done I ty 
the first enumeration was to break the ice and accustom the unsophisticated in¬ 
habitants of Baluchistan to the strange and jiortentous activities of an Indian 
Censns. To any one with a kmowdedge of trilMis and tribesmen'—w-ith their reli- 
gioiifl prejudices, their racial suspicions and their ingrained aversion to innova¬ 
tions of any sort—it is indeed a matter for some wonder that four Censuses of 
Baluchistan (essentially a tribal country), each one more searching than its prede¬ 
cessor, should have been carried through harmoniously in the Inst thirty years. 
Such success would seem to argue more than ordinary tactful hantlliiig of the 
Census operations themselves, as well as a widespread trust in our methods of 
administration in general. 

Tbt ctmiu at is«]. 5- The Ocnsus of 1001, as wc can team from its records which are complete, 

went far beyond that of its predecessor ; S2,050 miles of area were covered, and 
a ponulatioii of 810,740 enumerated. Garrison towns, civil hcadquartere and rail¬ 
way liniita wore enumetatod on regular lines, tribesmen in the districts non-sj-nchro- 
nously by means of a family sclicdulc, w'hile the States were estimated on an approxi¬ 
mate tnlxd basis. But though a considerable advance on its pisdecosaor, the 
results of this Census were admittedly rough. The population, niore especially in 
the States, was felt to be overestimated and as far as the tribal areas were con¬ 
cerned, such items in the Standard Schedule as age, marriage, subsidiary occupa¬ 
tion, means of subsistence of dependants, birthplace, language, literacy, know¬ 
ledge of English, and infirmities, were omitted altogether, *' But ” writes Mr. 
Bray: — 

the Census was a notable ackievemeEit f(sr all that, and not the least notable featare ol 
it was Mr. Huglics Buller’s luosterly report, Without tho pioneer work done at tlie last Census 
the advance made at the Censiifl now concluded would Lave boon Impossible. And if I nm able 
to go beyond Mr. Ifughea BuIIor’s coucltiflions, this is only because, standiog on his shoulnders, 
1 am able lo take a wider view of what before his time was in many ways na unknown land." 

Thtirniitt*atiaii. G. Perhaps the most outstanding feature of the 1911 Census lay in the fact 
that for the first time the whole of the Province, which comprises an area of 134,938 
square miles, was brought under the Census operations. In this area 834,703 
souls were enumerated. The desirability of extending the Standard Schedule, 
and the incthofl of synchroncus system, to the indigenous population of the districts 
was carefully considered, but it was finally decided that local conditions did 
not permit of any further extension. The synchronous Census was accordingly 
—as in inoi — confined to JIunicipalities, Cantonments, Radway linuts and other 
settlements of aliens, whieh resulted m the emimeration of fl3,007 persons, or 7*0 
per cent, of the total population. These operations were conducted on conven¬ 
tional lines and call for no comment,

7, The non-synchronous enumeration of the indigenous population, however, 
f,e., the tribesmen, called for special treatment. In the Districts it was done by

village Jiccoiintiinta assisted—where avaihihle—bj vLlliige ficluaolmaHters and levy 
clerks. Elsewhere, where no pcrtiianent sti^R was available, snecial men were 
engaged to carry it out, care being taken that such inih^dfInals should be persona 
prai^ to the tribes amongst whom they had to work. The chief feature, however, 
of the tribal euumcratioji lay in the special Tribal Schedule drawn up by Mr. Bray 
with the object of extracting its much useful informatioii as posgilile from the 
tribesman, while at the Eame time avoiding any wounding of his very yulnerable 
susceptibilities—especially with regard to his womankind. This schedule was 
finally approved by His Highness the Khan of Kalat, fhe dam of Las Bela, the 
leafling chiefs, the District Officers of the Province, the Local Oovenmicnt and the 
Ceiwiis Coiujuissioner. It aimed at treating the joint family as the unit of enumer¬ 
ation, and not the mdlviduaJ, As Mr. Bray pointed out such a schedule is pecu¬ 
liarly well adapted to tribal life in Baluchistan, where individualism is at a discount 
and where all the members of a household, father, mother, sons and daughters 
live under the s-ame roof and work together for the support of the whole family. 

An examination of this schedule (§ 8) will reveal c,ertam obvious differences be¬ 
tween it and the Standanl forni. Thus in the Tril>iil &hedule there are no coluiims 
corresponding to the following in the Standanl one : (5— (Ji’iil Condition, 7—Age j 
11—Means of subsistence of dependants; 13 — District of birth; 14—Litemey; 

IG—Infirmities. With regard to d, any querie-s on the subject of ' marriil’ 
nniuarri^ or widowed ' as bortlering on impertinent curiosity into the tnljsamnn’s 
family life were out of the question. The subject of jVge a'gaiu Ls so interwoven 
with tlmt of Civil Condition that the most that could be done in tlii.s direction was 
to have two classes only, adults and non-adults. As for Dependants once parti¬ 
culars about the head of a tribal liou-sehold were known, a very shrewd guess could 
be made at the corresjxmdiug particular.? of his househokh Statistics of Birtli- 
phiue amongst the nomads of Baluchistan have little value. Por migration pur¬ 
poses they are unsatisfactory bceause uncertain, and as tiie aliens and the indigenous 
poptiliftion live to all intents and purposes in different communities they can be 
sift :d one from the other without extraneous assistance. In addition tW birth¬ 
place of all aliens mid of Hindus and others who—on the ground of race-might or 
might not W natives of Baluchistan, was recorded as a guide for tracing tho^main 
streams of immigration to their sotux;e. Education had made so little" head*way 
amongst the tribesmen that as far as Literacy and knowledge of English went, it 
seemed safer to ascertain such particulars on a village basis, as otherwise the 
etumierators finding the columns blank for household after household, might Iiave 
loft them blank throughout aa a matter of course. Figures for Irjfinnities were 

■ I I , I j, I ill supplementary schedules. ' Thus all the inrormatioii 
required by the Standard Schedule was in oue way or another provided bv the 
Iribal Gensua with tlie two unavoidable—liut important — exceptions of Civil 
ConiLitiou and Age, and these two omissions could only bo filled up by aiiproxi- 
mation based on ii knowledge of tribal manners and customs and whatever coiikl be 
gleaned from tlie figures of mlults and non-adults, But while in some respects 
the Tribal Schedule fell short of—in others it went beyond—the Staiidarel one, 
the iuo.st imporlaiit of these was the elaborate classification of the races into 
tribes, clans, sections aud aub-sections. The collection of these details, and their 
tabulation, necessitated u consklerablc amount of labour, but the results which 
were finally emliodkd by Mr, Bniy in his '‘Analysis of the J’rincipal Trilies of 
Baluchis^n," published in l !>13, have more than justified the e.xtra iaWur and 
expense iiivolv'ed as the statistics thus collected for the first time in a convenient 
form have proved very valuable to the IjOcuI AdminLstration. 

I have dealt with this scliedule at some length first, as being a ‘ lioinc-made ’ 
article peculiar to Baluchistan, and second, because it formed the biisia of t he iircsent 
Census, The total population enumerated by it in IWU was TTl.fibti acainst 
704,780 ill inSL / 

8. In the present Census, as in that of 1911, the whole of the provmeiul area Titr<fi6.u»otisqj, 
of 134,038 square miles was covered, 790,03ij souls in all being enumeratcil, 
llie consuleratious which to the adoption of a dual s^’lstcni of enunieration in 
the Province in 1911 again influenced an adherence to the same system in 1921 
and no changes were considered to be either feasible or desirable. U was uccord- 
m^lv decided by the Local tloveniment, with the concurrence of the Census Com¬ 
missioner, that for the purjxjses of enumeration the Province bLouIiI be divided 
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into (a) Synclirouous and Non-syiieLroimus areas. The same procedure was 
adopted as l>eforc, ».c., the Standard Schedule was applied to the former—which 
comprised the same areas as in 1011, with the addition of the Goal and Chrome 
mines, Coolies on roads, and Transport-workers on the Harnai-Loralai-Fort Sande- 
man line, while Mr, Bray's Tribal ScUednle was used for the latter which were 
identical unth those dealt wdth in his time. The preliminary Census r^ord was 
prepared in January-February 1021 and finally checked on the Census night, vit., 

18th March 1021. The arrangements for the Census of the Military alreas were 
placed under the Military OlHcets concerned, advised and assisted by Officers. a 
The Census of the Rail way lines was placed under the control of the District Traffic 
Supeiintendctit, N.W.R,, Quetta, and the Superintendent of Works, Nushki E.’tten- 
siou Railway, who worked in co-oi>eration with the Census Superintendent. The 
Non-syuehronous Census began on 1st June 1020 and was completed in the greater 
part of the country by the end of September and in the remaining areas by 1 3th 
February 1021. The sinne class of enumerators were used in the districts as before, 

Le.y village accountants, school masters, levy clerks, etc,, supervised by District 
Officials as far as their other duties permitted. lu the States, owing to the exten¬ 
sion and improvement in the local administration, speeial enumerators were 
unnecessary, the State Officials, Jluharrirs, Mustang, Thanadars, etc., doing all 
that was needful, under the direction of Su]>ervisors—one for each State dl^dsion, 
Saraw'an, Jhrtlawan, etc,, etc. With regard to the Tribal Schedule, a specimen 
of whicli is given Ijelow, the working of this form and the points in which it differs 
from the Steudarcl one have already been fully discussed (§ 7) and no further 
comuicut is ueeded, except perhaps to add that under the heading of Religion 
(he sect was also entered,e.g., Muliammadau Simni, Muhammadan Shiah, etc. 

The information not directly contained in this Schedule was—aa before — collected 
separately.

Attitude *1 iik 0. Reference ha.s already been made to the harmonious working of the Tribal 

rubue. Census in the Province. The Census of lOU was-save tor a few minor and un¬ 

important inoideiite—carried through with remarkable smoothness. As- Mr. 
Bray wrote in the lulrodiicticm to his Report“ The got^ humour with which the 
Tribesmen entered into the census was not the least pleasing feature of our work.” 
The "iiTTi ft good reception was given to the present operations, and there ate no 
incidents to record. Nov^er the leas amongst the more backward of the tribesmen 
generally such prejudices as exist against a Census do not seem to have diminished 
^contrary to what one might expect —with the passing of years or the greater 
familiarity which repetition brings about. One must remember that a prejudice 
amongst primitive races against a numbering of the people ” is very wiclci^rcad 
and at least as ancient as the Old I’estament. The account there given, for instance, 
of King David’s Census and its dire results in the shape ot a three days pestilence " 
beats witness to this ingrained superstition. Thus it was no matter for surprise 
that some of the old tribal " die-hards” indulged in a little grumbUng at our Census, 
An old village granny lot instance would say to the enumerator: — May God save 
iis from this sort of counting. It the flocks and herds even were numbered in this 
fashion they would be smitten with sickness. How then can man escape ”? Or 
the oldest inhabitant would mumble forth the tl^ results of a Census‘ The 
iidam-skitinan (man-counting) of 1001 brought with it the famine and cholera of 
190&.” (A somewhat belated judgment this.) While that of IDll was the cause 
of the Great War, and tlm famine of 1920, and the present scarcity and high cost 
of living." A MuUa would now and then take up the parable“ The Almighty 
alone knows the number of Ms creatures and their aboefes. All this numbering of 
the people is meddUng with the work of God, and can come to no good.” One 
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viJIage gaffer stoutlj'' declared that lie wag a man for factg, he waa. Suppose 
be weighed Ins gram over two or three times when it was bcotight to liis house 
from the threshing floor, why it would bring iiim bad luck of course^ and all the 
good would go out of the grain. M'dl then — how could a man escape the cocae- 
quences of being counted over several times in his lifetime ? That’s what lie wanted 
to know,^ it was ns plain as a pike-staff that there was nothing like an ‘ (uhtm- 
slmmari for shortcuing one’s life,” A very generally held opinion — ^as in Iflll — 
was that the Oensvis^ |>ortcnded a tnobili;^tion for war, or new' taxes, or Imth, 

These instances are given not to indicate general opposition to the Census—which, 
as almarly stated, did not exist— bnt merely as throwing some interesting sidelights 
on tribal {Kiinta of view. 

10. In 1884 the Government of India is.sued instructions regarding the comi}ila' onaaa ai c«iiir 
tion of .Agricultural Statiatics, including live-stock, and revised them in 1S91 butd*^®}- 
these iustnictions were not communicated to this province which wais then at its 

infancy. Efforts \verc, how'ovcr, from time to time made by officers to collect 
cattle statistics. [J’hc iirat attempt in this direction wiuj matle in 1881-82 Wi'hcn 
Dr. 0. Duke, then Political Agent of theHarnai andTlial Cliotiali Agency, had 
a rough Census taken of the population, cattle and arms in theDuki district. In 
18lH>-81, W'hen the first Census was taken in parts of the Province, cattle statistics 
W'erc collected in the Sibf, Sliahrig and Duki tahsils and the Mari and Eugii tribal 
areas. In the course of the settlement of some of the tahsils, it has l>een the 
practice to collect statrstics for agricultural stock but the lignres W'cre confined to 
licrmaneiit villages and inhabitants, w'hilo uotnads who Own larger number of 
cattle, etc., have been e.vcluded. During the Census of 1919-11 a rough enumer¬ 
ation was made of t he number of cattle, etc., in existence in Baluchistan and the 
results were emltodiefl in table I of Volume B (revised) of the District Gasietteers. 

The question of the improvement of cattle statistics was raised by tlie Central 
As.«emlily of the International Institute of Agriculture in 19] 4, and after making 
a reference to t he various J,ocal Governments, the Government of India decided in 
March 19IC. that, in order, as far as possible, to meet the wishes of the Interna¬ 
tional Institute of Agriculture and to secure uniformity in regard to the time of 
i"'' Census is held, a Census of Cattle should be taken throughout 

BritKsh India at the eud of 1919 or the beginning of 1920 and repeated at intervals 
of live years thereafter. But considering t he special circumstances of the Province, 
the Goyernment of [tidia approved that a sj'stcmatic enumeration of live-stock 
should l>e earned oat in it at the time of the next Census of the population. 

Instructions wore accordtngjv isyiied in .May 1920 for the enumeration of 
live-stock. In Tribal areas the work done at the same time as t he Census of 
the population between the months of June and December 1920, while in tlic Regular 
are^ it wa-s carried out along witli the prcliminaTy enumeration of the popultrtion, 
in January and lebrtuiiy 1921. Tlii.s was the lirst time that a Census of the live¬ 
stock of the settlcrl inhabitants and noinad.s of the Province tiicliiding the States 
was taken. The results are briefly given in Chapter XU of this Report. 

11. The,sj>ecial factor of our Census the. Tribal Schedule — has already 

referrad to m some detail 7) and there is lit He mote to say with regard to our I?' 

general arrangeiiieiits (full details are given in the Administrative Volume). In the 

regular Ocimis the house numlwriug was commenced on 1st Jauuaty 1921 and 
tomplcted by the end of that month. Tlic jmeliminarj' emmicratbu ivas taken 
in lumd at the beginning, and finished, by the asth I'Vliruaty 1921 c.vcept in Slln 
and Quet ta IVhett — for special reafw>iis—c.\tension to the lOth of .March was allowed, 
jhe more important centres were visited by the Census Superintendent liim.^iclf 
in order to explain the conduct of operations to Charge SiijicrlnteiKlcnta, Super¬ 
visors, etc. The final 6 piisus was taken on the 18th March 1921, Enumeration 
G^imcnced at 7 p.m. arrangements being made for Superviiiors anil jesjKinsiblc 
officials from tlie Ccnsii.s (Iflice to visit, ns manv emimemtors os imasiUle and exer¬ 
cise general supervision over their work. Tlio'Tribal Census figurea were received 
ruJ Gead Office by the end of Ecbniary 1921, and sent to the various District 
Oftcers concerned with the request that these shoulil Ijc incoi]M>rated with their 
Synchronous totals, and sent to ua in due course. We received these totals by the 
24th- -and tel^raphal them to the Census Commissioner on the 2Gth March, 
making a provisional total for Jialnchi.'iTan of 801),978. Tlic fmal total wa.s 799,02.'j. 

The slip system was carried out on more or le.sa conventional lines. Owing ^BSuiiitiM ai tw 
to the paucity of the staff in Tah.sils and Niabuts (Talnsil.'t iu Native States) ***"“*■ 
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all copying as well as the other liranclica of the tabulation work had to he 

clone in the Central Census Office which was opened in Quetta on 4th January 

1921, I'*or the Regular Aren?! tlie same slip w'as used a.s in India, for the 
Trihal Areas inoclitled slips w'cre adopted in which space was for copying 
the details re Tribes, Clans, Rections, and Sub‘Sections, The copying and sorting 
of the tribal slips involved much extra labour but mention has already been made 
of the utility of sucli details for purpo.sea of Local Administration. Moreover certain 
details re Tribal Areas — Literacy, etc, (§ "jy 'Could not be collected on tlic Tribal 
Schedule but had to be obtained from separate returns. Tlie sorting and com¬ 
piling of this information also entailetl much extra work on our establishment, 

12, In the 1911 Census there were four maps : showing respectively Race, 
Administrative Division?,'* Density and Language, In the present Report, for 
reasons of economy, only three maps have been itiserted, that of Language being 
omitted since the liiiguistic, corrcspotidB almost exactly—^as^ far as can be showrn 
cartographically^—with the racial, distribution. The only difference between the 
two worthy of note is that the Barkhan tahsil is racially Baloch but linguistii^lly 
Jatki, On the other hand, the frontispiece map of the present Report — Adminis¬ 
trative Divisioms "—showing all physical features, railway lines including exten¬ 
sions, main roada, etc., etc,, i,s on an elaborate scale and is at Llio time of writing the 
best and most up-to-date small scale map of the Province. 

Tlie reading of officihl reports is not usually an exhilirating task and I liavo 
endeavoured to assist the reader of this particular one, by introducing in most of 
the longer chapters cross headings which may sen^e for him as sign-posts and also 
indicate the general lines of the discusaion, and by epitomising as much of the 
statistics as was practicable in marginal statements even at the risk of unduly 
swelling the latter, 

13. As in 1911 the cost of the Ceasu.s has been heavy, and indeed has decidedly 

gone up owing to increase in cost of 
living, high wages of personnel and a 
general rise in priees all round. Various 
local causes also, which are detailed in 
the Administrative Volniue but which need 
not be touched on here, have contributed 
to the high cost of our enumeration. The

The province of Balucliistan, with a total area of 134,03^ ^unro tnile.'i, ts 
situated in the extreme north-west of the Ludinn Empire, and ns might be expected 
frutu its position has frontiers which partake luigply of an international character. 

TJius on the north for 723 miles it is bounded by Afniuinistan and for 38 miles by 
Waairiatau tribal territory. On the west runs the Persian Frontier for 520 
miles—the junction of the three Frontiers, Indiati, Persian and Afghan bemg 
Koh'i-Malik Siah the moat westerly point in all Intiia. On the south for 471 
miles lies the iirubiau Sea, its coast line contaming the Gw’adar territory belonging 
to Muscat the exact area of which is a matter for ilispute, while on tJie cast the 
Indian provinces of Sind, the Punjab and the North-’West Frontier make up 
between them a Provincial Frontier of some 900 miles. 


10, During the decade under review there have been no ehauges in the A<»iiniitriijfe

temally or in its internal divisions, 
with the exception that tho Kakac 
chdfiM Mill siiai. Khurasan area formerly an independent

According to mstructioiis received from the Census Commissioner the whole 
of Balucliistan can be considered na one Natural Division, We are, therefore, 
only concerned with its Political and Administrative divisions which consist of 
three categories i.e.. Administered Territories, Indian States, and Tribal Country 
from which no revenue is taken and in which the tribesmen are allowed to have 
their head os muck as possible.

IH Tho NoJi-SYUcIiroiioiiB Censaa, liowcvcr, caunot imfortunately 
niUacd BO briefly* Frontier provinces aU the world over preseut Bpeeud difhcul- 
tics to Census officials and Baluchistan is no exception. The chief danger of a 
Pfon-svuchronous Census is obviously double-counting, and tins is a danger to 
which'cimiueration in Baluchistau-essentially a nonuidic country^is peculiarly 
exposed Not only is there continual internal movement—from nafituro ground 
to iMsturc ground, from district to district-hut an equally considerable external 
migration from, and to, the foreign regions which lie beyond the proymcial Iron- 
tiera. Under these cirtumstonces It is obvious that it was quite impossible to 
avoid wme double-counting which would take two formsthe double-coimtmg 
of inhabitants of internal divisions in the Province m h each other, and that 
of the Province as a whole vts d m the neighbouring foreign areas. 

With regard to former, in addition to various precautions taken, which need 
not be detailed here, there were cortuin important factors on our side. The Tribal 
Census though non-syncbronous in tho technical sense, was synchronous to this 
extent tliiil it was begun, continued and finished more or less simultaneoualy in 
nearly all the areas to which it applied. Further it was commenced in June, t.e., 
Ijctween the two great Inirvcsts of the year, the Rabi and the Khurif, when the 
majority of the rural population—whether pastoral or agricultural—are at rest 
and was largely completed by the eud of the Summer before the great Winter ' 
migrations act in. Moreover the fact that the family and not the individual 
formed the basis of the Tribal Census naturally tended to reduce the chances of 
double counting. The enumerators also started with the iiieBthnable advantage of 
a thorouffh knowledge of the tribes amongst whom the^' had to work, and their 
returns, owing to the comparatively small number of units (i.c., familiGs) enume- 
rate<l could be scrutinized in detail. Taking it as a whole therefore there would 
Beem to have been but little double-ooiiiiting in the Tribal Census itself. Some 
indlviduala doubtless were counted both under tho I’libal and also under tbc 
Itegular Census, but as tbe aliens and the indigeiiouH impulation do not mex to 
any appreciable •c.xteut —^ Regular ,\reas m 
Government service as levies, police and semys)—any c.xaggeration of figures on 
this account can only have been very small. 

lb. But if double-counting within the Tcilial Cenaua was insignificant, the 
Siiiue can hardlj' Ixs said of errors which may have occiirreil on account of pro¬ 
vincial nugmtion. The chief migratory area for lialuchistiin is tjuid whither in 
Winter march large number of lirahui families to drift back in the bpring. fhe 
individual triliesmen who had left their homes for work or trade uiid were not 
expected back during the Census year (i.e*, IStli March iUSi) were not included 
in our figures, the presumption being that they would lie dealt with in the province 
to which they Lad migrated. But it was of course quite impossible to say for 
certain whether the above iirahui families would be back m Balnchistau before 
we cloml our oj>cratiou 9 , and it is possible that not a small number of such were 
counted twice—first in our Tribal Census wliicb amicd at giving the dejttre or resi¬ 
dent inhabitants, oad then iu tho Regular enumeration of iSind, which of course 
numberetl the tU facto population. On the other liand, there has been a regular 
tendency of recent years for Bnihuis to settle ncmmneiitly in Bi!id-|-though it is 
difficult to diScrentiata between the Brahui resident in that area and his migratory 
brother* Such individuals would not of course be etiunierated in Baluchistan, 
and their total would reduco tho number of in<lividual6 counted twice over. 

20. tf there were sins of commission b our Census—such as double-countbg— 
wo must al^ plead guilty to those of omission, In a wild moimtamous area 
interepcrscd with deserts, such as so much of BalucMsUn is, inhabited by a nomadic 
population ccaselesaly on the move, who pitch their tents here to-day and to-morrow 
fi^cntly steal away ” for pastuMS new, who live somehow in the most waterless 
wastes and on the moat inhospitable bllsides, under such circumstances some 
omissions were bcvitable. Such omissions were, however, less than might iJe 
expected owing to facta already touched on, a Special Tribal Schedule suitable 
to local conditions, the gaming of the good-will and co-operation of tribal chiefs, 
and b the States the enlistment of the services of the State employes—all local 
experts. In the districts where a tramed revenue staff was availabtc for the 
Census work and where the people lead a more settled life, the onussions must 
have been very small, in the States the percentage was higher but agab 
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proljably lower than at the last t^nsiia, the HtJindarfl of the efficiency of the State 
officials liavins considerably risen In the last decade. Moreover the work in two 
divisions of iCulat—tTlialawan, and Jlakran—was carried out under the immediate 
supervision of two educated younp Sanlars of considerable local mflnenco. 

But considering the long international frontier of Baluchistan, what — it may 
be asked—about the omissions caused by emigrations to A fghanistan and Persia 
where there is no numbering of the people ” and whence no returns, therefore, 
are received ? Such emigrations can be dismissed at once as mfinitesimal. On 
the contrary it is from these countries that we receive large immigrations—such 
as the Pawindahs 58 )—which help to swell our figures not a little.

21 , Figures in themselves are singularly iinin^pressive; and the more fact that r»i>uiiriiiw »t 

the area of Bntuchistan is 15^,038 square 
miles and its population 799,(125 convey 
— I must confess—remarkably little to 
me. Perhaps a few comparisons may 
imbue these iiald and iinconvincmg figures 
with some real significance. Bnliichistati 
then is distinctly larger than the United 
Kingdom but its total population is 
only that of Liverpool, The density of population per square mile in the United 
Kingdom is about 375, that of Baliicliistan is 5*9. Belgium is only about one- * 

twelfth the biza of Baluchistan but has a population nearly nine times aa large. 

To turn eastwarel and bring the comparisons nearer home, even Persia — generally 
coueklered a sparsely populated country — beats Balucliistan easily when it comes 
to population figures, its density working out at about 10, while that of Afglianistan 
ie estimated at 20. Wiien compared in density with other Indian provinces, 
Baluchistan is at the bottom of the whole list, the next above being the Kashmir 
State wdth 39, The neighbouring North-West Frontier Province iios an area of 
only 38,919 square miles with a population of 4,996,470, giving a density of about 
130. The Punjab (130,905 square miles) almost identical in si^e wdth l^luchistan 
has a population of over 25 millions with a density of 183. Eoinbay with an area 
of 180,904 square miles has a population of nearly 27 millions and a density 
of 143.'

Ethnologicidly the Quetta-Pishin District is distinctly Pathan, though it 

merges into the Brnluii conntiy' to the 
south, and by reason of containing the 
Qnelta cantoiuimnt and town has more 
aliens than the ^st of Baluehistan put 
together. It is Rsily first both in popula¬ 
tion and density of all the Balnchislan 
districts, which position it principally owes 
of course to the presence of a large military 
garrison, and the flourishing town of Quetta, the capital of the Province. Fertile 
soil in the valleys, a snow-fall on the surrounding hills wlilch fewla the ^rez (§ 31), 

a fair rainfall {12-54 inches in Chaman 
and 8-9Q in Pishin), special facilities for 
irrigation (such as the Sliebo Canal and 
the Khushdil Khan Reservoir), excellent 
eommumcations by road and rail, and in 
Quetta a large market for surplus products, 
all combine to give the District its leading 
po.sition. Of the tahsils^ — Quetta is easily 
Pishin comes next—thanks principally to the Sheho 
Ckmal aiitl Khushdil Khan Reservoir. In Ohanian there is little cultivation— 
the population being almost cntirGly pastoral. Rhorarud brings up the rear — mainly 
owing to the backwanlness of its population and the poorness of its soil.

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23. Like Quetto-Pisbiiii Loralai is Pathau in population, even the Klietran 

element — who now claim to be Baloch— 
bei^ probably Path an by origin. The 
majority of the tribesmen are euJtivatoru 
but also own ^ocks, while not a few are 
entirely pastoral. The density — distinctly 
less than half that of Quetta-Pish in^is 
more evenly diatrilmted. The rainfall 

averages almut 12" 8 inchea. It is worthy 
of note that Barkhan which has got the smallest perennially irrigable area in 

the District has nevertheless the lughest 
density ; the fact being that flood iniga- 
tion—if iess certain—is generally more 
productive than permanent irrigation, 
provided always of course that the rain 
does not foil Khetrans too are more 
settled than other tribes of the District. 
The grazing also is exceptionally good 
in this tahsil and the tribesmen are rich in flocks and lierd-s. Hon. Sanjawi and 
parts of Diikl are fairly well irrigated, but JTusokliel is badly off in this mapect. 

24. Zhob is practiojillv all Pathan being indeed the ancestral home of that 

race. In the north-west of tlie district 
lies the barren area of JCakar Khurasan— 
elsewhere condltiona are fairly imifonn. 
Rainfall is scatity: from 10-2 indies in 
Fort Sandeman to 6*.5 inches in Hindu- 
bagh. A certain amount ol irrigation is 
carried on from sjirings, karEz (§ 31) 
and streams — chiefly from the Zliob river. 

25. The Bolan Pass and Nushkl Railway District — which is the full title of 

tills duninutivc district — belongs geogra- 
pliicallv and historically to Kalat and is 
only mtUidwi in the Administered Terri- 
torle.s for obvious reasons of administrative 
convenience. Its area includes the famous 
Bolan Pass as wd! as the Railway along 

the Mushkaf valley, and also os much of the extension of Hushkt as lies outside 

the Ohagai district. As will be seen from 
marginal stsfetnent, its population is 
largely made up of aliens—employes of 
the Railway. 

20, The importance of Chagai lies chiefly in the fact that through it runs 

tlic new Nushki Extension Railway to the 
Persian Frontier, begun in September 191G 
and completed by February Ifllf), thus 
superseding the old <Tira%'au trade route, 
it is by far the most thinly populated 
district in Baluchistan—that province of 
thinly populated districts. But thin as 
it. a d^rt a generation or m ago, and the 
increase whioli has occurred in this short 
time is substantial proof of the benefit 
^ inhabitants

27, Administratively Sibi consists of two arciis:—Sibi district proper, and 

the llari-Bugti Tribal country ; tiicpe tw*o 
art'as can conveniently be considered sepa¬ 
rately, The chief ethnological feature of 
Sibi proper is tlie hetcregeneous cliaracter 
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of its populat ion—all the four chief jicople 
of liatucInstall being well reprcsi'nted. Its 
density though varied is higher than any 
other district in the Provmce—except that 
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of Quotta-PisHin. Noslrabad is unique in Saluchistan in that one sixth of its 

.area is irrigated from the Indus canals. 
There is a great variety in the roinlaU 
ranging from 11'0 inches in the high lands 
to 4*0 inches in the plains. 
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28. For the most part this area is composed of barren hills, with good pastur¬

29. The Kalat State takes up more than one half of the whole area of the 

Province and provides more than forty 
percent of its population. It is the home 
of the Brahuis who are by far the 
most numerous race within its bound¬ 
aries. In some areas nevertheless the 
Baloch are in the majority and in others 
the Jatt. The densi^ is very unevenly 
distributed varying from 18 in the 
Kachhi to I in Khatan.^ In olden days the State—constituting the Brahui 
confederacy—^was divided into two divisions :—the up country one of Sarawen and 

the dovvn country one of Jlmlawan, Kaciihi 
being divided between the two. Sarawaii 
therefore with its present area of 6,230 square 
miles retains only a portion of its former 
roagnitude, hut with the exception of the 
Kacbhi plain and the Dombki-Kaheri 
countiy it ja the most prosperous and 
thickly populated portion of the State. Rainfall is scanty but there is a good 
deal of permanent cultivation by means of hirez (§ 31), springs and streams. The 
soil is fertile and the wheat, tobacco and orchard of Sarawan are justly famous 
throughout the Province. Brahuis predominate but many of these are pastoralista 
and much of the agricultural wealth of the country Is duo to the hard working 
Dehwar, Though Jhalawan is naturally far less fertile than Sarawan it is probable 
that some at least o± its poverty and backwardness as compared with the pros¬ 
perity of the more northern area is due to the fact that in it the thrifiy Deliwar 
element is absent. The Jhalawon certainly fail to make the most of their country. 
This is due not only to laziness and ignorance but also owing to the way of life 
of the inhabitants who are—for the most part—pastoralista, and who—like all 
nomads—have an ingrained dislike for the bard and monotonous work inseparable 
from agriculture. Turning to the Kachhi we have a striking contrast. The barren 
mountains are left behind, and we enter a large alluvial plain rarely risLdg above 
500 feet at its highest level, Nowhere in Baluchistan is the rainfall so scanty, 
yet the Kachhi plain is the most fertile area in the whole of the Province, another 
instance, like Bekhan, of the prosperity normally brought about by flood irrigation. 
The Jatt ii^abitants of the Kachhi are of settled habits, Even if in the plain 
itself the rmnfall fails, the result need not bo so disastrous as long as there Is aufFi- 
cient rain in the up-laods to bring down the Hoods in the streams on which the 
low land crop depends; the Nari, Bolau, Muia and Sukleji. The soil is extremely 
fertile and three crops a year is the rule, of which the .4utunm harvest—consisting 
of Joimr^is the most important. In gootl years in addition to crops there is also 
excellent grazing not only for the live-stock of the country itself—which is famous 
for^ its breed of horses and cattle—but also for the camels, sheep and goats 
whicli are brought down in thousands by the Brahui in the Winter season from 
the up-lands, In a really bad yeji-c when rain fails both in the Kachhi and in the 
updands, a wholesale emigration takes place to Sind. Though the Brahuis are— 
generally peaking—the land-lords of tl^ fertile area, few live there the whole year;

ii9 mountaineers tlie scorching beat of the summer is not to their liking. Atnougat 
the permaOient inhaliltanta tlie most important are the Miigtvsi and Kiod B>dochj 
whilst the most lumierouB are the Jatt found everywliere as cultivators. The 
Dombki'Ka^ieri Country is an integral part of Kalat, but at the time of last Census 
Wiis for administrative reasons under Sibi, About a year or so ago it was, however, 
rejoined to Kalat, It is a fertile region physically a part of the Kaclihi plain and 
like the latter dependent for its water on mountain streams ^especially tiie Lahri 
and the Chattar. The chief inhabitants are the Dombki Baloch, the Kaheri- 
who now call theuiselvos tiiayyids —and the ubiquitous Jatt. As for Makran -the 
old Arab ehroniclers descril>ed it as a vast country mostly baricn, ajid its physical 
eharacteristies have not alteied with the passage of time, thouglj. it luis undpubt- 
edlv prospered as far as its disaijilities allow -under the adudnistratiou of 
Kalat State. Along the sea coast live a few fisiier folk. Inland-esjujcially at 
J’aiijgur and Kech -the chief means of livelihood is the date harvest which pro¬ 
vides fowl for men and heast for the greater part of the year. Tilost of the other 
cultivation is dry crop and precarious at that, owing to the scanty and capricious 
rainfall. The population is divided into three strata ; first the Httkims, or leading 
families — the Gichki and Nausherwaui, and the Minv'^ari and Biaaejav Brahuis; 
then the ordinary Baloch middle class cultivators ; and lastly the llizitifUgar or 
mentals. Kharan shows an increase in population of 5,000, but this can - 1 think 
— be mainly attributed to underestimation in 1911 when owing to local conditions 
operations had to be carried out in a somew hat hurried and superlicial manner: 
the enumeration of the area in point of fact lasting only some sue weeks, In, the 
present Ocitsus the attitude of the inhabitants was friendly and the operations 
were spread over some five months thus enablir^; us to make an accurate enumera¬ 
tion of the division. Some good patches of cultlvatiou are found near the hills, 
and along the Ufoshkel and Baddo rivers, but the centre is a dreary waste of Band 
knowm na the Lvt or EtffisUin, Wheat is the staple crop of the country, tliough 
rich date groves ate found in Washuk aud Maslikcl. The dominaut race is the 
Nausherwani wdiich supply the ruling chief; then come other Baloch Tilbes and 
then tine menials. 

30. Los Bela has severd rivers and mountain streams whose Hoods are used 

for irrigation, but unfortunately nearly all 
such water-courses are dry for a greater 
part of the year. A feiv areas are moder¬ 
ately fertile, such as the well cultivated 
Welpat Niabat, but the rainfall is scanty, 
seldom exceeding 7 inches, and the country 
suffern frequency from drought, w*hcn 

the poorer classes migrate wholesale over into Idind. 

31. The causes — Historical, Physical and Economical—for the sparsity of the 

population of the Province were fully dealt 
with in the last Beport and need not be 
detailed again. Some of them can, how¬ 
ever, be touched upon here, The main 
cause of the small population of Baluchi¬ 
stan is that which produces the same effect nearly* all over the world—i.e., lack 
of 'water. The normal average rainfall for Baluchistan is only S'l, and In some 
of ita Districts is much lower, The agricultural prosperity of a country, however, 
and Baluchistan is essentially an agricultural, where it Is not a nomadic area, 
need not b^’ any means depend only on rainfall. Such countries as Egj'pt and 
Mesopotamia, and such Indian proving as the Punjab for example, if they 
depended on rainfall only tvould be considerably leas prosperous than they are, but 
of course they do not. They have large rivers from which they can draw' the means 
for their fertility. Baluchistan unfortunately has, speaking generally, neither 
raiufoU nor rivets-- rivers that is to say in the ordinary sense of the word holtUng 
fierennial water which can be tapped for irrigation. Rivera there are indeed — on 
the map—but they resemble the Arabian Wadis, rushing torrents in the Spring 
or at other seasons after rain for short periods, but for the most part of the 
year with scarce a trickle in their courses. Baluchistan then having but a 
scanty rainfall and — practically speaking — no rivers, how do its inhabitants 
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obtsio suffidcnt wat€r for tlieir crops 1 Bjr a method wbich I believe is used no* 
where else in India thonglt it is common in other parts of the ^liddle East (Persia 
for example), karez* These underground channels, real feats of engineering, 
tap the suh-suxlace water at the basis of the liills, and by an ingenious system 
of levelling bring the water to the surface in the valleys—sometimes many 
miles distant — at the exact spot where it is wanted for irrigation-f 

32, Things being as they are, the main factors in the distribution of density maribution di 
are first the rainfall, and then snovr, for these affect not only the unirrigated crops ‘•'’“s'liy. 

(and where cultivation is most, there population is thickest), but alw the crops 
irrigatCfl by w'hich get their supply eventually from the rain and snow' which 

falls in the hills. A glance at Subsidiary Table I will show the relation between 
rainfall and density. 

33. The question as to whether Balucliistan did in the past — or can in the itriratipiTt ud 
future—support a larger population, o^iens up an intere-sting vista of speculations, 
Unfortunatmy these speculations must remain mainly of a nio,st speculative charoe- 

ter. Our information about the Province previous to our occupation of it is far 
too vague, and such records as exist are far too scanty, to ha sard even the rashest 
guess at a conclusion. Various remains exist, known locally as Gabr-fmtds, w'hieh 
seem to have been made with the object of holding up the mountain torrents for 
pur|)osc5 of agriculture. They certainly indicate the presence at soine far off 
time of on cne^tic people of a liigher civllisatiori than the present uoniadic tribes* 
men. it is fairly certain too that — as in Persia— gradual desiccation has been at 
work. On this theory therefore it is possible that the country used to lie more 
fertile than it is now. With regard to the future we are still faced with desicca¬ 
tion which will prcsumbly continue to play its part. The drop in population 
between the last Census and this throwa of course no light on this particular pro¬ 
blem. The drop was due to special causes and in any case no deductions can be 
draw'n from so short a period as a rlecade with regaM to a problem whose only 
true solution lies perhaps in the passing of centuries. On the economical side it 
may be noted that in normal times considerable quantities of grain are exported 
to foreign areas from certain Baluchistan Districts to be exchanged to a certain 
e-xtent for the luxuries—mot the necessities — of life. Against this must be put 
the fact that the alien population—especially in Quctta|—cannot apparently 
sub.sist without the importation of the laige supplies of food-stuff. The available 
supply of vrater too seems only just sufficient for agricultural needs but may be 
increased by the building of dams, the sinking of artesian wells and the extension 
of karez system. 

Such are a few ef the factors in this interesting problem, but where so much 
is a matter of theory rather than of fact I am afraid I must leave any attempt at 
its solution to some future Census Officer with a greater store of collected know¬ 
ledge and experience at his disposal. 


fftrlatloni* at Prcrfoiia CVnaiuics. 

34. From what has already been remarked with regard to the 1331 Census,__ 
(§4), it will doubtless be gathered that it cannot be used for any purpose of useful 
comparison with the enumeration that followed. This was Mr. Bray’s view in 
1911, when he decided in his chapter on variation to ignore it and to start writh 
1901. But even at tliis stage we are faced with oonsidersbie difficulty. One can only 
compare like with like and if the Ociisns of 1901 was a great mlvance on that of 
the decade before, that of 19U wa-salso a considerable advance on its predecessor, in 
the area covered, the proportion of the population enumerated, and the methods 

employed. Considerably more than half 
the population of the second 0en,sa3 was 
estimated and not enumerated, and subse¬ 
quent experience proves that this estima¬ 
tion vras in many cases much too high — as 
indeed a glance at the marginal statement goes to show, the 1901 population being 
more than 0 9 of that in 1911 though the former left uncox'ered 0'4 of the area 
dealt with by the latter. To quote Jfr. Bray an<l take a case in point:—► 

llow ^udually atid goid^ngly wo have conio to real ire the cxtmordinAry dearth of the 
inhabitants in many parts of this vast provinco may l>o traced in the successive nttempt.'i that 
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were Piad& to gflngg tlie popnlntion of tlie three tnvctji cmitidd from the epotatiotiB of the last 
Census. Working on the analogf of Chagait mv predcoesjcn- nsseased tlie population of Western 
Saujraiii At over i>,000 son la; a couple of yeatB later ho fotiod cause to cut dow n bis estimate 
to 6*000 ; the writer of the District Gazci^eex did not commit hiirwlf to aa mflnjr himdreds. 
More intereating Btill is the case of Khaniii and MakTan, On tie basis of density ia the h[ari- 
Bugti country my predece^or assessed the population at 229,S6fi ; as soon as he was able to 
hat^e A rough estimate made on the spot, the figures went down with a bang to 97,600* and 
big though the drop, the total is some 3,000 in cxceas of the figures for the presont Census,” 
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S3. Undfii: thoAO circumstances any detailed analysis of tho 1901 figures in 
comparison witlv those of Iflll ia out of the question. All that can be flonc ia _ 
to draw some veiy general concbiaipna. 

In the marginal etatement the indigenous population stands for the tribesmen 

and tlieir satellites—the Lori and Dehwar, 
and the Domiciled Hindus; the aliens for 
Europeans, Anglo-Indians, and Orientals 
from territories outside the Province; and the 
semi-indigenous (or certain elements who 
stand between the two * such as Ghilzai 
Pathans from Afghanistan (§ 58) and the Buzdar BalocU from the Punjab. The 
enormous increase in the semi-ftidigenous elementa is the first item to attract atten¬ 
tion. It is probable, Iiowever, that this increase — which afiected chiefly the districts 
of Loralai, Zhob and Quetta-Pishin^was more apparent than real and can be 
largely attribvited, though how far one cannot say, to better enumeration, parti- ■ 
cularly amongst the Ghilzai, as well as to the presence of a considerable number 
of camelmen, cartmen, etc,, employed, in military and civil transport and labour. 
On the other hand the increase in the aliens was apparently genuine enough and 
chiefly occurred—as might be espected—ia the Quetta-Pisbin District. The 
figures for the indigenous population would seem to indicate a normal and modest 
ri^. 

3C. In the States the population is almost entirely indigenous though tlie 
same three-fold classification is kept for convenience sake. TIvc 1901 Census 
for the States wa.s based almost entirely on estimation, the figure.? in question 

being largely obtained from the tribal 
cbiefa. This method explains two import¬ 
ant variations r—first the enormous nomi¬ 
nal increase of the semi-indigenous (as in 
the Districts), and second the apparent 
serioua decrease in the total population of 
the States as a whole, all the more remarkable as half the State area was oniitted 
from the previous Census. For it was only human nature, especially tribal 
human nature, that the chiefs should give their tribes every benefit of the doubt 
(and that they were genuinely doubtful no one with any experience of the tribes¬ 
man's munericai vagueness \rill deny), and should exa^eratc as much as possible 
the number of their followings. There would not be the same temptation to 
inflate the number of the semi-indigenous elements from which the tribal chief 
would gain no honour or glory — in fact, the tendency would he the other way, 
i.fi,, to claim such elements as his own in order to swell the aggregate of his dan. 
Moreover, the more distant and unknown the tribe the greater the scope for the 
imagination of the chief, and it was to just these out-of-the-way area,? that in the 
Census of 1901 estimation and not enumeration was applied. 

37. “ The more clear the nature of the problem is realized the more hopeless 
it appears to attempt to measure the increase or decrease that has occurred, in 
the population of Baluchistan during the last ten years." 

Thus did Mr. Bray sum up the situation a decade ago, and after a further 
lapse of ten years I am unable to throw any further light on the subject. The 

marginal statement represented in Mr. 
Bray’s opinion a very rough estimation 
of the possible variation in the decade 
1901-11 assuming that the totals of the 
lonuer Census were held to cover not only 
those it professed to cover hut those that 
The genera) conclusion appears to he that the aliens had rapidly 
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increased, tliat the fiemi-iQdigenous elementfl had also largely increaserl hut that 
a cotifiidcralilo portion of this increase wiis due to a lietter eiuimeration, and that 
the indigenous tribesmen were barely holding their own. • 

€omliticu» of the tlecade tUit-tU 2 t, 

38. The general conditions of the decade are epitomiactl ns far as possible rdwHtUib or 
in the marginal statement. On the whole the year 1911-12^ was a pro^ierous 
one, more especially in the Districts— with the exception of Sibi and Loralal wliere 
there was a failure of Autumn crops. In the States conditions were gowl in Sarawan 
and Makran, fair in Jhalawan and had in the Knchhi and Las Bela. lu the follow¬ 
ing year material conditions were generally satisfactory except in the Nasirabad 
tah.sil of the Sibi district, which is dependent' on the Indus canals, and where 

scarcity w'as fso severe that about one 
fifth of the population, or 7,(100 souls, 
emigr&ti^d to Sind, The 1913-14 harvests 
were average and tho.-c of t9l4-lo good, 
but in the Tatter year owing to the tJrain 
set up by Karachi conseepuent on the 
War, the prices of foodstu^s—especially 
wheat—-ruletl high. (Tencrallj* speaking, 
crops—^thougli fair -were damaged hy 
excessive rain wliich caused rust. High 
winds and floods also caused damage. 

The material conditions for the year 
1015-16 were unsatiafactoty. Hainfall 
was below normal and grazing had: 
rust and locusts cau5e<l constderahle 
damage in many parts of the country. 
Foodstuff prices continued to nile high. 

In 1916-17 prices of wool, ghee, wheat and straw were high, and flock owners, 
land owers and cultivators prospered in spite of the fact that flocks had been 
reduced by the previous year of drought and that clothing had risen in (Wt. 
Cienerally speaking, the indigenous population benefited, and tlie alien community ^ 
of the towns suffered, from this state of affairs. The material conditions of 1917- 
18 w'ere fair, but those of the next year decidedly adverse. A poor rainfall, bad 
grazing and indifferent crops brought about general and acute scarcity'. There 
was in addition a severe Infiuenxa epidemic resultii^ in a death roll of nearly 
62,000 people. In 1919-20 the Afghan War and 'disturbances in the Province > 
resulted in substantial curtailment of cultivation. Agricultural and pastoral 
conditions were slightly better than in the previous year but much Scarcity still 
prevailed. Influenza was prevalent but only'’ in a mild form causing not more 
than about 50 deaths. The harvest of 19^21 wa.s much below normal, and 
drought caused a serious scarcity of graring. Famine conditions existed in many' 
parts of the Province and severe scarcity everywhere ; there wa.s a serious outbreak 
of Cholera in various areas. 
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30, As lia^^ already bwn pointed out (§34) aoy detailed comparison bctiveen the 
two pre\'ious Censuses is impossible. When, liowever, we come to deal with the 
variations between the Censuses of 1911 and 192t we are on firmer ground. 
In the area covered and in the metliods employed the two eniuncrations were 

identical. We can at any rate compare 
like with like. At the same time in one 
important particular wc still have to 
work more or less in the dark. The move¬ 
ment of population is rdtimately deter¬ 
mined (o) by the difference between the 
number Imm and the number who die, and (6) by the balance of migration- ^Ith 
r^ard to (6); there are—it is true—certain fliflicultics peculiar to Balitchlstan 
but wc can make shift to overcome them, partially at any' rate. Close an^ysis 
of (o), however, is imposdblo by re.ii?on of the fact that in Baluchistan—^jiracticaUj 
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Speaking — we have no vital stntisticB. Outside Quetta, tow’n there is no regular 
register of births and deatlia. Any conelusions draw'n, therefore, between the two 
Censuses, iUmust be borne in mind suffer under these disabilldes and can only 
be of an approximate nature. The first point to strike attention is that in the 
decade luidct review the population — far fronv lising—^has actually decreased, 
and the chief aim of this particular section of our Census will be to find adequate 
reasons for this decrease. 
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40. The variation a between the two previous decades could largely be 
attributed to differences in the CensufiM themselves: — better enumeration, laigcr 
area eovered, etc. This comfortable explanation, however, cannot be offered in 
the piesciii instance and more basic causes must be sought for. The chiet cause 
undoubtedly would seem to be the severe luHiicnxa epidemic which raged all 

over Baluchistan in the autumn of tfilS, 
causing a total recorded deatli roll of 
01,452. it is quite probable that the actual 
number exceeded this, as outside Quetta 
town there is no regular system for regis¬ 
tration of vital statistics and tribal people 
—^sucl) as the indigenous population of 
Baluchistan Is composed of — are averse 
to reporting deatlis in their families. The ravages of the epidenue were pretty 
evenly distributed over the Province, Districts and Btates suffering equally. 

41. As has already been seen the first seven years of the decade, notwith¬ 
standing the ^Var, were of average — if not superabundant — prosperity. In fact, 
the liigh prices of certain natural commodities — grain, wool, etc., rather bene(itetl 
than otherwiise the indigenous population at the expense-'-it is true — of the aliens. 
The last three yeans of the decade, how'cver, w'ere distinctly bad ones culminating 
in the famine conditions of 1920 and 1921. Now the chief effect of famine in 
Bolucliisten is to cause migration. The nomad proper is, of course, always on the 
move, and famine means to him merely a longer migration than ordin^, while 
a large proportion of the agriculturists being semi-nomads can migrate easily 
enough when compelled to. Bo when the lean years come it is not a case so much 
of ** seeing it out ” and incidentally perhaps, dying in the attempt—as is the case 
with the more settled people of other provinces—^as of migrating over the pro¬ 
vincial frontiers to pastures new, thence to return when the good years come 
round i^ain. A famine therefore has a temporary than a permanent effect on the 
population of the Province, But this is only speaking very generally and Balu¬ 
chistan could not of course, by any means, altogether escape the more permanent 
effecte of famine. In addition to the deaths actually caused by severe scarcity, 
owing to poor nutrition the public health suffered and there wrete serious out- 
breivks of cholera in the various parts of the Province. But for the energetic 
action taken by the Medical Department the loss of life from this cauee w^ould 
have been mucli more serious. The people then^lves too co-operated with the 
Medical Authorities and were eager for inoculation—a satisfactory sign of pro¬ 
gress amongst the local inhabitants. 


42. As, outside Quetta, there is no regular registration of births and deaths 
it is impossible to put any of our general impressions to the absolute test of real 
vital statistics. The Census machmeiy of 1911, however, was used to aacertain 
mrnUr i,f n,»ik, prr i.tMxi hiiti* ffom, . fathers of the indigenous 

rxMninrti ill in population In all parts of the country,

somewhat more elaborate figures were collected (see Bnbsidiaty Table X} by 
which the vital stalistica of 3,582 families were examined. The result in brief 
was that out of 90,2fl7 births there were 12,000 survivals and 7,091 deaths, which 
gives a genend sun'ival rate of two-thirds. This is very much the same as in 1911 
when Mr. Bray summed up the situation as follows :— 


“ Thli* then in tlie condunlan of I he whole matter :~-Though atnnn of Baluchistan can 
rcanonahlj hope to beget n goodly family of .5 or 0 children, ho mnnot look to see fuote than 
three or four survive. And thi* in surely a very meagre snrphiH niargiii to cany on to the next 
generation, seeing that it has to replace the maa and hi» wife or wives, Rterile unions and 
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hefore tnniurtty. fiio imagri' is it that to aay ihut tUa tribHl poj^iHbUoD is staadiDg 
still, if* pdiSsilily to overstep the mark.” 

The aituatioii would appear to be unchanf^d to day. Excludiug fortuitous 
disasters such as pestilence and famine, the indigenous population would appear 
to be stationniy. 

43. Much of the district ]>opuiatiou is of a very fluid cliaracter, and eontimially %Mt«iaoi 
moving—not only acroas the provincial frontiers — but aLso backwards and for* 
waid.s Iroui one district to another. Under tliese circumstances it ia hardly worth 

while attempting any very detaUed con* 
sideration of the District variations since 
any rise or fall may be of a most ejdie* 
meral nature. A few remarks, however, 
may be ventured ^ l>ascd on an analysis 
of the Districts by indigenous, semi* 
indigenous and alien population {see im¬ 
perial Table XllI). Zhob with its pheno¬ 
menal decrease of nearly 14,000 merits 
8>me attention. It shows an increase of 3,697 ia the alien and a decrease of 17,395 
ill the indigenous and semidadigenous population. With regard to the latter 
figure, during the disturbances of 10i9 some thousands of Kakars, Maranis and 
other Zhob tribej* migrated to Afghanistan and Waairiatan ; the seini-indigenous 
population of Zhob shows a drop in the deesade of 4,496; and 8,020 were carried 
off by the ravages of InEuenza. The increase of 9,434 in Quetta-Fishin is mainly 
due to an increase of 16,162 in the alien population (chieffy represented by an 
increase in the garrison) less a decrease of 1,398 in the sembindigenousand of 5,330 
in the Indigenous elements. Loralai on the contrary can. show on mcrense in its 
indigenous population of 3,167 which, with the small increase of the aliens ^521), 
and a decrease of 1,984 of the semi-indigenous, leaves it with a plus balance of 1,704, 

Bohui is a somewhat artiticial creation (§ 25), and its figures can be left to speak for 
themselves. Cbogai the most barren of all the Baluchistan Dist^ts shows a greater 
actual increase (4,999 persons) than alt other—except Quetta-Pishm—and by fur 
the highest percentage increase of the whole Province leaving aside the Bolan Pass. 

It has recruited its chief strength from the aliens (+3,209) though its indigenous 
elements show' a small increase (1,816), and the semi-indigenous a small decrease of 
47. The main reason for Chagai’s increase is of course the Nushki K.xtension 
Kailw'ay f| 20) which has been the means of adding to the pro^rity of the district, 
and of brin^g with it a large number of aliens. Sibi with a total population 
about five times as large as Chagai can only show an indigenous increase of 600 
less. The semi-iudigenous and alien elements show a decrease of 844 and 293 
respectively in each class. The tribal country of Alari-Bugti shows an increase 
in the indigenous of 2,320 and m the semi-iudigcuous of 10, and a email decrease 
(72) of aliens. 

44. Kalat shows the enormous dectease of 30,805—of which the md^enous hiaiw. 
population supplies nearly all—28,975, the semi-indigenons (138, and the alLms 
1,192. The last named class need hardly be considered. Conclusions drawn from 

small groups of figures are apt to 
be very' misleading and the aliens 
in Kalat numbertm only 2,109 in 
1911 and 917 in 1921 out of 
totals of 359,086 and 328,281 res¬ 
pectively. The same remarks ap* 
ply the semi-indigenous who m 
1911 numbered only 1,121 and 
in 1921, 483, The chief cause for 
the serious decrease in the indigenous population was undoubtedly Inffueiixa, 

Kalat losing from its ravages no less than 27,612. Famine also play^ its part in 
the State as elsewhere, and as migration is incidental to famine, w'e should expect 
to find a large exodus from the State which is exactly what has occurred. Into 
Sind alone—the cliicf refuge for the inhabitants of Baluchistan in bad times*^thei‘e 
were cnumeratcil nearly U,000 emigrants Ip in Kalat. Kalat emigrants—specified 
as such—^iuto other ladian provbices are negligible. This figure added to the 
losses from Influenza gives us 38,613 or an e.xcess over the total State variation of 

* iSajority ol hiTft HOW fcTttLtEcd. 
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some 8,000. Tlte only expIauHtion of the excess that I con think of is double 
(joimting, 1 have already pointed out (§ 18) that where it is a case of wholesale 
migration of Biahui fam^es, double-counting is unavoidable. At this Census such 
migration from the State was on a far larger scale than the normal owing to famine, 
and therefore the percentage of error of double-counting was largely increased. 
If we assume that some 7,000 or 8,000 of the Kalat immigrants to Sind had already 
been enumerated in Baluchistan, we arrive at a bguce approximately near 30,000. 

45, I.ns Bela shows the highest percentage decrease of any division in Balu¬ 
chistan, ».e., 10,500 out of a population in 1S)H of 61,205. The indigenous popula¬ 
tion alone with 10,350 makes up the decrease almost entirely, which is only to be 
expected as the semi-indigenous and alien elements in 1911 were only 5 and 467 
respectively. Influenza is the chief cause of the decrease, Las Be!a losing 3,307 
on this account. Migration consequent on famine has been even of greater account: 
4,316 emigrants from Las Bela being enumerated in Sind, If we add this liguce to 
tfie deaths from Influenza, we get a total approaching 6,000. But it may he objected 
that it was just these figures of emigrants that we refused to consider in the case of 
Kalat—rejecting it on account of double-counting. 1 must admit that it looks as 
if we wore trying to have it '* imth ways using or not using the plausible theory 
of double-counting os seems most convenient to us. As a matter of fact, however, 
the cases of Las Bela and Kalat are not the same. First Las Bela is in very close 
proximify to Sind, specially to ite capital Karachi. Second, Uw famine in Las 
Beliv—espet-iafly along the sea coast—was severer than in Kalat. These two 
causes combined would act in making the emigration earlier from Las Bela and 
it is possible that this movement had largely begiui before our Tribal Constm had 
started. Tlie reader may consider thia c,Tplanation as perhaps more ingenious 
than convinciug, and 1 confess tliat 1 am not altogether satished with it. How¬ 
ever, 1 can think of no other, and whether it covera in full the discrepancy in 
question or not, at any rate it should cover a part of it. 


Snmmtu'j/* 

46, It is the States which—as has been seen^re principally responsible for 
the drop in the population showing—as they do—the large percentage decrease 
of fF6, while the Districts are <Tedi^ with a small increase of 1*5. This increase 
would have been considerably greater but for the hirg^ drop in iShob. A very 
serious feature of the decrease JS '^hat taking the Province as a whole—whether 
in the Districts or States, again as a whole—it b the indigenous population which 
has been mainly afiected. Ten years ago as far as [wpulution was concerned all 
that could be said for the tribesman was that he was barely bolding his own. 
To-day from the figuies before us we would seem to be dropping ateaddy behind. 
The semi-indigenous element too— tribesmen for the most part like their indigenous 
cousius—also show a retrograde movement. Only the alieus, and these only in 
the Districts, can show an advance — ^though of course thb advance b a consideiable 
one. 

Yet a little reflection will show, 1 think, that the situation b by no means so 
bad as the figures we have Iseen considering would lead us to believe. The causes 
which have Ted to the decrease in the population—pestilence and famine—were 
of a temporary and not a permanent nature. Baluemstan, it is true, can ilbafiord 
to lose out of its small iiopulation the sixty thousand sqids swept away by Influenza, 
but provided that the Province has no more such vbitations the loss is not irre¬ 
parable. As for famine, it has been sho^m that b Balucbbtan its eflects are of a 
peculiarly temporary nature i tlie population for the most part do not die but 
emigrate till the return of better times. The population thus emigrated b not 
therefore lost to the Provbce but will return—possibly has already returned— 
wlien more favourable conditions prevail. As for those vrho did not emigrate and 
who therefore suileied the direct effects of the famme, it may he pobted out 
that a population recovers with remarkable rapidity after even the severest famines, 
a phenomenon due to the fact that the sections of the community afi^ccted are those 
at the two extremes of life many of%4om would b any ease have died b the 
course of the next decade. On the other hand those at the reproductive ages 
escape, iso that a nonnal number of chblrcn coutbue to be bom. 
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Homes arrr{ FamUits. 

47. The term * house' in our Census has a very wide eignificiition. It mcludes hiwh». 
not only buildings of sun-dried bricks—confined almost entirely to the towns — 

but also the mud huts of the villages, the kizMi or mat or blanket tents of the 
nomads, the jhug^ or shelters made of branches used in the Summer, and even 
oaves in the hilt-sides. Th» walls of the ordinary village house are made of straw 
and mud, with rafters of any wood locally procurable. Across these is usually 
laid matting of dwarf palm leaves, or of tamarisk branches on which are dumped 
thick layers of plaster. The summer shelters are easily constructed by driving a 
few poles into the ground and covering the top and sides with strips of matting 
or reeds or Juniper tree bark and biranches. The fetaAdt, formed by covering 
over a few poles with goats’ hair matting, is a familiar enough sight to any one 
acquainted with ** the black booths of the Bedouin ” in Arabia or Mesopotamia. 

48. The num1>er of persons at the last Census per house was 4-9, and hasniniuoL 
remained practically uncWnged during the decade, tee present figure being just 

over that proportion : 5-0. If the urban population — composed largely of aliens — 
be exclud^, the house population shows an infinitesimal decrease and nearly 
ei^uals that of I9it, 5-4 in 1911 and 5-2 in 1021 under !he same eitclurive conditions. 

Since amongst the indigenous population of the Province the term ' house * can be 
taken as covering the household, there would not appear from these figures to be 
any marked change in the direction of the * family' movement.

41>. A Cftnstis Report, on towns in BaluchustJin somewiint reaeinblca the ffltnous 
essay on Snakes in i cel anti” which began witli the remark that there were no 
snakes in that country. It can almost be said tiiat there are no indigenous towns 
in Baluchistan. 'I’he only two miimpeacbablo town-ships are (iuetta and ftibi, 
butli of Brit ish creation. Loralai, Fort Sandeman and Chaman may Ikj chameteriE- 
ticidly urban, but they ate after all mere glorified cantonments. Kalnt and Las 
Bela being capitals of States are called towns by courtesy, but Mnstung is as large 
as both put together, though even this addition is hardly a formidable one. 
Mr. Bray espreaaed the fear that Pishin might disappear from the next Census, 
but we cannot afford to lose any of onr “towns " and have all the more excuse for 
keeping it on our list as it ha.? more than doubled its population during the decade 

(i 5*2)- 

50. If there are no indigenous towns in Baluchistan there is also a paucity of 
villages—taking this t^Tin in its usual accepted sense. The basis of our village 
Uensua in the Districts was the “revenue village,” which in this Province—more 
often than not^ — is merely a collection of unconnected hamlets. In the States 
even tlie convention of the revenue village was absent and an arbitrary grouping 
tof'cthcr of hamlets had to be employed. But both in the Districts and States 
a targe number of localities — bare of pennanent inhabitants'- had to l>e classed 
as S0"Calleci “villages” simply because they were occu]>ie<l by large groups of jxsoj^le 
at certain seasons of the year.

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5 t. The populatioir of (iuettn is 19,(101. It is by far the largest to^vn lu the 

Province (for Census purposes indeed Ijeing 
ranked its a city), the next—Sibi*-haring only 
fi, 3 a(l. Nearly half of the (Quetta population 
is made up by the garrison—ihc contonment 
figure.^ reaching 21,7SL Of the rcmamiiig 
27,220 only 2,730 belong to the indigenous 
l>opulatlon, Patban, Balwh and Brahui, which indicates how little an attrac¬ 
tion towndife ha.s for the tribesmen. But if we go furl her and ilividc this tot^id 
uji into males and females we find that the latter only make up. 881 which seems 
to bo a fairly clear proof that even the small immlior of tribesmen in the town are 
only there in search of temporary employment. 

The alien population—apart from the garri-son-—comes chiefly from the ncighlmiir- 
iug provinces of the Punjab and tJlnd. No tenement Census w.ia taken but it may 
bo remarked that the (jiiarter t)f_ the town known as Gliaribalmd, built iToforo llie 
Alunicipal Law was enacted, is inclined to be over-crowded, it is ill-ventikited, 
and the lanes dividing the houses are verj' narrow. The other anti more Tctent 
ipmrters are better built with ndde streets. There arc also line vegetable, fruit 
and meat markets. 

The figure of 4!),001 as tlic population of the town, is mieleading ] the norma] 
[jopulation l>eing really mndi l.arger. Tho Census is taken in the Winter season 
when there ia a general flitting to avoid the cold. Ten 3 'earB agci, on the basis of 
a previous Bummer enumeration of ()uetti\, Mr. Bray calcufatcd that—thoun-h

Comparing the Quetta of lb2l with that of 1911 we find an mcroase of 15,C71>. 

About o,000 of this can be attributeil to an inci&Hse 
ui the garrisou itself. As the biter increases, a cor¬ 
responding rise occurs in the civil jwpubtioD, by 
far the Reuter pt^rt of whieJi is non-iudigenouH, 
iiuJ is in one way or another depentlent on the 
military forces for its subsistence. 

52. After, a long after, Quetta couacs Sibi. The torni is the Winter Headquarters 

of the I/)cal Govemnient and of the I’olitical 
Agent of the District. Sibi sonietimes 
bolds a small garrison but this is too small 
to affect materially the number of the 
local population. Uulike Quetta the impu¬ 
tation of Sibi decreases in Summer when 
there is a genera] exodus to escape the heat which is very severe. 

Lomlai, Fort Sandeman and Chaman are garrison towns that have sprung up 

during our occupation. Their population 
varies w'ith the strengths of the garrisons. 
Thu pdpululiou of Pishiii had dwindled 
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down to 754 in J9t i and its riso to 1,S04 
in 1021 is iiiamly due to an increase 
in the garrison at the time of our 
Censiw. Ivalat, Mastung and Las Bclu. 
ate each a collection of hamlets with the addition of the local bazar. No record 
is available to show svliat hamlets were included in each town in lilU and so no 
satisfactory comparisons can Im tlrawti.

cti nine rated in the nuie towns, the 
EetiiLiiniug population (716,826) ivas 
eiuimcrated m villages. The meaning 
of the term “ village ” in the Baluchis¬ 
tan sense has already been explained 
above,(§50) and the mean in g wc attach 
to the word “ house” was set forth 
in puragniph 47. As for Census purposes a “village” was made ii]j of so many 
“houses” it is olivious that the term “village” covcis a large number of 
individuals who, far fnim being villagers in the onliuary seiise of the wonl, l>eloiig 
to a class from wdrom aince the beginning of time they have been sharply differ 
entiated, i.c., nomads. (The latler class are dealt with m Chapter ill.) Tlie 
majority of the villages ait? siiinll, 't'lioru arc only 15 which cuiitnin more tlian 
2,tKlO inhaldtants. At the other end of the scale aru 3,365 hamlets of under 506 
inhabitants each. In between arc 78 villages of under 2,tMlO and 235 villages of 
under 1,U(K). The chief {joint of interest is that wdiile the I’tovince as a whole 
lias in the dcciide decreased by some 35,(3M>, the urban population has increased 
by more than 10,000. Thisdoe.s not, however, indicate any permanent inovcment 
of the rural population into the towns, 'I'hc jiujilysb; of Quetta town given above 
shows this clearly enough. The I’lban {wpidatlon Inis l>eeii chiefly recruited from 
ahun elements outside the Proxince. It is the Districts —as raiglit lie expected — 
containing as they do the garrisfjiis mid the civil headquarters on which the alien 
population mainly de{>end, which supi>ly {inictically all the urban population, the 
States showing a deficit of 869. Of the Districts, Quetta-Pishin naturally leads 

the way with 18,3-16. Lotalni comes next with 
1,367, "and then Slliob with S37. Sibi sliows a 
decrease of 211 : Kalat State of 575 and Las 
Belli of 294.

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S4. In liif 5 report uf l^W Blr. Bray connnenced this chapter as followa 

“ In dci>artiag from ihe orthodox method ol ^agiug this ehb and How of nuigtation by 

the Blatifitics of birtliphtce, I have been largely iufliieiirecl 
by the iiaeosy feeling tliat birthplace is a fsingiderly ireaclLerDns 
guide to rely upon after alh Staled in the roogb ihe theory 
f^nis to bo simply this: tiiat peraons omimerated in one 
province but bom in another are otuigrants fiom Ihc latter to 
thts"Joimer. On thh theory all migration diflicnltics at once reaolve thcjnselvtisiuto a delight- 
fully oa&y sum of iiddition and subtraction. Take the popidittion actualy enumerated in ihe 
Province ; suhtraot the population bom olaewhoro; odd the population bora in the Province 
bnt absent at the time of emnneration (but how you are to get the bgiirf.^ from AfghanlstJiun 
or Persia, for JUBtaacer I earmot tell you), and you arrive at once at the fto^alied natural popuhi- 
tiod—the population of the Province purged of its ofien immigrantiiand vrith its abBout endgranlB 
restored to it once more. A very pratty theory this, but one that will never reflect the real 
facts of life so long as immigration and emigration exist. For until migration coasea, there 
will always be iMKiplo born where, according to the theory', they should not be bom—outside 
their raothcr coiintry. As a guide to emigration, birthplace statistics are a mcikc- 
abift nt best^ only to be pressed into service in the absence of something belt an In Bidu- 
chistan wo have no need to rely op such a broken reed. Here tbero is a gr^^at gulf fixed between 
aliens and the true natives of the country, and it will probably be many generntions iiefojv 
it is bridgedh Hace pind race alone suffices (except in a few very s]>ecinl cases) to weed out 
the iuunigrants and to sift the whole population into three heaps—indlgeiioua, semi-indigenous 
ami aliens. And trulh to telJ, 1 have diHcajded birthplace for unotber and a very 
diflorcut rea.ioii. While in the regular areas wo fell into lino with the it fit of f iidia and tecordid 
birthplace ns a uiiittcr of course, W'o wxte faced in the tribal areas with the obvious difficulty 
of rocording the birthplace of individuals on u schedule wdiicb applied to tho family as a wdiolc. 
Had the matter been of vito! importance, wo could, 1 dare my\ have fotiud a way round the 
difficulty. But if birthplace is of little value in tracing the movement of aliens into the Ptovinre, 
it is of still less value in tracing the movement of the indigenoue i>opulation from one jiart gf 
the province to another. So shifting are many Hections of the indigcoous population. that 
what ia tme of it in the Spring is almost certainly wide of the mark in 3ie Summer or Autuiiin 
or Winter. Where niovcmcut is so common, local know'l€?dgc—Iniokcd, us w'c took care to back 
it by general statistics of nomadism—^is a much safer guide to the muny clianiiel* in whi<jJj it 
flows than any bookish com]R 4 riRon bctw'ecn birthplace and the place of cnumcTatiDu at some 
particubr date.^Thus all that seemcil really ncceBoaTy In llie tribal areas was to 
record the birthplace^ finst, of those whose race stamiJvd thctti as aliens, then of Bind us and 
others V ho (as faros race went) might or uught not be natives of Boluchistanj and finally in 
a few s]>ecial cosesj of tribesmen who viere enumerated in some part of the conn try with 
which they had no recognised concern^ In other wortls not only did we assume tliat all 
jiiumhcTs of Toccaaiid tribes indigenoufi to Baluchistan were actually born in B^duehititani and 
ignore the existence of inevitable exceptions to the general rulct like birtlifl on the other side of 
the Afghan Frontier or births in Sind during the Winter migrations of the Jhakvvaa Brahuia 
down country ; w'e abo assumed that all members of races and tribes indigenouat in some

Those romnrks indicate briefly the spcein! et renin stances of Bnlticiiistan — 

some adverse to, otiiois feeilitatini', the censitiera’ 
tion of the important subject of migration. These 
circninstancee have not altered in the last decade —■ 
it takes cousideiably more than ten years to change 
the ingrained habits of a people~and after due 
consideration I have tlecided to follow in Mr. Bmy’s foot steps and dcfil 
with this section of the Census in like nuvnner, entitling this chapter—as he did — 
Migration instead of Birthplace. 

55 . .Apart from exclusively noniadic regions—sucli as Centml Arabia— 

prolinbiy no country in the world with 
any claim to a settled population has a 
greater leaven of nomadism than Balu¬ 
chistan. Its people seem indeed to have 
discovered the secret of ]M*rpetiial motion . 
Tlic ,\ util inn and Spring are—as all over tlic world—the two seasons for tn ignition, 
in the funner towanis the plains, in tlie latter towards the hijjli-lands. Travelling 
in Baluchistan at either of these seasons — in Zhob, Quetta — rishin and Loratai one 
linds the I’awindah on the march on the way to, or back from India ; in tlic 
IJolaii masses of Sartwan Bmliuis seeking or avoiding the warm of the Knclihi ; in 
any i>f the sout hern Passes hordes of Jlvalawan coming from or going down to 
Sind. Those are amopg the great seasoual migraiions, but all the year round a 
considerable proportion of the iiihahitants arc on the road. Even the agricul- 
tiirista often only occupy their so-callml permanent villages for certain periwls 
jind return to tent life os soon as the season permits. If one hud t*} sum up 
the main characteristics of the Biduchistaii jnipuhition iu a shiglc word, that word 
would be nomadism. The marginal flgures show what a grip nomadism has on 
the people of the country. In inli ciI the total indigenous populiition only 54 
per cent, passed their life permanently under roof; 13 jicr cent, used both root 
and tent while 33 per cent, were nomads pure and simple. Siniihr figures for 
this decade arc 00 , IS and 2‘2. Thus the settled classes have gone up by 0 
cent,, the semi-iiomad by 5 , while tlie nomad has droppefl by H . These figures 
wMuUl seem to bear out Mr, Bray's prophecy of 10 years ago:—

He added that migration into towns would only liecome general when the 
tribal system fell linjwleady into deoay. As we have sceti {§ 53 } there are no 
si-ms as yet of thia latter movement. One consideration must, however, 
be borne in mind before attrilnitiiig to tlicfie figures a clear indkation of n imtiiral 
movement from pastocaluim to agriculture, aiul tluir is the uniiaturai effect of famine 
( 541 } This visitation caused abnonmil migration and it is possible that simie of 
t,lie immii'rantfl—who would natunilly be nom.-nis^'ft liablehistan before tlu 
Census co'iiimemefl (§ 11 )) and thus escaped enumeration. Another fact to be 
ermsidered is that amongst onr indigenous population we Imve mclnded vanout; 
tribid pamsitea or sjUdlites: Jatt, Dehwar, ^nyyUl, etc. If we osdude these, as 
we shvmld do if we are to get at the true tribesmen of the countiy, the nomad 
iK*rf'entage of course gctes up, Jiotwithstamling all this, houever, tht general 
iiiipresflion one receives from tliese ligurca is that there is n distinct movement 
from pastoralism to agriculture, ami this impression is conftmied Iiy the review 
of riicial nomadism which follows below. 

5G, The main and normal causes of nomntlism in Baluchistan arc the same 
as elscwliert! in AFin :—elimate—extremes of heat and cold, pastoralism, and 
lack of cultivable and irrigable bud. Of the three indigenous nn^cs with wiiicb 
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\pc are dealing, speaking very generally, the Brnhui is moat affected by the first, 
the Baloch by the second, end the Pathau bj' the second and third. Two other 
jibnorjvinl causes for migration may be ndded, whirli in the present decade played 
» large part, la mine and pestilence. 
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57. Though amongst the Patlmn there are many pure nomads, the semi¬ 
nomads depending on both agriculture 
and flocks lor their livelihood, and living 
alternately in huts and tents, predomi¬ 
nate. There are others who, though they 
depend entirely on agriculture, possess" 
lands in different parts of the country', 
and move from holding to holding as the 
varying seasons come round. There are villagers who in the Siumner leave their 
villages forAdi ^mat tents) and J/ntggi (sumn:tcr shelter made of branches) 
erected near their crops. Temporary* immigrants—chiefly from the settled classes 
in search of labour and trade—'travel into India and Afghanistan. There ia in 
fact only one tribe of auy importance, the Knsi, representing only one per cent, 
of the total Pathan population, wliich as a whole can be sakl to be settled. The 
I’uthan tril>es for the most part indeed are continually on the move, crossing and 
recrossing from one District to another—seeking the up-lands in Summer and 
the low-lands in Winter. Sometimes these movements take them far afield beyond 
the provincial boundaries :—into independent territories'— as with the Shirani, 
or into jUglianistan—ns in the case of Achakzai and the Barech. Only a very 
small proportion of the latter are, however, indigenous to the Province. So much 
for the Pathan in general—the marginal figures certainly hearing out our theory 
of a general trend of the indigenous population from pastoraliam towards settled 
conditions only in n more marked degree. Tima while in the Province nomadisnr 
has-fallen hy 11 per cent, amongst the Pathane the drop has nearly doubled this. 
On tlie other linnd the incrense amongst the .semi-nomiida has been considerably 
less, but that among the settled considerably more. 

38, According to instructions receivwl from the Census Commissioner some 
Pairindiitt, nccount of these Pathans—nomads far 

excellence (Pawindah in itself means 
nomad) is to be included in this Report, 
and further details will be found in 
Appendix I at the end of Chapter XT, 
kindly supplied by Rai Bahadur Taiwan 
Jumiat ilui, C.I.E., who has already written a full account of these interesting 
people which is being published locally. It therefore only remains here to point 
out that—as m the case of the indiEcnoua Pathan—the Pawindah nomad element 
has considerably decreasefl, curiously enough almost exactly to the same propor¬ 
tion. The semi-nomad figures are too Biunll for any sdfe conclusion to be drawn. 
It is the settled elements that provide the greatest surjmse; that the proportion 
of these inveterate wanderers to lake to a sedentary life has gone up to 2^ per 
cent, is indeed n striking commentary' on the decline of nomadism in Baluciiistan. 

o9. The Baloch—taking them as a whole—are less nomadic than either of 

the Brahui or the Pathans. The Rind 
and the-Magrtsi, for instance, arc the 
colonisers of the Kachhi, Nasirnbad and 
Dombki-Kaheri plains, and have acquired 
settled charactcristicfl, A considerable 
proportion of the large n umber of the 
Baloch domiciled in Makran too inhabit permanent villages or temporary hamlets. 
The real Baloch nomads are the IMari and Biigti who wander np and down tlieir 
country with their flocks and herds, and among w'hora the proportion possessing 
permanent abodes is veiy small indeed. Mostly their movements are confincfl 
to their home boiintlarics but in Winter some migrate into the Barkhon and Daki 
Tabsils of LoraUi, and to the Kohlu valley and others into the neigh bourin*/ 
provinces of Sind and the Punlal). Klmran too is a great stronghold of Baloch 
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nomadism, ITje Baloch like the Fathan show a decrease in nomadism and a corre¬ 
sponding increase in the semi-nomad elements. The settled population of the 
race has remained constant during the decade. 

60. The most important and interesting of all the Baluchistan migration is .iiaiiitau». 

the Antunm e.Yodus of the Brahnis into 
the Kachhi and Sind to escape the Winter 
rigours of the high-lands.* Mr, Bray 
pointed out that this seasonal emigration 
must be as old as the Baluchistan hills 
themselve^ but that probably the stream 

at one time flowed in quite a different direction info Afghanistan and Persia. It 
is only in compamtively recent times through the instrumentality of the great 
Nadir Shah—that the Kachhi and Sind, (the former of course tlien part of the 
latter), were politically open to the Brahuis, Previous to this though the Brahuis 
urged on by grim necessity, and led by their Khans, made desperate attempts to 
open a way to these much coveted winter quarters, they were repidsed. But 
once the way was opened they were not slow to avail theniBelves of it, and the 
movement once begun soon became an yearly migration as regular and inevitable 
as the seasons to which it owes its origin. The movement can be divided into two 
main streams, that of the Sara wan Brahuis to the Kachhi and of the Jhalawan to 
the Sind. 

61. Besides opening up Sind to Brahui migration, Nadir Shah presented the ^ 

Kachhi plain to the Brahui Khan of the day, who—reserving a large share of that ‘ ** nir . 

fertUe area to biTnsetf and his family—divided the rest between the Sarawan imd 
Jhaluwau tribes ; the former receiving the northern part—^towards the Bolan 

and the latter the southern—towards the Jhalawan hills. Whether the original 
division was a fair one or not, at any rate the liiarawaii have to-day by far the best 
of the bargain. More enterprising and intelligent than their Southern neighbours 
—no doubt as being more m touch with the outer world—they have aueoeeded 
in appropriating large slices from the original reservations of the ruling family, 
and have also used their Jatt cultivators to good purpose in making the most of 
their land (§29)- At the present time they not only possess rich cultivable areas 
but also largo tracts of good pasture, and it takes a veiy bad year indeed to force 
them to migrate in any large numbers, 

62* It is far otherwise with the Jhalawan, Not only have they been jockeyed Tit Jbaisira* 

out of their original inheritance by i* 

the Sam wan but they have even 
allow'ed the lowly Jatt to deprive 
them of some of their rightful ' 
acreage. Their chiefs, it is true, 
own lands in the more fertile parts 
of the plains but the tribeameu 
themselves are for the most part confined to the bare Jhalawan hills, from which 
they are perforce compelled to seek Winter quarters in Sind, The figures in the 
margin show clearly the difference Ijetwecn the two great Brahui branchea—-i.c,, 
the excess of nomadism amongst the Jh ala wans. It is a difference brought about 
mainly by the factor already touched on, and is an interesting study in the effect 
of environment on racial characteristics. The figures also raaintein the main 
thesis of this chapter that nomadism on the decrease in Baluchistan. Whether 
these figures can be taken quite litemUy—in view of the many factors which may 
ij^uence them—is of courae questionable, but there seems little doubt that in the 
bulk they are conect. Both amongst the Saraw'an and Jhalawan—specially 
amongst the latter—the nomads have decreased. The Sarawan semi-nomad 
element also shows a decrease, but that of the Jhalawan has gone up—presumably 
gaining its recruits from the great nomad defection. Both sections show a con¬ 
siderable increase in the settled classes. 

03, On this subject Mr, Bray wrote

surely draining into Sind. Take drat and foremost the way that the numbeTs of the Br^huia 
in Sind have been going up by leaps and boimda iu the last 20 year^. To-day there ate 
more bhau twico as many as there were in ISUl, in the last 10 years alone tbev have 

increased by over 12,SX)D..... *..Take proportion, for instance. Among Sind 

Brubiiis as a body* there are 809 females to every 1,000 males. Divide them up 
aecording to birthplace, and tbc proportion among the Sind born jumps to 865 ; among 
those bom in Baluchistan it drops to 758* .Take language. For every 

Brahui in Sind who talks Sindhi there are roughly four who Hpesk BiuhuL Divide them np 
by birtbplace: for every Sind born Brahui who speaks tsindhi there are but two who speak 
lirahui, yet for every Baluchistan—bom Brahui who apeaks Bindhi. there are nine or ten w ho 
still speak their mother tonguo. Clearly no accident of birtbplacB cao cipiniu away discre¬ 
pancies such as these, or the similar dbscrepaacics that might be traced in other brantht* of 
the statiatJCJ. We are here face to face wdtii no mere seasonal migration, but with a juigrntion 
that in a large part has already developed into permanent settlemcntp.^,..,.Just look 
at this amazing paradox : in the last 20yeara (he Brshuis in Sind have more than doubled I heir 
nlimbers, yet the Brahui language has not even held its ground; in the last 10 3 earrslone the 
Brahuis have gone up by well over 2 G per cent, yet the Brahui language has gone down by 40. 

To me these figures came as n revelation.... Conscious though I was that Sind was 

Euring Brahuia away from their own country, 1 little thought that Jhabwan was veritably 
draining into Sind*”

further. The special information 
on which Mr. Bray based his 
remarks is not—unfortunately— 
available at this Census. When 
this information was applied for, 
the Bombay^ slips had already 
been deaorted from their caste 
bundles and the iletaits required could not be supplied. Sach figures 
as we have got show only that there is a considerable Brahui emigration 
to Bind; that this emigtation has fallen in numbers since 1911; and 
that the proportion of femiles is also less. The drop in numbers has probably 
been caused by the ravages of influenza (§401. The lesser proportion of females 
(70 per cent, to 81 per cent.} would not ■primd facie support Mr. Bray's theory of 
a permauent Jhalawan settlement in Sind, but where be had so much data, to go 
on and I have so little (and the female variation is in any case small) 1 do not 
adduce the drop as a serious argument against his proposition. Under the circum¬ 
stances I am afraid that the final solution of this interesting problem will have to

Bombay, it will 
be seen, takes by far the greater proportion of our emigrants, of whom Sind 
1 receives the lion's share—very few going further afield. Par behind Bombay 

P comes tho Punjab, while the other provinces between them make up the small 

' quota which remains. analysis of the Bombay emigration figures shows that 

about 11,000 of the total number of the emigrants came from kalat, some 4.300

, and more than 36,000 from “ Baluchistan unspecified." Quetta-Pishm, Bolan

I gcueral interest in the figures is the fact that the total number of the emigrants 
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has fsllcn considerahly—Bonihay, the chief emigration area, naturally shelving 
the largest decrease. There seems little douht that this decrease is due to 
Tnfluensa, Baluchistan as a whole lost over Q1,000 persons from this epidemic 
and Kalat and Las Bela some 31,000 between them (§ 40). It is obvious that an 
abnormal death rate such as this, occurring too in the very period when the 
Census was being taken, cannot fail to seriously lessen the emigration totals,

The proportion of 
females to 1,000 males in the indjgenQn.s popuJation at th^ Census was 824—a 
distinct decrease since 1611 (§82). Pairing oflf the females witli the males in this 
proportion w^e dispose of 26,575 males lea^^^g a surplus of 0,470 and showing thnt 
over 89 per cent, of the emigration to India is still of a family nature. The cmigm^ 
tioii in short though smaller in numbers would not seem to have altered its character 
in any way.

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66. The Baluchistan emigration out of India—except to Afgluuiistan and ®ii< of

nearly all absorbed in the army ; the Indians 
Bll most of the billets in the Local Administration as well as in the army and the 
police, besides monopolizing the bulk of the trade in the to^vns, and suppl 3 ’ing 
hands for the labour market. The Indian aliens come chiefly from the Punjab, 
the North-West Frontier Province, the United Provinces and Bombay. 'I'he first 
and second give BtiluchistAn its sepoys, police'men and clerks; the third its 
gardeners, washermen and domestic servants ; ami the fourth—from Sind—its 
traders. If ever the British Government left Baluchistan, the great mass of tbo 
immigrants would go with it, leaving only a few “ natural " immigmnts such as 
the Pawindahs. (§ 58).

68. It may be convenient to gnmmarke tbe main features of Balucliistan 
migration. First—^btrthjilace in the Province is no criterion of migration. Secon d 
—^among the indigenous population both as a wholcj and in every race, there won Id 
appear to be a ^tinct movement from pastoralism towards agriculture. Third 
^the most interesting feature in our emigration statistics is the Jhalawan emi^a- 
tion into Sind. There is a very great probabilify that this emigration is becommg, 
in some sort, a permanent settlement, but final proof for this must be deferred to 
the next Census.

The two moat imi>ortant — Sikhism and 
Christianity — api>ear to be more or less atationary.

TO. Though the iuiligenous fiopulation of Baluchbtan—with the uxeeption 

of the old Hindu families os 
well as a few 8ikha and Neo- 
Hindus—Is Musutmau to a man, 
it must not be thought that, the 
Islam of the l^rovincc is the 
ort hodox belief curreut in other 
parts of India. IiT’ 1011 Mr. 
limy wrote: — 

*' Out tJm liviug buhefa oE tlie 
trIbcaaLtin of Buiuchishm have Little 
to do with the roUgioiis whieh they 
profess, or tbe various sects under 
which they range thcuisdves, There 
is os umch difference between the 
Islam of tbe average tribesmou and 
tbc highly developed Islam of the 
ludiau MauLvi, us between the 
Hinduit-m of the domiciled Hindu 
families and the Hinduism of orthodox BrabnuiniMu. As regards ontwanl ohservancefl, the 
Patlian stands no doubt on a Fairly bigh level; lor iilJ his ignorance of the iiuituf meaning of 
his Faith fiud his weakness for ancestor woiuliip ho is usually as punctilious O'Vcr his prayers 
and his lasts (if not over the pilgrimage and uIiiik giving) us his more enlightened co-reli* 
gionists i what he lucks iu doctrine hu is ^uitc capable of making up iu fanatical soul. The 
Haluch kgs far behind. Though there arc sigtia nf a religious revival, ancient custom still 
holds sway in the vjtsi afTaira of his life ; to him religious precepts arc little more than 
counscla of perfection ; religious practices tittle more than the outward and awe inspiring 
marks of exceptional respectability. Among the Brahuk a tndy devout Musalnuui, learned in 
doctrine and strict in practice, is rarer still j with the vulgar muss Islunj is merely uriexteriiul 
badge that goes awkwardly with the quaint bundle of superp tit ions whicL have them in 
thraU.” 

Tbofo 1ms been a mild Islamic revival in the Provmco during tic decade, and 
the sUindard of orthodoxy has riaeo-es^cially among the leading uien. The 
duty of Arijj—for bstunce—b now bcgmnmg to be more getierully performed. The 
progress of Ishmi in Baluchbtaii b of course only part of tho wide-spread Moslem 
revival all over Asia uud one may look forward to a xotiatderable advimce b the 
w'orkmg religion of our indigenous population iu the next dcciwle. At pioseut, 
however, it b doubtful whether tho revival has permeated very deep below the 
surface. Under these circumstances one can hardly expect the average tribesman 
to have any very clear idea ns to what sect he belongs and the marginal figures are 
approximate oby though probably correct enough on the whole. While the nuinbcr 
of ihujiilmans m Haluchistnn has seriously decrcasod—as already noted—the [iro- 
poriioii tjf the various sects to each other is Ihe-siime ius !0 years ago. It wodd 
seem as if the general causes leudiiig to a decr&ise in the indigenous population— 
influeiixa famine and migration—had fuuctimicd in oquid degrees amongst the 
various sects. The Suimb are m a huge majority followed by the curioufl Zikri 
persuasion, and then comes the Sliiab. At the last Census, certain sects of the 
Dombhi Huloch were returned as l^hiahs—under the lieading of Jafarb, At thb 
Census these sections liuve been returned os Sumii, Possibly they have returned 
themselves as such to jilacate'the Sunni majority amongtft \Yhom they live, lliev 
might best he deBoiilxd perhajis as Shiahs ' in Sunni garb. Other JJaloch 
tribes abo, such as certain of the Kind, Mugasi and Lartliari, apjiear to have some 
Shiah SYTiipathies. Most of the reiiitiinitig Shiahs are Ibij'iirns ftom uoross the 
Kiontier, while a few lihojus are chiefly found in t he sea-ports of Kulut and Las 
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Bclrt States, Tlic Cliuhras uiulcr mstrucliuus troci lliu Ceridus Comtiiisaioiier 
have beoD aljaorbed into Uieii coiuijoiient religions—Islam or Eiiidulsiu iis the case

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7L The head’quarters o! the Zikri sect arc in MakraUj but the sect bus also 
iulhc rents in J hula wan and Las iJela. The movement was apparently originally 
started in India towards the end of the lath oentury by one Sayyid Muhammad 
Jaunpiiri. The beliefs and practices oE the sect are obscure and vague. As 
the trilx^smon has but u Inisy Imuw ledge of Islam—‘his regular and orbhmlox 
belief—it is laitdly to be expected tliat he would Ijc abb to probe very deeply the 

Uikriism. The cliief tenet of the sect is the 
substitute of a Muhdi for ^luhammad ns 
the last Prophet seat from Gotl, their 
fcathiia being there is no God but God, 
and the Malidi is his Prophet,*’ This is- 
of com'se the very negation of Muhamma* 
danism, and it is not strange that the sect 
should in the past have been subject to 
some persecution, the muiu result of whicli 
—as generally with i>erBetaition—was to 
strengthen rather thmi to extciiinnato it. The sect take their name from the 
word zikr, or mention of Goil, bolding that the ago of likr has taken the place of 
the ago of numaz, i,e., prayer. Their serA'kes thus consist of the reiiotition of the 
name‘of God and some other phrases, until the w'hole congregation work them¬ 
selves up iiito a state of ecstasy much like the performances of certain sects of 
Durvishes, Ton ycoia ago' Mr, Bray remarked that there seemed no real signs of 
the decay of Zikrjism, and from the’marginal figures it would appear to Ixs holding 
its own. The decrease of 4,{XKJ or so in its number can be attributed to the genera! 
decrease in the haligenous population and not bi any falling away of its adherents 
into the regular Moslem fold. Now and then indeed a Zikri wishing to marry a 
Sunni woman has changed hi.s beliefs accordingly. One case is on record where a 
Zikri twice—for this reason—betame a temjxjrary Sunni only on each occasitju to 
revort to his old persuasion on the death of his wife. When my informant last 
saw him, there was some talk of a third mairiage and a tliird conversion, Tliough 
novv-a-days there is of course no actual pei'secutiou, the Zikrr minority are by no 
means popular with the Sunni majority w'ho profess to despise them and endeavour 
to bring pressure on them in various ways to recatit. So far the Zikris have stood 
firm dnedy—it is said—cavijig to influence of their women folk. 

73. Like Islam the Hiii:duism of BaluclJstaii is fat from orthodox. Mr, Bray 
wrote:— 


"Proverbially dostjc though the tcrui is. lliuduiBia is etrgtchud alnxost to breaking point 
in Balucbiiitaa. It U not morely that the lUudui^in ol tho domiciled Hiadu fanulioe 
(I 2S7 s&j.) is widely diUcreut from tho Hinduiiiiu tliuy boo practiised among tho alien 
iuuaigruuts; there is procioue little in tbcii religion thui would pass for iJindu)BXu 
iu mure cuhghtenod parts of India. It uluiost looks os if tho smgiiJar freodom from 
portieoution which the old Hindu fatniJie.^ have obvayu enjoyed at tlie tainlfi uf their 
^tusiiloian ovci-lords liixl given Itilani greater scope to impart its subtle Lnflaenco to 
their inward bgliefe and outward prnuticos. Knowing no siiwted books hut the Sikh 
soriptutuB, and with priests (BraJiiiiJiiiH though they may tic) (is iterant of the Bhuttrav 
OB thojusclvcs, thotie bonightod Hindus havo allowed iioarly all their riteu and core- 
monies to becoiao coloured with an Islamio tinge. They roverently teBort to Muham¬ 
madan shrines; they invoke Mulnuumadau saints; in tiojos ol tionble they arc 
glad ol the help oE cliarm-uiongeriiig mulJas. It is not uncommon to lind Gicin observ¬ 
ing Mithiunmadau fasts, or participating in the hLuharaiu and other Muhiiimmadaii leBtivals. 
They have little scruple in performing the investiture with the aaored thread at Uidiumiqadan 
places of sanctity. Still lens Bcruplo have tjiey in keeping Muhammiidun tueu-setvants and 
maid-serv'ants to sweep their dining fioor, to fetch their water, to cleanse their eating vesfioh 
and their cooking pots. Not only they themselves hut their Sureut Brahmans drink freely 
from water skins; (hey uven use these watcru of ilehleiuent— koTff^a fc/crcftt —in their 

oUcringB tu tho family ddty , . . . ..As lot si^st, 

the old Hindu lamilies cuoleiiB thou aothing. At a pinch they may be able to lemembcr that 
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they are supposed to bdon;; to the orthodox Samiaa-diitarmt J but this shred of knorvledgfl 
is heyoad the reach of most of them. There h nceordiugly little of interest in the ateliatics 
of Hindu sects that we collected.” 

These remarks on the unorthodosy of 
3 i.si< the indigenouB Hindus still hold good for 
17.470 those living in the Districts land Statee. 
a3.S£«i however, by rcaaon of 

contiinuetl association with their more 
orthodox co-religionifits, have become more 
orthotlox theinselvos. There oie signs that 
an advance in local ilindu orthodoxy all . 
round may lie oxjwoted hi the next decade. 

Unlike Islam, Hinduism shows an increase instead of a tlDcreasc in the decade, 
}\x\d i\ very rc8!)©ct'<ible mereaae at that. This iiicreast;, hoi\ cverj is l 
the alien elements which supply over 11,000 out of the variation of 14,000 wid. 
Tlic alien Hindus have just as artificial a foothold in the Province as any other 
foreiuDcrs and arc found chiefly in Quetta and other garrison towns, either as 
membcis of the garrison or of the local trading conimmuty. The mdigcnona 
Hindus show a somewhat surprising increase of about 3,u00. In this ^n^ction 
it is worthy of note that the tjahjdhari Siklis show a decrease of some 3,fj00, and 
itis possible tliat at this Census these returned themselves as Hindus. Mi^mtion 
which has such an effect on the indigenous Muhitnimadan populAtiou—si^ially m 
times of famhie^leavcs the Hindu, whether alien or indigenous, untouched. Good 
years or bad he stays where he is. Death rate from Influenza too was less amount 
the Hindus than amongst the Mo.slenis.

75. Tjible VH, part A, gives tho age statistics as takeu qn the feeular 
Kchedulo m Municipalit ies, military statioiu. railways, etc. The peculiar character 
of the population bo euumuinted has ulreatly been emphasised in the foreaoiiixi 
clmptor. It IS chiefly made up of alieiis-bcUidtng the local garrison—who tem^ 
poranly ^jouiii m Baluchistan under entirely artificial conditions, The tniiigeiious 
element included m the regular Census U—for the most iiart—also Hvine untler 
uniiatural conditions having migrated to the Ilcgular Areas, generally without 
their lannlies (§ 95), in search of casual labour. Both classes consist mainly of

7j3. Unfortunately the peculiar conditions of Baluchistan malm any attempt 
at a deteiied ^nsideration of Age impossible even with regard to tlio indigenous 
population, w here we have the requisite figures — as in tlie Regular Areas — condi’' 
tions arc abnornial, and where conditions are normal—as in the Tribal ^Vreas— 
figures ate wanting, With regard to the latter, for one thing the tribesman has little 
Idea as to his age, A young man will say he is 12 years dd, and a man of 30 will 
confess to an>diiing up to SO or more. This is a difficulty met with in Census work- 
^ over India though not, 1 think, to the same degree — and mi<*ht have been 
circtmivented somehow or other. Another and much more serious difficulty lay 
m the Mnsitivcness of the tribesman with regard to his female folk. As Mr Brav 
wrote m 1911 ^

1o have bade our enumerators go forth and record the women of gqoh tribes individual 
by individual oa^ the inquisitive lines of the ordinary Census, would have been like askine 
tiicm to tak« lighted torches into cdlnrs full of gun-powder.** * * * * * 


moreover catching, m Bray quotes tho amusing case of tho 
^ ® who (or wete ut that linio) nioro renowu^d for thoir hospitality 
an eir moralsj ^ that th&y consid^r^jd th& provision of a maiden for tho 
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night Asoneofth^ir obligations towards their guest, but who nevortlielcss stoutly 
telused to submit to a catechism about their women wliicli was held to be too 
searching for their neighbours. Not lias the passing of a decade materially changed 
tribal prejudices and susceptibilities on this subject, and the same litnitations as to 
Age had to be obscr\'ed in our Tribal Census, the only division made in either seit 
being between adults and uon-adulta. 

77. But if wc necessarily lost much interesting details by this rough and 
ready division, we more than gained in other ways. First“wc avoided stirring 
up feelings amongst the tribesmen, and political eunsiderntiuns such as these must 
or course outweigh any claims based on the requirements of a Census. Second— 
hy humouring the feelings of the indigenous population, we won them over to 
our side, and denied them any excuse for coueoaiinent of their women or the wil- 
ful fabrication of false answers. Even supposing that a Census carried out on 
the orflinary searching lines had not Iccl to actmil trouble—a very large supposi¬ 
tion indeed—infomiation so acquired liowcver full and spacious it might have 
appeared on the surface, would certainly have beeu full of errors from top to 
bottom. Now the information we acquired, 'while doubtless very scanty as com¬ 
pared with Indian standards, is nevertheless accurate us fur us it goes—which 
after all is the basic desideratum of all Census work. It is far more important, 
for instance, to have the actual number of females as they really are than to have 
a mass of figures alleging fanciful ages and equally fanciful marriage particulars. 

78. It thro'ws some light on tribal supcr-scnsitivencss tliat as in tbit even 
our innocuous classification into two main divisions met with some difficulty, 
The idea of puberty—especially in relation to their female relations—disturbed the 
propriety of the more modest of the tribesmen. Cirenmlocutions, however, were 
cmployi^ which overcame the bashfulneas of the various races concerned. Thus 
with regard to his women the Pathaii could bo asked ‘'Has site begun to say 
her prayers yet,” the Pathan girl not commencing her devotions—sucli os th^ 
are—untii after her first period of menstruation. The Baloch who blushed at 
any mention of puberty, could be asked “Is she above or below such and sucli 
age ? ” while to the fastidious Brahui, who shied at even the mention of age, was 
put the harmless query “ Is she big or small i”

70. At what age arc we to put puberty ? Even in a single province like 
Baluchistan this varies 'tvith race, sox, environment and climate. Probably the 
most potent factor in uceelerating puberty is climate, and as compared with teni- 
^—..... —.. porate Western countries, the age of pub¬ 

erty comes sooner in the East. Probably 
also—1 speak under correction—females 
all over the world are more precocious in 
this respect than males. This Is certainly 
the case in Baliiuhistan as the marginal 
figures show. Taking the indigenous 
figures in hulk there Is u consisteut 
surplus of non-adult males both in 1011 
aud now. In 1011 there was a surplus 
, , , , , emigration of 6.074 full grown males. 

WheD lh6» »ad.a to tLo numW 
vkofttT. of indigenous males, the excess of hoys 

over girls dropped from 25 to 18. In IU21 we have similar surplus of 6,470 
1§| 06 and 86), and a similar calculation gives us e.xactlythe same result—the male 
excess dropping to 18, But even this does not represent the real state of affairs 
since—notwithstanding that it fiiea in the face of all European exiierience—the 
proposition laid down at the last Census tliat infant mortality in Baluchistan is 
higher among females than males, has Ireen confirmed Ijy the present one. 
(142 and Subsidiary Table X.) When, however, wo come to compare the 
details of racial figures, many and largo variations stare us in the face. The 
Sayyids as before head the list. This lead is probably accounte<I for by their 
matrimonial customs. Sayyids marry women of other classes, but do not 
give their girls in marriage outside their own circle, llany a Sayyid women 
therefore was not a Sayyid at birth, and these—together with the Sayyid— 
born 'Women—give a large proportion of adult females nominally Sayyids, and 
of course a oorreaponding small proportion of non-adult Sayyid girls. Duiing 
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the decade the proportion of non^adult Sayyid malea—for some reason or 
other—haa gone np. What this reason ia, 1 suppose, I ought to he able to 
say, hut T must confess frankly that I cannot. It may be that the Sayyids 
are inter-marrying still more ejrt*nsively nrith^ women of otlier classes. It is 
true that the proportion of mdigcnous females in Baluchistan has fallen in this 
decade, but unless this proportion contains an increased percentage of non¬ 
adults or adults, our present figures are not affected, and the fact that the 
excess of adult males W remained the same would seem to show that no such 
increased percentage has occunod. As for the other figures, they ore still 
more contradictory. Mr. Bray’s oonclusionG on the figures of 1911 are as 
follows ;— 

“Only among the erratic Hindus do the girls appear to have any dUTiculty in outatrSp- 
ping the boy a In the moe towurdB maturity. In the beats run off amoog the Bralmis and 
the Baloch and the Pnthans the girls make good their lead with eurlous regubrity. 
Among the .Tatt, and still mare among the Lasi, it looks as if the girls were beginning to 
(Jag ; but this is probably an optical illuMion, tho truth being that Jotls and Loasi girls have 
little time to mcrea'W thoir lead in the warmth of the plains, where tho first lap in tha race 
ol life is fhortoned by the early arrival of pahorty.’'

AV^iat conclusions we should draw in 1921, it is difficult to say, Baloch 
female precocity has gone down, while that of the Pathan and Brahui has increased. 

Amongst the ‘Jatt there has been practically no change. The Last show a 
large increase of non-adult males. The Hindus are mote erratic than ever. Under 
the circumstances mentioned in paragraph 72 they might he lumped with the 
Sikhs, when the combined figures give ua+l® 1911, and — 2 lor 1921, but I 
do not know that this throws any further light on the matter. 

SO. The marginal figures which aim at comparing the proportion of chil' mporthw ai 

dren to adults with the survivals 
per father are of interest even if 
the conclusions they lead to are 
not very definite. The figures of 
1021 confirm generally — in so far 
as survivals ate concerned—those 
of 1911, both for the indigenous 
populatbn as a whole and—-utUike 
tliosc of the previous paragraph 
— for tho racial details also, lu 
this direction there has been little 
variation in the decade (§ 42). 

With rogartl to the proportion of 
non-adults, the greater proportion of children in a race, the better of coiu^ the 
prospect for its future development, fn this respect our races—with tho excep¬ 
tion of the “Iinas—keep their respective places, though—as will be seen—there 
have been variations during tho decade. Pnthau prospects seem distinctly good, 

Baloch fair, Brahui medium. Many anomalies, however, present themselves. 

The iiuml>er of liiilocli non-adulls has increased, but survivals has fallen. With 
regard to the Jatt and the Lasi it was remarked in the 1911 Report ^ 
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“ Thus, if birth or rather Rurviviil firatintios nm any criterion at all, tho Lasi and the 
Jatt should bo at the top of tho Uat or near it, instead of linking as thuy do, towarda the 
bottom, Tho obvious iwiplaiialion for thoir humble position on tho list is not that they 
breed little or fear fow, but that their childron ripen early niatiirity in the warmth of 
the plains they itdiabit.*’ 


But now the Lasi show an ineijease largo in the case of non-adults, and small 
with regaril to the sijrvivala, while the Jatt show a decrease in both — 'Smoll in the 
former but distinct in the latter. I feel at the end of this Chapter as Mr. Bray 
did in sirniiar circumstances, and am also ^‘far from sirtisfied with the lame and 
impotent conclusions 1 have been able to draw from the puberal division of the 
Baluchistan people”. However, the figures arc there and iloubtless may convey 
to the learned statistician a goixl deal more than thej' have to me.

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81. Ihc sex proportion of the populutioti of ti coviot'iry is noti of course the sex 

proportion of the population 
bom in it. Emigration and im¬ 
migration affect tho proportions 
to a very laig:e degree. Aa has 
been seen, the {mpuJation of 
Baluchistan presents cjeriain 

r nliar features which matenal- 
^ affect the consideration of 
Census problems, and the sub¬ 
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ject of this chapter—Sex—is no exception. Take for instance the alien population 
which makes up almut one-tenth of the whole. Its purely artiTieial character has 
already been emphasised (g 53) and need not l>e detailed again. Normally speak¬ 
ing, emigration takes more males along with it than females, and tlius we should 
expect the proportion of females to lie snnaller amongst the actual than amongst 
the natural population, which is just what the marginal figures show. The so 
called ' natural ’ population, however, is evolved on the same lines as employed 
for migration (§ 54), and Inhours under the same unreality, tinder tlicsc 
circumstances our l)est course is to follow the procedure of the 1011 Report, and 
ileal only with the indi^nous population which we have little difficulty in dis- 
criminaimg. In the quick-sands of Baluchistan statistics it is something to feel 
under our feet the firm rock of the indigimons elements, 

82. Even limiting ourselves to the mdigenmu} population, wo have to eon tend 

with some difficulties: as for instance nomadism 
and migration. Of the two, it is the latter which 
aff^ts ^x proportion the moat. Tho large nomadic 
emigration from Baluchistan into Sind, for example, 
in so much as it consists of whole families obviously 
does not affect tho sex proportion of those left be¬ 
hind. But where emigration proper occurs, which 
takes the males and leaves the females, tlie normal 
proportion may be considerably upset. Thus the 
total indigenous male emigrants in excess of female 
appear to be some 11,875 (| 65). But loading 
these emigrants out of our calculations, for a moment, 
i.e., deliberately reducing the nuinl>er of males, the 
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paucity of femnics as revealed .by the marginal figure.? is remarkable enough, whe¬ 
ther comparecl with European figures or with those of other Indian provinces, 
even though the excess of males over females in India generally, as compared with 
the reverse state of affairs in Europe, is a well known phenomenon. If we aild 
in the 11,675 males mentioned above, the female paucity is still further accen¬ 
tuated and drops to 800 for 1,000 males (§ 65).

83- What are the causes for this phenomenal female paucity ? The normal 
causes u.?uaUy adduced to account for the low pr«pnrtion of females to males in 
the populutioa of India are:—(1) Infanticide, {2} neglect of female children, 
(3) c\'il effects of early marriage and premature child 1>earing, (4) high birth rate 
and primitive methods of midwifery, fo) hard treatment accorded to women, 
specially widows, and (6) hard work done by women. 

I think one may safely say that the first named of these causes os a general 
practice is alisolutcly non-existent in Baluchistan.* -Mr. Bray was unable to fmil 
any trace of it in ibll. Tlie only quarters where such a custom h.ad existed in 
the past—but rvas even then acknowledged to be dead—^was amongst the families 
of the Mari and Bugti Baloch clriefs, where it owed its existence to strict endo¬ 
gamy rvithin such families. (§ 101.) No traces of these practic’es have come 
to light in the decade. The practice of female infanticide is of course against tlie 
teachings of the Koran and was indeed one of the refoims which the Prophet 
brought about in Arabia, whore—before his mission—it w'us fairly common. To 
put it on lower grounds, a female of marriageable age is a source of wealth to her 
family, more e.?pet;iany in these days of high bride-price (§ 98), and whj* should 
a tribesman delfijcrately deprive himself of this w’indfnin 1 also doubt very 
much whetlier tlie second cause mentioned above has any practical effect on onr 
female Wtal statistics, Boy babies arc more w'cleome than girls, but once born 
the two sc-ves would appear to receive the same care. Causes (.<J) and (4) are cer- 
taiidy operative in Baluchistan, thoingh to what actual extent it is difficult to say. 
The indigenous birth rate doe.? not appear to be particularly high, as birth rates 
go in the East, but the condition.? of tribal life certainly l«*ar extremely hardly 
on expectant mothers, and the mitlwifciy'"|'—conductixl by some okl women of the 
trilie—is of the crudest description. f>n the other hand, by one of Nature's com- 
pen.?ntions, with the primitiv^e tribal woman parturition is a distinctly easier 
procesL? than with her civilised European sister. Slorcover the tribe.?men often 
allow considerable kindness and con.?iderntion towards the. future mother, relieving 
her for instance, a.? far as their circumstances pennit, of the heavy drudgery which 
usually falls to her lot. With regard to the fifth and sixth causes, women in 
Biiluehistan do not come In for any special hard t reatment, and a wklow, like a 
maiden, in certain Cfises is a possible source of W’ealih to her family (1(99). 
TliP w'omen of a tribe certainly have to work hard, but this fatitor is bound up 
with that of nomadism wiiich will lie ilisru.sHixl later.

81. By far the most outstanding cause for our female paucity is the sex pro¬ 
portion nt iiirt]), I'liG niarguial ligurcs show thi.? 
clearly enough. Baluchistan figures—as in the pre¬ 
vious pamgraph—whether compared with European 
or other Indian Statistics arc easily nt the Ixittom 
of tlie list. A Province with such a disproportion of 
females at birth can only expect a Inter disproportion 
of females at all age.?. This is self-evident enough, 
and the pdint needs no laluiuring. But vrhat is much 
le.?3 clear is the rea.?on of this natal sex proportion. 
In fact in our present state of knowledge this ques¬ 
tion is unanswerable. Not only in Baluchistan, but all over the world, sex-deter¬ 
mination still remain.? a mystery to the best brains that have devoted themselves 
to sexual problems. There are theories innumerable but so far they remain only 
theories. It may be that the heart-felt ivish for male issue amongst the races sn 
Baluchistan plays its part. Even in this faministic age Western women prefer 
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to bear eons to daiightets ami a son and heir is l]ie natural desire of most Westemf 
husbands. But tliis is merely a mild piefcreiiee corn]>are<l to the similar feeling 
in Baluchistan, As Mr. Bmy says:— 

To leave a son behind is the lifelong ^tuyer of ovety hum in the countty. To have no 
children at all ia of uU calamitiE.ij the moat caluiuitoua. But hardly Icsn pitiable is the plight 
of the man who has nothing but ilaughteni; for a daughter fas the shrewd proverb putu it) 
ia little better tbau a gilt to your neighbour after all. I eaaaoL but feel that the intunKity 
of the desire for male tosue and the universality of the belief in the inherent inferiority of the 
female BO^ate factors not to be ovcrloakod in anyjdiscua.'iion of sc.v proportion in Baluchistan. 

To anyone inclined to reject this theory ns fur fcivlied 1 would utiiiuiieiid a 
coiisiclerution of the following. For u considerublu i>crioil tlierc bus ijccn uuotber 
theory—held popularly—that when, after war or famine, men arc wan led to lit I 
up the gap, the male birth proportion goes up. This theory' hiis now been generally 
accepted by the learned as correct—though the connecting link between supply 
ai\d demand still remains obscure. Of the tw'o aliove theories I lind the latter 
more wonderful and—if there had not been conusiderable eWdence in its favour— 
the less cre<lible. 1 am afraid I have no theory of my own to olfer on the subject 
but one of Mr, Bray’s is worth quoting. Briefly it is as follows ;—Taking the birth 
statistics of Western Buro^je as a whole wiiile more mules arc borji than females, 
the pjtqwrtion of still birtlis among the latter is considerably lower than ihat 
amongst the former, the explanation* lying in the larger body or rather heiui of 
the male which makes its birth more dilUcult, Hence Gallon’s snj'ing that tlic 
physical proportions of a race are lar^gely dependent on the siae of the female 
pelvis. Now w'hcther the female pelvis in Baluchistan is unusually large or the 
mfant's head unusually small we do not know', but we do know that here indi¬ 
genous parturition is distinctly easier and loss dangerous than in Europe. There¬ 
fore still births should lie rarer, and therefore the birth jjroportion of males to 
females should go up, Mr. Bray sums up the argument us follows :—That the se,\ 
projxjttion of a race is largely dcijeiidcnt on the case of liiirturitloiv. This theory 
pritud facie is convincing, but i must leave to olliers—better equipjxjd for dealing 
with such matters than myself—the task of passing final judgment upon it. 

So, Mr. Bray was of opinion that one of the causes of paucity of females nsect «i hmios* 
rmiisn iHii i,tf» luini. hi the Province was l*®- 

the numadkm which 
plays BO large a part 
m the lives of the 
indigenous popula¬ 
tion ) that nonu^ism 
in fact on the whole 
bom harder on the 
females than on the 

males. Certainly the tigores for tbll support this view very strongly, as on the 
w'hole do those of 1U2L. Amongst our three indigenous races the regular rise of 
the female proportion through nomadism and semi-nomadism to settled is indeed 
remarkable, as a glance at the marginal statement will ahow. The drop in the 
female proportion m each race iu lti-21 as coiupated with iOll (the only excep¬ 
tion being the Brahui nomad) has of course been causeti by the total decrease of 
feniales throughout the Province (§ 82). 

80. The birth proportion of females is, os W'e have seen, Tb3 per 1,000 males, iiflcctoi mignthm, 
but the total female proportion among indigenous ix>pulatio!i is 824. How has 
this come about I It is of course a well known fact that w'hile all the world over 
more males are born than feiualea, high infant mortality soon equalises the pro¬ 
portion of the two sexes. If we take the \V''eatem European figures in 1011, for 
instance, wo find that a female proportion of 1)48 at birth becomes 1,038 in the 
living population. On the same btisls our 7fl5 would become 870. Disregarding, 

Iiowever, this easy solution of the difficulty, we find a more local one in emigration. 

Nomadism—taking whole families with it—may have an effect on eex proportion, 
but at any rate this effect is of indirect nature, Emigration, on the other hand, 
has naturally a very direct and appreciable eScct on sex proportion as it removes 
a greater proportion of males, and this is exactly what emigration does do in

CHAPTER VI.—SEX. 


Baluclibitaii. Tiic surplus male emiffruuts are roughly 6,470 (§ 65), If 
are added to the total jxipulation, the female proportion drops to 810, agi 
similar calculation in iUll of 8112, 
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87. Not only is there a paucity of females in Bulucliiatan but this paucity 

has increased in the last decade as the 
margmuS figures show, there being a 
drop of no less than 31 per 1,000. It 
is diffieult to assign any sp^ific cause for 
this. One of the chief causes for female 
paucity in general, as we Imve seen, 

was the sex proportion at birth, but 
when it comes to variation, this only provides 4 out of the decrease of 21 {vide next 
para,). No proportional figures arc avaOable for deaths due to itiflucnaa amongst 
males and females, but it is generally conceded that such epidemics select adversely 
against the latter. We can only supjiose also that the other causes already men¬ 
tioned liave been functioning with increased vigour. That there was iiothhig 
inherently improbable in such a decreiisc is indicated by the fact that such a move¬ 
ment is not confined to Baluchistan alone, The Indian Census of 1811 for in¬ 
stance revealed the fact tliat—takmg India as a whole—since 1601 there had been 
a decrease in the proportion of females, and possibly this general decrease has 
tontiaued ui the present decade. With regard to the curious variation between 
Districts and Slates it will be noticed that a variation of similar character existed 
in 1911 when tlie Slates—as now—held a larger proportion of females. This is 
doubtless due to the presence of the alien ]Kjpuiation m the Districts, "who have u 
small proportion of females amongst them, .^Vlicu males, for instance, m the 
Province number 63,180 and their females only 13,827. 

88. The sex proportion at birth has gone down slightly during the decade J 

the decrease is uot large but at auy rate 
goes bo confirm the female paucity at 
itiat Census, The relative positions of 
the various races are confirmed by the 
1931 figures, though there has been a 
large vaiiatiou during the decade—too 
large perhaps altogether to Inspire con- 
fitlencc, pTiim facie we seem to bo 

driven to the conclusion that locality 
(Sub.iidiaty Table X) has more effect on sex proportion than race, which conclusion 
is logical enougli considering the very mixed nature of our races. There is for 
instance a wide difference between the Westeni and Eastern Baloch, In the two 
Pa than districts of iihob and Loraliu in 1911 the latter’s proportion exceeded that 
of the former by almost a hundred. 

89. With regard to the 1611 figures .Mr, Bray remarks that it was almost 

imp^ible to come to any definite con¬ 
clusion, their order defyi^ any attempt 
at concrete generalisations, A glance 
at the top of the marginal statement 
would seem to indicate that the more 
backward and arid an area, the higher 
proportion of females, while an inspec¬ 
tion of the bottom indicates the exact 
opposite. The Kachlii is probably the 
least characteristic of all Baluchistan 
areas, but its female proportion is near¬ 
est the average. It is again a low lying 
plain yet its sex proportion is nearly 

similar to that of the mountainous ill vision of (iJiietta-Pishin, and stands some¬ 
where between the difference of the highland and adjacent districts of JJhob and 
Loralai. Zhob and Loralai, Kharan and Chagai, are—each to each—fairly similar 
in physical feat urea and climate, yet present great difference in sex proportion 
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And so on. Tliti only mforencc tlmt could bo druwn, wa.% thnt for some Riysterioua 
reason, conditions were genprally more favotirable to female birth or life—or 
both—in the North-East than in the South-West. Nor do our pre-sent tigurea 
adTance the discussion much further. Speaking generally, with one or two excep¬ 
tions such as Jlialawati atid Chagni, the localities pmseirc their respective posi¬ 
tions and to this extent confirm the above inference. Tlie variations are, however, 
nnmerons and have thia in common, that except for Las Bela, they all show a 
natural deerefise: natural since the female proportion of the whole Province has 
decline<l ($ 82). 

!>0. Here again we have somewhat bewildering variations though the various 

races maintain their relative places, 
The Bajyids as in 1911 are first, but 
tlien their female proportion ia artifi¬ 
cially raised by their matiimouia! cus¬ 
toms (§ 79). The position occupied by 
the Miscellaneous is due to the presence 
amongst them of the tribal followers 
who make iiji about one-fourth of that 
number, and whose female proportion is 
large. The La.**! stand high on the list 
a figure approximating roughly to that of their country—Las Bela. 
The Patlian and Baloch occupy the same relative position to each other as 10 
years ago—the former confirming the average locality figure for Zhob and 
Loralai combinwl, the two Patlian districts /wr e^vetieme. Similarly the Baloch 
sex-proportion is the samethat for the average of the typically Baloch areas 
of Sibi, Mari-Biigti country, tliR Kacliht and Makran. We do not get a similar 
confirmation from the .latt--taking as his habitat Sibi, the Kachhi and Dombki- 
Kaheri country, the sex jiroportion of these localities ivorIcing tint at 812; but 
the Jatt areas c^tinckle so largely with those of other races that conformity was 
hardly to he expected. The same remark nppliea to the Bmliui, even limiting his 
natural home to Sara wan and .Thai a wan which givc.s us 897, Talcing them as a 
whole, however, the racial sex proportions confirm in a general way those of loco* 
lity. The constant minus variation between 1911 and 1921 is due of course to 
the general drop in the femhle proportion (§ 82)—^the Lsksi alone showing 
ail increase. 

91. Births and deaths are not recorded in any port of the Province except in 

the Quetta town, the population of which 
—wholly consisting of aliens—is conse¬ 
quently of a variable nature, and the 
statistics of which therefore cannot safely 
be applied to the indigenous tribesmen. 
During the year 1918 w'hen Influenza 
in nn epidemic form was prevalent all 
over the Province, .statistics of deaths 
were coilccte<l in the various districts, 
and during the Census operations (1920-21) the Geusiis rugcncy obtained informa¬ 
tion on the number of births and deaths in certain selected families diumg the 
twelve months preceding the enumeration. These figures, rough as they are, go 
to show that among many of the indigenous tribes the birth rate of females is 
comparatively small and their death rete comparatively high, Thia i^unts 
for the large decrease in the proportion of females bi males amoiigst the Sara wan 
Brahuis. Giving to the prevalence of famine some of the Brahiii tribes who lire 
held to bo of somewhat inferior social status disposed of their marriageable girls 
to outsiders at a nominal bride-price which reduced the proiHiTtion of females to 
males still further, while the higher classes were not so serioudy affected. There 
is also a large .T^lawan migmtion to Smd, During the period covered by this 
Census the .Jhalawans to a considerable extent left their families behind ^em 
owing to want of transport caused liy drought. This therefore is an additional 
cause for the female rise amongst the Nucleus in general—^largely com¬ 
posed of Jlialawan elemeul.'i—ami for the rise amongst the Jluikwaa themselves. 

The decrease in proportion of Baloch fenialea to male.s is chiefly <liie to high 
rate of death among the females (hiring tlio prevalence of lufluenzu and to some

other minor causes. The principal tribes includefl iu tie Eastern Baloch are:— 
Bugti, Dombki, Khetran, ilagaai, hlari and Rind, among whom the death rote per 

thousand o£ mates was 2&4 while among 
the females it was 330. ^Yestern Baloch 
comprise among others Dashti, Gichhi, 
Kaudai, Rais^ Rakhshani, Rind, Sangur, 
and Sanjrani. Here again the deaths of 
males per thousand were 343 agamst 
463 amongst the females. 
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Amongst the Pathans also the deficit in the proportion of the females Is 

accounted for 
by the higher 
death rate of 
the latter. 
The clans for 
which the in¬ 
formation was 
collected for 
the Kakars 
were; — IJu- 
deaths among 
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mar, Sanzar-Khel, Sargaro, Rnatia and Targhara, which gave 423 
males and S07 amongst the females per thousand. • 


Tlie principal Tarin tribes included in the estimate areAchakzai, Spin 
Taritt and Tor Tarin. Here the deaths among LdOChmales are 400 against 5.37 
amongst the females. Among other and uumeric'ally speaking, less iiuportant tribes 
are Koai, Luni, and Shirani. their death Tides being males 404, feinales 525. The 
principal Pani tribes ate JIain branch (Silu Pani), Isot, Jlando Klie!, Musa 
Khol and Zarbun, among whom the proportion of births of females was 722 wliilc 
the proportion of death of females was 873 per thousand moles. This accounts 
for the decrease amongst females.

92. One of the outstanding facts of European vital statistics is the superior - 

tenacity of the woman on 
life, 1 >oth at its liegiuniug and 
at its close. This of course is 
not the only factor which 
brings almiit the superfluity 
of ^ females — the extra 

dangers vrhich the more 
adventurous life of the male 
exposes him to is auotlier, 
and so forth. But this 
great tenacity is undoubt¬ 
edly a mc®t important 
factor. Wlien, however, we 
turn to Baluchistan, tlie 
result is an exact reversal of European experience. Far from the female showing 
a greater tenacity of life she would appear to show less. Such waa the tonclu- 
sion come to in Tflll, nnd our preaent figures cocfimi this conclusion. Both in 
the Province as a w hole and in every iudividual rucenot only is the proportion 
of females amongst survivals less than that at birth but—^vith the exception of 
Brahuis — this pro] 3 ortion is ie.ssthanit W’as 103 'enrs ago. Tlie female of Baluchia- 
tan is not increasing her tenacity on life but to all appearance losing it. The 
average JCutopean atatistioian would be mdiiied to attribute this anomaly to some 
artificial interference with tlie ways of Nature, sucli as female infanticide or deli¬ 
berate neglect of female children. 

But neither of tliese causes are really operative in Baluchistan (§83). 
Tlie only apparently assignable cause is nomadism which — from the above figures 
—would appear to liear niorc hardly on woiiicn than on men. When we t ome to 
consider non-adult and advdt female proportion, we find tliat once more our figitres

In every case tiie proportion of females amonpt adults as 

compared with non-adults 
ha« gone up. This indicates 
that after puberty fcumto 
proportion rises. Two facts 
liave to be considered, how¬ 
ever, first that the dividing 
lice of puberty is uncertain 
and that girls cross it sooner 
than boys (§ 79), and second 
that it is amon^ the adult 
males that emigration has 
most effect (g fio). If wc 
add in the surplus male emigrants to the number of 0,170 the fpuiale pro¬ 
portion b Baluchistan wouhl run from 705 at birth and 787 amonpt non-adults 
to 3-13 amongst adults. 
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93. Owing to the peculiar nature of local conditions our analysis of sex sta¬ 
tistics has to be confined to the indigenous population. The most remarkable 
feature revealed by this analysis is the paucity of f^ales in the Provmce, the chief 
cause for this paucity bebg the extraordinarily low female proportion at birth. 
The reason for this low female birth rate is obscure, but a possible explanation 
is Mr. Bray’s theory:—That the sex proportion of a race depends on the ease of 
parturition. A secondaiy cause for our female paucity is the effect of nomadism 
which—on the wholp—would seem to l>ear harder on women than men, Emigm- 
tion, which removes a greater proportba of males, naturally has a great effect on 
sex proportion, and reduces the balance somewhat in favour of the females. But 
to get the real eex proportion of the Provbce we must retrieve these emigrants 
and add their numbers to the total population when of course the female prupot- 
tion drops still furtlier. As well aa there Ireing a paucity of females m the Pro¬ 
vmce, this paucity has actually mcreased b the last dcc^e. The female propor- 
tbu at birth has also slightly decreased. Local variations are so heterogeneous 
that no useful conclusions can be drawn except perhaps the very general one that 
for some reason or another conditions are more favourable to fenmle life ox birth— 
or both—m the North East than b the South West. Kacial variations are equally 
bewildering, though the various races mamtab the rebtiyc places. When we 
turn to variation by age, wo find that not only has the paucity of females m the 
Provbce mcreased but that the female—contrary to all European experience— 
shows a less tenacity of life than the male as she goes older. For tlib pheno¬ 
menon the only assignable caiise is the one already given above—nomadism.

StalUtical data. 
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94. It will alrearlj have hcan scan that owing to the !ipeeial con^tiona preva^ ftariiT «i ijuilsiioi. 
tent in this Province while our statistics are fairly adequate on some aubjecta — 

mich as Migration and Sex, on others—such as Age — they are perforce veiv far 
from being complete. The subject of the present chapter is one of the Mttcr 
class. As Mr. Bray remarked, 

** There is some iron; in picfncing thU chapter with nn impoBing list of statistieal data, 
for if statistics were the onLy data lor a dbeasaion of marriage tn Balechistan, the chapter 
would never have been written at all. Not only ars there no statistics for the tribal areas, the 
bulk of the stotistics for the regular areas are ooncemed with aliens and can be of liltlD interest 
to any body.” 

In default of marriage statistics Mr, Bray was able to turn to the interesting 
suliject of marriage custoini^. In the present CeiiBus, Imwcrer, as already noted, 
descriptive matter is ruled out, and in any case the said customs having once been 
fully dealt with need no further dcsotiption. 

95. But what of tlie indigenous population in the Regular Areas, about whom inaitmuiM 
statistical infomiation on the standard schedide was collected 1 Cannot, we haae ««“*■» 
our discussion on them ? Theii number is not laige, though it has increiVBed 

greatly since 1911 (§■ 75), but might they not afford us a picture in miniature of 
matrimony in the Province ? They certoinly would if tlicy urero typical repre*

XXVI11) is so large that the picture they represent is the very reverse of a 
true one, and any conclusions drawn from it would be equatl}* fsllncious. 
We can, it is true, adjust the numljor of females by raising them to their proper 
proportion of 824 to 1,000 males (§82), and deal similarly with Ihe children 
by raising them up to 412 among 1,000 males and to 319 among 824 females. 
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Qg CHAPTER VIr,—MARRIAGE. 

Tlie jrefliilt — oomparcrl with & pirailar ndjiiatmcnt in 1911— ia given in the matgin. 
It ie douhtful, however, wiiether snrlr figures are of miieh praetico! value. To 
liegiu with, the proportion of females in. 1021 is 824 and not 84a, wliiclt of 
course renders any comparison quite artificial. In 1911 the figures for the Cfivil 
comlition of Bmhttis enumerated in Sind were available and a comparison showed 
that for every 1,000 Brahui males there were 300 Brahui spinsters in Baluchistan, 
and 317 in Sind. As the indigenous popalation'in the Begutar Areas of Baluchistan 
in all probability* contains a large proportion of bachelota (vKfe Subsidiary 
Tabic XXVI11), this comparison might he taken as a rough and somcwlmt 
surprising confirmation of the marginal adjustment. On tlie oilier hand L,0bO 
Brahui males in Baluchistan w*ere supposed to contain no leas than fi8C 
bachelors amongst them pr 114 more than their corresponding proportion in l^iiul, 
which was obviously incorrect. At this Census the figures for Civil condition 
of Sind Brahuis are not available (§6.S), so no such comparison can be made, 
but under the circumstances it is doubtful if we have lost — in connection with 
^larriage—any useful information by the omission. 

96. Unive^R^dity of marriage is one of the chief social points in which the East 
generally, India inchided’Of course, differs from the West and there is no doubt 
that in this respect the East follows a natural and the West an unnatural path. 
It is only the artificial economic and social conditions of Western countries which 
” have excrcifted an unnatural restraint on the much more natimd feeling t hat 
marriage i.s inrlispcnsilile and inevitable/' We have no figures from wliich we 
can prove universaUty of marriage in Baluehiatan, but nil local experience points 
to the fact tltat the marriage rate is very high. Tn the cliajiter on SEX^ for instance, 
the inteiiBe desire for children—especially for male issue—was emphaaiKcd 
It. is a rule to w'hicli there can be few, if any exceptions, tliat the more primitive 
a people the more nniversiii is marriage—-of some Kind or aiiotlicr, aurl the indi' 
genous people of Bnliichistan ivre certainly comparatively primitive. They are 
moreover enjoined by their religion, and forced by local public opinion, to marry, 
’while—since the w'omaji w the hoiisC’hold drudge—a man's comfort iaigoly depends 
on his taking to himself a wife, (A bachelor is generally looked on with some 

f uty while an unmarried woman of marriageable ago is a source of shame Wth to 
le^ll and to her family.) Without any figures to guide us, therefore, we may 
snfefy say that tlie marriage percentage of the indigenous [wpiilation is at least 
asliigh in Baluchistan asin any other Indian ]>mYinco — probably higher than some. 

il 
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97, Notwithstanding that the marriage rate is high in the Provinoe there are 
certain factors whieh—on the surface at any rate—should tend to lower it. The 
most obvious is the paucity of females (§82). Tliere are only R24 females to 
eveiy l,<»00 males, yet not only is the marriage rate high but we find also the 
pmeliee of polygyny. ITow is it that polygyny and n paucity of females can exist 
side by side ? To begin with, while polygyny is in theory open to all-up to the 
Islamic limit of four, in practice it is confined to the comparative few who 
can afford it. os for insb^noe those who marry their decea^d brother's wives 
(§ 99), A port too from the question of experu^, it is doubtful if the average 
Pathan, Baloch or Brahui, provided that his first wife presents him with male 
issue, has any desire to take a second. Another point is that while the number of 
hac]ie1oF.s and spinsters ie very small, the number of the former is greater than 
t hat of the latter. The third oonsideration is the most important and is as follows : 
Women many at a much earlier age than men; girls generally soon after the age 
of puherty is reached, but men not until some years later (&79), Widow remar¬ 
riage is the tmiversa! custom and a woman after her first liusband lias died, or 
divorced her, marries a second or third, but the man is often content with one 
wife. These factors, if they do not altogether balance the dispariiy* Ijetivcen the 
two sexes, at any rate correct it in part, 

98, \ factor which considerably affects beat marriage is the custom of bride- 
price, the bridegroom —or his father—having to pay a stiff price for his bride. 11 is 
outside my scope to eonsider this custom in any detail — how, or whether, it grew 
out of the older marriage by exchange, etc., hut it is probable that it lias onl)' 
lieconic widespread in comparatively recent times. One reason for its jirescnt 
existence, if not its growth, is due to the ancient law of supply and demand, I 
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suppose it is generally true that suhject to modification hy local religious heliefs 
and social and racial ideas—where women are largely in the minority they have 
to he bought as wives, and where largely in escesa have to be given dowries to en¬ 
hance their desirability. The former is certainly the case in Baluchistan, and every 
girl is a source of wealth to her family, the exact amount varying with her looks, 
her social position and her yonth. Rates in the marriage market—like in every¬ 
thing else — have gone up in Baluchistan since pre-war days, The record bride- 
price so far is, T believe, Es, 14,000, and though of course the usual price is very 
far below this, it is still high enough in every class and race to render marriage a 
matter of some difficulty for the average young man. It thus has a natural ten¬ 
dency to raise the age of marriage, since the man has to wait until he or his family 
has put by enough capital to purchase a wife, and the girl—specially i| she is of 
a good family—is kept waiting by her relations until a suitor of sufficient wealtli 
materialires. 

99. Though the purchase of the bride is widespread in the country, it does not E^rpiinw m M 4 e- 
hold the field altogether to itself. The older custom of exchange is still in being 

—Either wholly or in part. Wliere for instance, like can be changed for like—a 
mutual exchange of maidens between families in order to provide for their respec¬ 
tive sons—tlie transaction is an exchange pure and simple. But where tills is not 
so, where for instance one is a maiden and tlie other a widow, compensation has to 
be paid as a make-weight. Another exception to hride-price is the custom where¬ 
by—in many tribes—the widow is considered the free perquisite of the deceased 
huaband's brother and remarriage in such cases is probobiy the most fruitful cause 
of polygyny in the country, 

100. We are inclined to condemn ofT-hand, any customs which do not fit nrifw oi 
in with our Western ideas and that of bride-price — with its .'iiiggestion of the offer- 

ing of a daughter to highest bidder—is not an attractive one. At tlie same time 
tliere is sonifttliing to be said in its favour. In some case.s the temptation of 
bride-price is too much for the practisera of strict endogamy (SlOl), and tliia 
opens up a larger scoi>e for marriage to the girls of certain eiciiisive families. Much 
more important still it is a distinct deterrent against female infanticide (§83) 
and tends to insure tlic careful nurture of the child from infancy to maidenhood. 

It also acts to some degree as a check on w'hole sale polygyny. 

101. Among certain faniiliea of the big chiefs endogamy is strictly practised 
— a daughter of the Bugti ruling family, for instance. Is never allowed to marry out 
of it and is fated to heconie one of the several wives of a near relation or pass 
her days unmarried. As has been noted, however, bride-price is tending to break 
down even the strictest tribal endogamy and elsewhere there arc no particular 
hard and fast rules on the subject, though endogamous ideas are at the back of 
many of the tribal feelings on the subject of marriage. Thus cousin marriage is 
much in favour specially amo^at the Brahiiis and Balocli, and where the ages 
of the cousins are mutually suitable such union.s are almost compulsory. Should 
the father or the uncle of the girl refuse to give her in marriage, he is pestered with 
deputations first from near relationa and tlien from Sayyida and holy-men until 
he consents, Should he still refuse, an uiter-family feud is not unlikely. Amongst 
the Pathans, girls are supposed to many within their parental tribe. The right 

of the deceased husband’s brother for tEe hand of his widow (§99) is also pre- ' 

sumably a species of endogamy. A wider form of the same feeling is attached 
to race ; a Baloch girl should marry a Baloch, a Path an girl a Pathan, and a 
Brahui girl a Brahui, 

102. It has already been pointed out (§79) that women many at an earlier »r brintuiii 
age than the men. Usually in fact a girl is betrothed before puberty—sometimes 

inde^ she is contracted away before birth. Amongst Pathans indeed the cere¬ 
monies of betrotlial and marriage are so intermingled that it is difficult sometimes 
to know whether a girl is a veritable wife or only a betrothed maiden. Neverthe¬ 
less though early betrothals are the fashion, the marriage is not consummated, 
nor does the girl actually go and live in her husband's house until she is well passed 
puberty. Avoiding exjeptional cases at either end, the bigh-bom families who 
have a tendenejr towards cliild marriago, and the very poor who may take years 
to gather the bride-price, the average marriage age for a girl is a year or so after 
puberty, and for a man about 6 or 7 years later ; say 16 and 22 respectively. 

L 
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103. The educational teat laid down for Baluchistan was the atandard one for 
India: ability to read a letter and write a reply. State menta in. this respect^— 
specially in the case of women—had to be talten mote or less on trust. A curious 
anomaly according to Western ideas is the man who can read but not wnte. Yet 
such itidividu^fl are by no means rare in Baluchistan i where the first—and generally 
the last aim — of indigenous education is the reading of the Koran. Thus many a 
boy can read Arabic but not his mother tongue—and cannot w-rite a word m 
anv language whatsoever, It was hardly practicable for our enumeratorfl to cons* 

tilute themselves

mination board, 
and doubt less not 
a few such semi- 
literates were re¬ 
turned as liter¬ 
ates, On the 
other hand, pro¬ 
bably a lew ilullas—used in this connection by the trib^men for literates—were 
overlooked in the indigenous pcJpulation aniongst whom literacy b not regarded as 
part icularSy important, or even admirable. The standard of literacy amongst males 
and females h^ gone up—thb was only to be expected as the number of schoob 
and their pupib has much increased in the decade: from 187 and 3,B64 respectively 
til IDII to 328 and 7,093 in 1921 (m'de subsidiary Table XXXII). 

* i04. At the same t ime the marginal statement attached to the preening para¬ 

graph is quite misleading — since it mciudee not only the entirely artificial alien 
immigrants (§75), but also the old Hindu famihes (§138). 

Amongst both these classes the standard of literacy b far l^her tlmn that 
amongst the indigenous population, and to ^t any teal idea of literacy in Balu¬ 
chistan we must coniine om' attention to the latter elements only. Amonprb a 

tribal people such as composes the indige¬ 
nous population of Baluchbtan, we cannot, 
of course, expect a high standard of literacy, 
and this standard b still low though it has 
risen appreciably since last Census. The 
Sayyids, as nught be expected, still head the 
list. Takiug the 
best educated 
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.cm as a whole they are the 
am! most intelligent of our 
indigenous Muhammadans, their religious posi* 
tion necessitating in them a certain amount 
of literacy. They Rave thus been well placed 
for taking advantage of the extra facilities for literacy which have been created in 
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the Pfovinue during the dec6iide. Tho Losi still continue lo keeji second place ; 
this is presumably parti}*' due to their more settled conditions and contact with 
the outside world. Kew schools too have been opened in Las Bela during the 
decade. The Jatt live under much the same conditions as t he Lasi but have been 
ousted from the position of third on the list by the Pat bans. This would swra 
to be due to the latter's greater religious enthusiasm and also to the eatablish- 
meni of new schools in the Pathan areas : Quetla-Pishinj Loralai and /hob. The 
Brahnis have l>ecn replaced at the bottom of the list by the Misceilaneous, and the 
Baloch have fallen below the Brahnis. All classes—eXMpt the aiisccilaneo^ who 
are too heterogieneous a lot to merit discussion—show an increase m literacy. 

Literacy amongst indigenous females is practically non-cxisient, there being only 
37 such in ihe whole of the Province. 

105 , The local attitude towards education is naturally of importance on the iii*i|fi»«ii itbuie 
principle that you can take a horse to the water but you cannot make him drink. 

You can provide all manner of faeilitiea for the education of a people but if they 
will not use them there is an end of the matter. It cannot bo said that the local 
attitude towards education is that of enthusiasm, The Pathan—of our three 
races—is most favourably (or least unfavourably) inclined towards oducation. 

This attitude—^it is interesting to note—^is directly leased on his greater reL^ious 
iscal, and respect for hia Mullas, in whose hands all the mdigenous education lies. 

With the Pathaus, therefore, a grounding in the Koran amongst their boys is an 
object to be aimed at by the pious and the vrell-to-do ; by the former w'ith the id(^ 
oE turning their sons into Mnllas and by the latter as—in consequence of the Islamic 
revival in the Province (§ 70)—some rcligtou.s knowledge is now considered correct 
in those of superior station. This revival has also affected Bmhuis and Baloch, 
but by nature they are less xealous than the Pathaua and have less respect for their 
Mullas. The latter term in Baluchistan—as already pointed out^is synony¬ 
mous with ** literate,” and amongst the Brahuis and Balocli has often the further 
significance of book-worm—^something in the nature of a term of reproach, Under 
these circumstances it is only natural to find that religion amongst these two races 
should not conduce to the same degree as amongst the Pat bans to educational 
progress, but apart from any sfKcial feelings as to education amongst this race or 
that there is a general prejudice against education amongst all our tribesmen. 

As Mr. Bray pointed out;— 

“Educatioa i* instincUvely regarded as a myatqrbuBly insidioiu eaeray of anoieat custom 
and ancient custom b dearer to the tribesmen than any thing else ; it is more revered than reli¬ 
gion itself.” 

Doubtless during the decade this feeling has somewhat decteHsed with a general 
spread of literacy but it is still st rong, and cannot be neglected-for instance— 
by any young chief who has an inclination to be better educated than his forefathers. 

He must tactfully avoid giving any ground for the accusation which will probaldy 
be brought against him that he is adopting new* fangled ways and neglecting the 
old customs of his clan. So long as this fecUng holds ground with the tribesmen, 
the most w'e can expect is a very madual advance in education amon^t them. 

Again—and most important—from the severely practical point of view the tribes¬ 
man can well ask “Of what use is your education to me”? His is indeed a simple 
way of life which can very well be lived without even the most rudimentary book 
learning. There is inducement enough towards education for the boy of good 
family who can thereby obtain a post under the Local Administration when he grows 
up, but the average tribesman is quite content to remain where he ia.^ .Ml things 
eonuder^, the spread of education amongst the indigenous population can only 
be very slow. Personally 1 am surprised that it has been as rapid as it has, 

1(»6. Whttt may be termed indigenous etlucation is confined to instmctimi imHimaiii Huei- 
by the Mulla—^generally in the village mosque. The instruction is of the mosl“““* 
efementarv kind, and is confined to reading only—no attempt at writing bemg 
generally made. First comes the study of some rudimenUry Arabic grammar, 
combined perhaps with the elements of Persian, and then the perusal of the Koran, 
until the pupil can read the whole of it through when his education is considered 
finished. Unless indeed the boy is destined for the priesthood when be will become 
a Talib-i-llm, and will continue to sttidy various reli^oua works, sometimes wandcT- 
mg about—like the Continentel student of middle agea—from Mulla to MuUa 
imbibing the particular branch of learning each is famous for. 
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107, The mafgiiiAl statement, compiled from figurea supplied by the Educa¬ 
tion Dt^partment, is of interest a showing how far Governmeut Education has 

touched the indigenous and alien 
isii. 1921. viri.ii«i populatbn tespectively. Turning 
Per mdu ^ teachers first we find that 
though the number of indigenous 
teachers has gone up considerably, 
the aliens are still in a large nuijor- 
ity. This is only to be expected 
m a p^o^'ince such as Baluchistan 
where the local standard of Utetaey 
is low. The number of indige¬ 
nous and alieu boy s of school-going 
age has been calculated by asamu- 
ing this to be 15 per cent, of the 
indigenous and ahen male popu¬ 
lation respectively. With regard 
to the latter it must he tcmcmberad that the alien population is of an entirely 
artificial character ^ 75), including military garrisons, etc,, made up largely of 
males without families. If this population had been of a normal charactor, then 
its percentage of school-going Ijoys would of couTdO have been much higher. 
But even asit is, they easily beat the indigenous element m this respect. The 
proportion of actual indigenous scholars b the Government schools to the 
indigenous hoys of school-gomg age was only I'O per cent, m 1911 ^d ‘-1 per 
cent, in 1921, Similar figures for alien boys are 14 and 22 respectively. The 
Jlosque schools are patronised exclusively by the indigenous boys and adding 
the numbiT of these to thoso attending the Government schools wo find that the 
pioportion of indigenous hoye receiving some sort of education to the indigenous 
boys of school-agc was 4 per cent, in 1011 and 7 per cent m 1021. 

108. lu 1911 the curious anomaly was brought out in Ihe Census figures that 
literacy in the Stales was higher than m the DistriclS- This was, of course, 

I ho very opposite of w'hat might be expected since—'amongst other factors our 

scholastic activities were then practi¬ 
cally confined to the former. Mr. Bray 
att.ributed this anomaly te the fact 
that Persian, the ancient literacy lan¬ 
guage of the ProvincG, was more 
than holding its own against Urtlu^ 
the medium of present day official 
education. Ten years ago, for instance, for every bidigenona Muhaumiedan wlio 
coul<l lead and write Unlu there were more than Uo who could reatl and 
write Persian. Of the 2,121 literates amon^ the Pethans, Brahuis and Baloch, 
1,544 returned themselves as literates in Persian ; and 555 only as literates in Urdu. 
On these significant figures Mr. Bray based a plea for Persian as our educational 
medium instead of Urdu, and—as far as primaiy education was concerned— 
for working through the MuUas as much as possible, 

" However difficult it may be to werk tbrougt or with the MuUae, the solo indigeBouB 
scholastic agency in the count ty, the cxpetiment would deserve a patient trial even on 
grounds of mere policy: as long ns their monopoly »o ihreatcned by our eotrsijce into the 
educational field so long will the dead-weight of their powerful influence be thrown into 
the scale against our educational ofiorts." 
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it has been the educational policy of the Local Administration during the 
decade to work through the MuUaa, and this has not been without results. With 
rt^ard to the introduction of Persian as a general medium for education, my pr- 
sonal Eympathics—as an admirer of this fine lauguiige—ate all on its side. There 
are, howe^-er. certam difficulties in the way of its mtroduction as a substitute 
for Urdu. In the Appendix to this chapter, “ Education m Baluchktau,” which 
Mr. Comah, Supermtendent of Education in the Provmce, has kmdly contributed, 
this pobt, with others of mterest, is fully discussed. 

Our present figures show that the TOsitidn of Districts and States has been 
reversed and that the former now have a higher standard of literacy the latter. 
This is primarily due to the number of Government schools open^ m the Districts 
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during t)ie decade. Our secand murginal statem ent allows a distinct rise iu indi* 

genous litera<^ all round. There has 
been a moat signUicant increase in Eng¬ 
lish and Urdu. Persian literacy lias 
also increased but leas than has Trdu. 
The large rise in the Arabic literacy is 
satisfactoiy and presnmably ia partly 
due to our encouragement of the Mullas’ 
schools. Some of this rise is also attri* 
butablc to the Islamic revival through¬ 
out the province, and a greater intere-st taken generally in religious study.

lu sHismpting tn write a note nf tliie bind, it m difficult to avoid dwelling on points tliat 
seem rather to couceni material and moral [>ro;;^efla than on matter strictly relevant toa Cetuus ; 
and since Eduention cannot Im measured by figures alone, it is necetiBnry to deal, to u certain 
estent, with the general history of seiiDol-work of the last ten years, and to disousa the policy 
and ^sterns best suited tn llic needs of the penplo. 

First, it is convenient to define the various o lasses and types o( sohools with soine deaorip- “i Sttooh. 
tiern of the work done in each. All schools in India are arranged in ton oioBecs, which arc fre- 
ijucntly sub'divided into sections, 

I. The primary schfMil tn Baliichiutan consists ot lour classes {cla.ss I being tlio lowest) 
thr<nigL which an average boy can f^rts id three years, tliough four arc usually token so as to 
avoid over-prtssauro. The Educotion is free. The subjocta taught ore the three It's with 
elenientary history aud goegrapliy, nature study, and (in class IV} Peraian. The mediuiD 
of instruction ie Urdu, 

All the village and some of the town sulioola, are (Inveruniont institutiomi; the rest am aided 
by Govepunicntgrania. Where a private school cnists, it is usually about to ask for Government 
aid. 

The Primary course is llie saiiie for all schools, town nr village, Imt tho town boy usually 
lof^ks tn going on to a Midil Ie School while the villager is apt to consider his education eompfetc 
when he has puiiHcd the Primary. 

Tho largest class is nearly always the lowest^ for many beys try school and then drift away; 
only about 2tJ per cent^ of viJIngo school boys go on to a Middle education, but the tendency is for 
ihis irerconluga to increase, with tho ever growing desire for a Iraowlcdgo ai English. 

The Primary school, with all its fault*, fulfils three functions which aro esaontially sound in 
principle : (a) it oJItira to all a eliauco of escope from the reproach of illiteracy^ (6) it pick* out 
the more intelligent, and with the aid of scliolarflliips fits a boy for a Middle, and later, for a 
High School edueatiou :aiid (c) it preticuta the anpeetB of an ordered life, spent in association 
with one’s fellows, with a possible chance of individual advancement. 

II. The Middle School, which has its own rriijiary Cbsses attached to it, lias four claotts 
numbered V, \T, VII and VEIL It may be cither a Oovernmont or an aided school: and fur- 
tHcr, it may Ihj either an ,4t|u?lo-Vernacular, teaching Eaglish and charj^ lees {Re, 1-84) per 
month), or a Vemacular ^kliddlc, ebarging no foes and having no EngUsh. There is only one of 
this latter kind in Ealuchiston, namely at Guliston, So great b the dcslru to leam English 
that there b no demand for tho Venmcuhir Middle SchooL 

All the Middle Schoob have llourbhod and grosvn in numbers during the decade, and several 
new ones for boys and lor girls have Hprung up: for there b & growing desire on the part of al! 

TOinuiunilies to hove and to nmnago their own institutionB, a desire which proves an inercasing 
interest in islucfttion, both religioua and secular. At the eud of tho Middle School counsc comes a 
public exnmination. after iMssing w hich a pupil qualifies for admission to the High Cbsses. 

Up to this stage Urdu b the medium of iratruction: after it, for tlic High Cliisses, Euglbh Ijecotocs 
the uicdiiiiii, officially, though as & matter of fact frequent esphumtiona in the Vernacular are 
atilt required, 

III. The High School (there are now two. both in Quetta, whereas in 1911 only the Saodc- 
nuiti School, Quetta, ejcbted), has two classes numbered IX and X, in which work is done for the 
Punjab UnivorBity Matricubtion, Every High School abo maiatains ib own Middle and 
Primary departments. 

Besides Matriculation classes wbieh lead to u further, that b a College, education the Snnde- 
man School has abo Commercial dasses which work for the School leu’^'ing Ccrtificoto of the Uni- 
vcTsIty. This branch b intended for those who do not aspire to u College education and provides 
such subjects as Shorthand, Tyiiing, Pr£«b writing and Office management. In the years 1911- 
1921, 10 local Muhammadans have itasBied tho Matriculation and School leaving Esaminations. 

Pur every *' load ” that passes there are at least lO non-locals who ore successful from the two 
High Schools—a nuturwl feault, because the " local ” b a new eomcr in the field, and hos hardlv 
yet grasped the idea that the Matriculation b but a gateway for further education, whUe thu 
non-local lifts long seen that u BA-. by the nge of 22 is the thing to aim at, in thcHC daya of thnuil- 
ing competition. None-the-lcos the “ local ” boy is ]irobably inistinctiWy right: ho has to coma

Signs of piogft^ in the decade which c-aii neilhef he mistaken hot ignor^ are seen in the 
excellent school bmldings which exist geocTiiIty in Bulucbistaii Jn the uiciteQ^ pay of all teaohm, 
m the large aiiiontit ol money provided lor sliobrshipa^ in thn oxistonce of the Normal Training 
School for Primary maaten*, in the ptogre^ made in the education of girls^ in the donhjmg of the 
tiumber of pypils in Moaquo Schoola between 11)11-1*^21, and in the ris^ in the niiml>cr ol pupUs 
in secondary achoob, ftoui 869 to 1*927 in the aatiie period. It may also he noted that the 
average annual coat ol a boy’s schooling has risen from fls. 27 in 1911 to R$. M in 1921, thia 
average being for nU echobraj Primary, Aliddlc and High. 

iVs to biuldinga, nearly every l^rimary School jxxijiscsac^ uccoiumoi.Jatioii, with mimterb 
quartern altoched, intended for school [sur|KJsea. Very olletj the school cotiatituteti one ol the 
best buildinga in the vilbge. Many of the Middle Schools have exceJknt buildingH in good nity 
surroundings. Sibi, liOrabi* Fort Sandcnian arc instnuces of Uovernmeut Schiwb, while the 
Anjumnn-i-IsbEiiia School, (juettn, ban new premises of w^hich it may justly bo proud. Thu 
Sandcman High Schtml, Quctt 4 i» is m the matter of bnildiiigti at any rate, a model of what a 
school should bu. 

Bnlnchistuu b abo fortunate in the matter of teacher^' pay* The Primary trained man 
begins on Rs. 4U and ria-os to lis. 60. This comparea very favourably with Jtb wage of K$. 25 
rising to 1^. -lU of ten yeais ago* and b about doubla what Frimary teachem are paid in the 
test of Indb.

It b interesting to note that at the end of the 
period 1911-1921 tliree ’ToDaF' boys won o|Hm scholarships* whidh shows prombe that tlie'' loeal" 
is coining into line with the utheis. 

The Ncinial Bchonhvas .started in 1912 at Itulisiau, and Inter transferred to excellent 
qunrteni in tjiietla. Most of the Prunary tEaoliers have received traiuldg here. Preference 
ie given to 'iocab** and w ith tlia iiuprovemeut ol teachers" pay* a surer and steadier demand 
lor thia trainiog is setting in. 

There arc only nbout a doKen "" local "" girb in the Girls’ schoob, Init oven this h an 
increaso.

HbiHli, As toMosqup ficboolB* there Aveie ISO in 1911 with 1*542 pupils while in 1921 there woic 

347 with 8,161 pupib and it m here that what may be <^lled the indigenous education of Balu- 
c h istan la being carried on. Th e Su]}erLntendent of Education and the 1 uspector have no odic ial 
connection with these scboolsji but friendly visite are ^iccasionally invited and them has been 
no instance of any friction or tronble of any kind between the Moaquo schools and the ordiTUiry 
schools. The Education Department* it inny be said, has great sympathy with the Mosque 
schools. M. Nfijniqddin, who has been 1 nspector for th@ best ]uirt of the decade is in favour of 
more and larger grunts for their encouragemont* and thinks highly of many of these ikhook* 
the best of which are in the Nasirnbad SubU)ivision of the Bibi District. The Inspector aaya 
that in these stihtK>le moat of the scholars read fiLTst the Utiran and then a f ew Persian books ; 
a smaller number of studente* some of w hom come from a distance* attracted by the fame of a 
teacher go through such Persian books as the Gulistan^ and Bikandar Kama, then proceed to 
Arabic Grammar* in Persiaup a little logic, and books on theology, Bometimefi boys who have 
completed the Primary hkiucatiou ooursc go on to a Mosque school with a view of becoming 
teachers La a Mosque school of their own. The Headman ol a village is treqnenily the 
manager of the sch^kol, making himself respouflible lor the pay and maintenAnce of the 
teacher* At Goth Umar Khan^ Nasirobad* the Mulb is a very Icarne^i man, and is also a 
physician. He receiitly had about 76 pupils. Kear Usta is a similarly donriahlng sohool 
where the teacher was given a plot of laud for his support. The pupils all looking to the 
teachar liarned their subsistence by working in the fields with him. This excellent econonxic 
method was only upset by two or three years of droughtj after which the teacher applied 
for an a II owanoo. These insta ncca arc merely given to sh ow that the Muaq ue school can bo a 
success and the combination ol religious teaching with practical agrimiltinre opens up n vista 
of what might be! 

HiihinS fikdilr The grow th of secondary educatioD in the decode has been remarkable— from 4 to lO 

secondary schools,, from 869 1,927 pupils* but though the number ol "* locals tinder this 

hea^l has beau doubled^ the increafie is really due to the progress of that jiart of the population 
which is immigraDt Irfim India* with whom in the matter uf learniog the “ loCfd ’* finds it 
hard to compete. For^ to begin with* the “hical’' boy'a achooling is taken up for the first two 
years or more with learning Urdu.

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as tiey Ataod prove that it m posaitrlc to have two troop nf loaitiiiig growing aide by 
Bide: pQoplo pan oultlvate the nmot the other at fcheic pleaetire barmoiuoualy^p and tm 
evott pasa from one to tbo oticr, Tho one m the treo of tlie religioae knowledge, Arable^ 

Persian, the old growth and of the old world, beloi^mg to the Aoil, Tbo otbot Is of pocular 
kuowledgOi lor snob as wiah to move with the tkaeK^ repreaentiDg the modera aide of education 
BE opposed to the olaasicaL it seems equal wisdom to cncoimige both, and tbo people have 
their free right of choice. To help on the old learning, thoapparont way woidd $eeds to be tho 
awarding nf high or grants toteachersandior the rest, to leave Uic aoli oots to their own devices, 
each inetitiitioD depending, ap indeed is the ease all the world over* on the energy of its bead. 

The time has long gone by for any Attempt to be made to substitute Persian for Urdu as the 
mediunr of mstruetion in Governraent Sebooisp Thore is no large supply of Persian knowing 
masters; thestandardof Persia u varies considerably ^ tlie iiiajority of our town ptipils arebnya 
from outside Baluchi Stan; the end in view of all school-work is the Punjab AfaincuUitionp 
which sets the standard prescribing Urdu as the common Epcdium^ and Urdu is the usual 
business medium of intercourse between Baluehktau and the rest of India. 

Attempts hAvebeenniado in the Sandemau Schooh Quetta, to improve thn teaebiug of 
Per sum but the results are moagte: no larger number of scholars take up the Persian bnguago ; 
nor would the attendanee at villnga Primary Schools beany better than it now were Pereiaii 
the compulsory medium. 

The number of Primary {Govomiuent) Sobools has gone up in the decade from ^ to 71 rfituEifj scktttib. 
and the number of pnpile from 1,553 to 2,002* This is no wonderful increase, but it must bo 
remeiuberod that no pressure is exercised either on boys or on jiarents. Bightly cnougli 
absolute CreGdoni of choice ia exercised. The period of ^he war offered elianccs of remu¬ 
nerative labour even to young buys. Illiteracy k no rejiroach, thmigh not infrequently it 
begins to ho a matter of regret wlinii a youth has reached twenty years of ago, Aa for the 
blame directed against tho PrimaTy School system that a boy who has "'pasaecP' k unfit 
even for a petty Muharrtnihip, people have yet to learn that a I^imaty Soliciol course k only 
a h^inni^. in no part of the world can it Jit a man for any spaoloua fonu of iifo withotit 
some additional traiumg. And astor thedf^uiand forOoiVoriimeot eorvicQi hereiu too people 
are learning; for they sec that even those who have passed the High stage oonuot always bo 
aure of a Government post. One of the lessons tJmt our system k trying to teach k that 
education ia something to be desired ol itseU to iiiake life fuller and happier^ ii road on which 
the individual may develop hk own faculties, and a gateway to a variety ol avenues of 
ad\^anceuieiit. 
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109« It is inipossililc to go furilicr Imck m our treatment of liinguagc t htm the 

last Census since that of 1001 produced 
no linguistic statistics. The nLurginul 
statement indicates all the languages spoken 
by the people in Biduchistan whether alien 
or indigenous. Baluchistan Vernaculars ate 
spoken by 90 per cent, of the population and 
the foreign languages by the remaining 10 
per cent. 
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110. Both in toil and lOSl a somewhat elaborate linguistic Census was 
carried out, w'hieh recorded not merely the mother-tongue but also any other 
language which was freely spoken by majority of the members of the household 
outside the family circle 110). Primitive people do not take up a secondary 
language from a scientific interest in linguistics but because it is absolutely uecessaiy 
to them in their every day life, and the fact that another besides the mother-tongue 
ia needed indicates that a struggle of tongues is going on, which is worthy of atten¬ 
tion and analysis. A point to bo noted is that our statistics arc for the family 
and not for the individ ual . If the latter had Ijccn the case, the figures for mother- 
tongue would doubtless have been the same, but those for secondary language— 
by t eason of individuals for some cause or the other taking up a tongue unknown 
to the rest, of their family—^would Lave been larger. The family bids renders it 
dilllcult to apply our s^’stem to the Kegular Areas, and in fact this was not attemp¬ 
ted, but in the natural Indigenous areas where it did function it served as a go<^ 
practical test that the .secondary language was a living reality and not a mere 
fortuitous accomplishment.

^111, The Vernaculars of Baluchistan belong to three families, Eranian, Indian, 
Dravidian, l)etwccn whom a three cornered straggle for lUiistery iu eternally in 
progress; whilst in tw'o out of the three famitica themselves civil war is waged 
amongst, the various members. Thus Pushto and Balochi, the two chief members 
of the F.ranmn family, are very old rivals. The Indian champion is Jatkl or Jadgoli 
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whose members ere contest in/? among themselves for the anpremncy of Sindh! or 
Western Punjabi. Brahni the sole representative of Dravidian, and just beeanse 
it is the sole representative and has no friends or Bllie.s elsewhere, alone presents 
a united front to the enemy. Indian gets reinforcements from India, ISranian 
from Persia, and Afgliauistan. Brahui alone stands isolated and helea/juerwl, 

112. The relative positions of onr three main families Eranian, Indian and pnw ri p»iition oi 
Dravidmn, as well as that of the three branches of the first named is shown in the 
mar/dnal statement. There is a natural decrease all round concomitant with 

the general decrease in the population 
SO). Eranian shows by little tlie 
largest decrease, chiefly owing to the 
drop in Pashto assiatwl by that in 
Dchwari. Indian and Dravidian show an 
equal decrease, Of the total population 
of Baluchistan—alien as well asmdigenoiia 
—55 per cent. g>ealr some form of Eranian, 

27 per cent. Indian and 17 per cent. 

Dravidian. Notwithstanding its greater decrease, therefore Eranian still has a 
large proportion over its two rivals. Tlie.se tliree families as a whole cover no 
per cent, of the total population of the Province. Baloohi is spoken by 2ft per 
cent, of the total population, Pashto by 25 per cent,, -Tatki by !ft per cent, anti 
Brahui by 17. Only one per cent, of the population speak Dchwari and Lori 
Chini —the gipsy slang argot of tKe Loris. The remaining 10 per cent, of the 
population speak foreign Inngnage.s. 

113. Considering the artifiriat nature of the alien population 75) it is tuitmmw ni 

more interesting perhaps to eliminate 
them and concentrate on the indigenous 
Muhammadans alone. For the sake of 
greater clearness the Deb war too can be 
ignored—their absence making little or 
no difierence to the great preponderance 
of the Eranian, which Ls thus dividefl up 
into its two main divisions—Balochi and 
Pashto. Tile resnltn of this classifioa-

Raloohi" 
spoken by 32 per cent, of the liuHgenoua pci pul at,ion as against 31 per eeufc. in 
1311 — IS still first nnd has inereased its lead from Pashto, Both tlio Brahui 
and Pashto hiuguages have about the same percentage of aciheronts, T.e,^ 20, and 
27 respeotively, hs in lOli. Jatki shows no signs of progress, and has in fact 
fallen still fuither hiwk in the rsfiOj being only spoken by 19 ])er cent, us agaiast 
20 per c^ent, ten years ago^ notwitlustuodiug that — as Mr^ Bra)’ |>omtef] out—it 
has the 1 benefit of onr admmistmtion at its buck. That is to say that .Tutki, an 
Indian tnngufige, has naturally some affinity with Ijnbit which again is the 
medium for instruetion in the Prlnmr)^ and Setiondar)’' schoois. A t^orrnpted form 
of Urdu indeed is spoketk hy mdigenous tribesmen who come in contact witli 
aliens. 

11 1. Normally a language mineides with m™ hut the subjoined statement — ii-wHtadi&p 
somewhat long and detailo^l perha[>s for a statement in the ho ly of t he Jleport 
but interesting rtevertheless—shows that this is by no means alw^ays tlie case.

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millo during the dccafic. Tlie number of Brahuis and JaUs speaking Ealochi has 
fall fill, but that of the Sayyida hiis risen. Sin re the Sayyids are mostly Patlian or half 
Pathan or at any rate live in n Pathau onvironmciit, this indicates a Baloch encroaeh- 
inent on Pathan preserves. Pashto stands next to Baloclu amongst indigenous 
Jloslems, and the Pathan is at the head of the list in loyalty to Ida own tongue 
with 968 per miile I hough this represents a smaU drop since 1911. The nitmher of 
Pashto speaking Brahnis has slightly fallen. Amongst the Jatt the position is 
practicaliy stationary, iwliile the I.tasi continue ^to have nothing to do with this 
tongue. Amongst the Sa 3 ryida Pashto has gone up. Brahui stands third on 
the list amongst the indigenona Mitliammadans, and increased its proportion 
amongst them from 198 to 204 per inille. In fjdelity to his own tongue the Brahui 
stands only 4tli on the list with 789 thougli this marks an increase of 16 for the 
decade, the proportion of Brahni speaking Sayyids has remained stationary. 
Tlie Jatki hold on the Jatt and Tjn.si tribes is only natural but its insidious enctoach- 
ments in other directions are significant. Tliough it ha.s had a sliglit set back among 
the Sayyids from the position it occupied ten years ago nevertheles.s its success 
amongst this class who — as already pointotl out—arc Pathan par exceHencp., is 
^Yorthy of note. Jatki seems indeed to have a knack of ousting its bettera. In 
1911 the numl>CT of Jatki speaking Baloch was 1 08, it is now 127. Linguistically 
it has taken over the whole Tahsil of Barkhao from Balochi (cwfe next paragraph). 

115. Tlie 1911 Report contained a map showing linguistic distribution. This 
time no sach map has been inserted, the racial distribution map lieing also iiseti 
to indicate linguistic distrilmtion (§ 12). 

A glance then at this map shows that—of ni;r fovir main languages—Pashto 
is a solid block in the north-cast, Balochi has a stronghold in the west, with a 
more confined ljut much thicker populated area in the east, and a small enclave 
in the south in Las Bela State. The Jatki forces do not appear very imposing, 
and are moreover di.spetaej], but this very dispersion gives them opportunity of • 
influencing their neighbours over large areas of countij. They divide, for instance, 
Balochi into two pai^, eastern and western, and have — as already pointe<l out— 
annexofl Bark ban from both Balochi and Pi^hto. In the south they have liegun 
to drive a wedge Ijctwcen Brahui and Balochi. Bmhui is entrenched in the middle 
of the Proiunce, but with the advance guards of its rivals creeping towards its 
very centre. On the map Brahui makes a gootl show but in this connection—as 
with the other languages — the relative density of the linguistic areas (see map) 
must he taken into consideration. It is not so muci) the number of square miles 
covered l)y any particular langtiage that is of im^rtance as the number of inhabL 
tants per square mile coverwb Even in area, however, Brahni is losing ground. 
Makran is nearly entirely Balochi sjMsaking and Sara wan and Jhalaw'an—veritable 
Brahui st.rongholds—arc by no means free from Balochi linguistic influence.

to waCicb.. The genoral ^udard of bilinguiam fias gone doim not only in tlie 
Province aa a wliole in eve^ particular langnoge—oicept Pashto where it has 
remained stationary, ft b difficult to account for this drop except on the supposi¬ 
tion of a more accurate enumeration in our present Census, As already explained 
(§ 110) our bilingual Census was carried out on a family and not indiTidual 
basis, and only where the majority of the members of a family spoke a second 
language, was the family entered oa bilingual. In a eenae the bilingual figurea 
for both 1911 and 1921 are estimates and not strict enumerations, but I am under 
the impre^on that the latter is more accurate of the two. The Brahuis are the 
best linguists, followed by the Baloch (thus changing the order of 1911), and the 
Pathan the worse, as before, only 16 claiming to be bilingual as compared with 
191 Baloch. The other races maintain more or less their respective positions. 
Insidious Jatki comes first as a subsidiary language spoken by 43 per mule of the 
indigenous Muhammadans. Excluding MisceUaneous os being too heterogeneous 
for discuBsiou, its biggest inroads—os in 1911—are made on the Baloch, and after 
that on the Brahuis. Brahui comes next and close behind Jatkhms a subsidiary 
tongue. Its chief recruits have come from Sayyids, Baloch and Lad, in the order 
named—’Balochi comes third with the Brahuis as their beat aupportera, and excliv 
sivG Pashto—neither giving uor receiving recruits to or from outsiders—fourth. 
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Foveig^n Languages^ 

117. The speakers of languages of other parts of India have considerably Uii(u*e## <>1 otifi 
increased, 09,211 as against 57,388 in 1011, Thjs increase is due m general to the 
large immigration of aliens from the various Indian Provinoca (g 54) and also 
to the increase in the local garrison composed mostly of aliens. Every language 

has increased its speakers with the excep¬ 
tion of Sindhi which has notably 
decreased. The cause of this drop seems 
to be due to the fact that the great 
majority of the local Sindhi-speaking 
population have returned themselves as 
Jatki Sindhi speakers. The increase in 
Eastern Pahan (spoken in Nepal) is due 
to the larger number of Gurkha troops 
stationed iu the Province during 1921, 
while that in Central Pahori (Garhwal) can be put doivn to the larger number of 
Garhwoli Hindus now found in Baluchistan. With regard to the Lahuda rise, 
special instructions this time "were issued to the enumerators to enable them to 
distm^iBh between Lalmi^ and Punjabi proper, and considering the large number 
of Lahnda speaking immigrants from the N.-W. F. Province and the Western 
Districts of tbe Punjab, the figures shown in the morgmal statement do not 
appear to he ejcaggerat<xL

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118 The speaken; of other Asiatic langaa{^ show a decrease, 3,588 as against 

3,935 in 1911. Persian is by far the most 
important of such languages and is spoken 
by 3,591 persons. It is chiefly spoken in the 
Qnetta-Piahin District where tne majority 
of the Hazaras and other Persien speaking 
indigenous and semi-indigenous Pathan 
tribes live. Of the European languages, 
English is the only one which is of any 
importance whatsoever as can lie seen from the marginal statement. Its increase 
during the decade bag chiefly occurred, as might be expected, in the tjuetta-Piahin 
District where almost the wliole of the British garrison is concentrated, and where 
men of European and Anglo-Indian extraction are engaged in the Railway and 
otlier offices.

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Everywhere infirniity statistics arc liable to error partly from the diJh- 
culties in the way of an accurate cli^nosis» and partly from deliberate ooiiccalment. 
These statistical disabilities are acccutmited in Baluchistan, even when our 
enquiries are limited to the four Census inltrmitios; inaimity, deaf'Diutiam, blind- 
ness and leprosy. AYe have seen for instance Iiow sensitive the tribesman is on 
such apparently harmless subjects as Age and Civil Condition (§7). Primitive 
communities are on the whole probably more inclined to be sensitive on the subject 
of iohrmities than more dvilb^ people. In the minds of the former an infirmity 
is often attributed to the direct visitation of God for some sin committed, or 
connected with witchcraft or the evil eye or some such mysterious and malevolent 
agency, and the less said about it the better. Our figures with regard to female 
infirmities for example must necessarily leave something to be desired in the way 
of accuracy and completeness. A^in parents show a natural optimism with 
regaM to the infirmities of their children and prefer to hope against hope before 
admitting that the latter do actually suffer—for example —'{1001 insanity or deaf- 
mutism. Blindness should only be entered of persons totally blind in both eyes, 
but doubtless in some cases our enumerators may have entered as such those who 
have lost the sight of one ej^e only or those whose sight has partially failed owing 
to the ohl age. Some cases of syphilis may liave been entered as leprosy. The 
exact definition of insanity still pu:!zles the moat expert alienists in Europe, and 
many weak mmde<l persons must be included in our list of bsanc. Aud so forth. 
Onr statistics in fact cannot fail to have a certam element of error in them. If, 
however, they generally confirm those of 1911:. it wdl show that the error is fairly 
constant, and that they represent nt all events a rough idea of the average 
prevalence of the various infir m ities throughout the country. 

120. The 1021 figures for the Province as a whole confirm those of 1011, 

There has been a general upward increase 
in the infirmities but a very small one^ 
aud the relative figures of Districts to 
States retnain more or less constant. 
The distinct difference betw'ecn DistrictH 
and States, emphasised now^ by the figures 
of two CensufiCB, is much too significant to be accidental. One of the main causes 
is that a large proportion in the Districts of aliens—whether soldiers in the 
gaTTisoD.s or en^ged in trade or manual labour, etc.—consists mostly of 
able-bodied men, lliosc who are infirm naturally do not emigrate to Baliiehifitan 
but stay in their homes. The areas too where blindness is most prevaient 
are situated mostly in the States, The Medical Department also has greater scope 
for carrying on their activities in the Districts than States. The slight increa^ 
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in nil infirmities is almost negligible, but has ocenrred both in Districts and States. 
Unfortunately'—as Mr. Bray pointed out—the figures for 1901 were recorded in 
too confined an area for us to attempt any consideration of health progress during 
the decade before last. 

12U The marginal statement incidentally confirms the figures of last Census, SfMjiiii'fill!**'***" 

and shows practically no change in health ’ 
progress. By far the most common 
infimity is blindness, nrhich afflicts con¬ 
siderably more people than the three 
otbocs put together. It is chiefly pre¬ 
valent in the Kachhi plain, the neighlKmr- 
iug Dotnbki-Kahcri country, Makran, 

Kharan, Sibi and Chagai—in fact 
excessive, these two factors being 
resumubly the chief causes of glaucoma and cataract. Of the two the 
atter Is much more coiiunoiv in Baluchistan, generally, though the former Is 
prevalent in the Kachhi. It would appear therefore that there is some hope for 
the decrease of blindness generally throughout the Province. In 1911 it was 
noted that the people were coining in more freely to undergo oiiemtions, and this 
satisfactoiT movement has greatly increased during the past decade. The fact 
that blinimess has been kept stationary during the last decade is distinctly 
encouraging, and it may be the happy task of my successor of 1031 to record a 
distinct decrease cf this terrible scourge. Other causes of blindness are small-pox, 
granular lids amlfipltthalniia. In comparison with bUndness the other infirmities 
ore insignificant, Deaf-mutism is common, yet for every deaf-mute there are 
three cases of blindness, The 1911 figures pointed to Los Bela and Chagai as being 
the cldef areas affected by Deaf-mutism. According to our present figures, 
however, the Kachhi heads the list followed by Bolau. In insanity Makran «omes 
first with Jhalawan next. The latter area also is firat for leprosy—or so-called 
leprosy. 

122. As in 1911 the Sayyids are the most immune from infirmities. This is kmUI 

due in the main to the healthy localities 
where they usually live, and their better 
material conditions generally. Next 
comes the Pathan whose position on the ■ 

list is probably ohlefiy due to his com¬ 
paratively healthy highlands. The Lasi 
with a bad bill of health in 1911, now 
beats both the Brahui and the Baloch, 
though they-—^with the Jatt—occupy the 

hottest part of the country. The Jatt on the other hand remain as before. Tim 
Brahuis maintain their superiority over the Baloch—^though their standard of living 
is certainly no higher. The effect of locality, howevor,--as conducive to blindness 
—hero comes in and makes the Baloch appear more subject to mfmnitiea than the 
Brahuis, as well as assigning to the Jatt—^wlio live in the scorching heat of the 
Kachhi plain—their position at the bottom of the list. 

123, Among females the various Infirmities stand in the same order as before iKHnuiiiMiiDni 

— with blindness at the top and leprosy 
at the bottom.. There has been a 
welcome decrease of blindness, whilo 
insanity has gone up. Deaf-mutism is 
practically stationary; leprosy shows a 
slight increase. As in 1911 the Baloch 
woman heads the list of the insane. 
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She also takes the place formerly occupied by the Misccllnueous with reference to 
bliudncs.s, and that of the Sayyids who filled a similar position — at the head 
of the list—with regard to ilcaf-mutism. The Brahui female still hea^ the leprosy 
list. The women as a whole appear to escape more lightly than the men but tliiu 
is more in appearance than in reality, since their total number is much smaller 
than that the males. If we compare the proportion of the afUicted among equal 
numlmrs. . of both sexes, the female proportion rises from 63 to 82 (A similar 
calculation in 1911 brought the female figure up from 60 to 83).

124. This chapter heading hardly suite the local conditiona of Baluchistan 
aa except for the sanall minority of the old Hindu fomilicsi caste — ivhich elsewhere 
in India plays such an important part — is unknown, and even the indigenous 
Hindus ore very vague on the subject. Our main consideration therefore will 
be confined to trihe and race. Even here, however, we find some initial difficul¬ 
ties. What, for instance, constitutes race 1 This is a dehatahle question, hut is 
more a case for the ethnologist than for the Census Officer, and in Baluchistan 
we have — according to looks, dress, language, manners and customs if not com¬ 
pletely according to origin — three races who with their TeMecti've .tribes can for 
all practical purposes be treated separately : t.e., Baloch, Brahtii and Fathan. The 
origins and genealogies of these races were considered in the 1911 Report and some 
discussion as to ethnological and anthropometrical arg^ents was entered into. 
The reader can also find other data of a similar natpe in publications devoted to 
these subjects and it is not btended therefore to consider such matter in the present 
Report. 
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Pathana, 

12€. The Pathan tribes can be divided up into six main branches descended 
from various sons of the semi-mythical Ahdor Rashid, a hero of old times and 
one of the friends of the Prophet himself. The general habitat of the Fathan 

— as a ebncc at the racial distribution 
nmp will show — is a compact block of 
hi^land country in the North East of 
the province comprising the districts 
of Quetta-Pishin, a part of Sibi and 
Loialai, and the whole of Zhob. The 
Pathana os a whole have decreased by 10 per cent, which was only to he 
expected considering the general decrease m the population of the whole Province 
( §39 ) and the migration of a considerable numwr of people from the Zhob 
District to the A^han teirito^. The greatest drop is in the semi-indigenous. 
These are chiefiy made up hf Ghilzai Fawindah { f S3 ), a detailed account of 
whom is given m Appendix 11 end who owing to the arlverse conditions in the 
Provinoe — famine and influenza — did not enter it in their accustomed numbers. 
This combined with the effect which famine and influenza bad on those who did 
enter would account for their decrease. The aliens consist mainly of individuaU 
from the North-West Frontier Province employed in transport work, levies 
and regiments. 
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&IX MAIN I^ATNAN BRANCHES. 
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12tt. Tat in. An a factor which affucta alJ Pathan elomenlei, of whatever 
branch, living in Zhob, the decrease in population of that district by 13,000 must **■ 
be borne in mind. (§43). With regard to the Tarin m particular, the Spin section 

— BMallest of the three Tarm tribes in 
1011 — shows a notable increase of 
37 per cent, and is now second in the 
list above the Tor. This increase, 
however, is more apparent than real 
as in 1011 the Makhiani dan were 
included in the Tor while now they have been shown as among the Spin, 
to which they properly belong. This also accounts for the decrease in the 
former. Unlike most Pathans they are of a comparatively quiet and peaceful 
disposition and are found mainly in Sbft, ig and Sanjawi, Their chief clan — the 
Vancchi — includes various alien elements. The Tor habitat is Sibi, Quetta-Pishiu 
and Loral ai. By far the most important of the Tar in tribe, both tn numbers and 
political signilicance, are the Bor Tarin or Abdul. The preaent ruling family in 
AfghauisUu is from this stock, and the AcbakKai are one of the most prominent 
Pathan tribe.s in the Province, Their decrease is understandable considering the 
drop in the Pathan population all round. They inhabit the Khawaja Amran 
range, on the Afghan border near Chaman, the Toba plateau, and as far as 
Kandahar and Herat tn Afghanistan. 

SMrani, The Shirams, or Maranls as they are also called, are found in the 

. . North East Zhob near the Takht-i- 
1011 IMI yc”*fcnL Suleman and in the Dcra Ismail Khan 
. „„„ ,, district of the North-West Frontier Pro- 

‘ ' ' " vince. The Zhob Shiranb are called 

Bargha and the other Larghu. (Fcr special reasons of decrease see §43.} 

Miana. The Minna branch still left in Baluchistan is a very eiriguous one, 

but shows an increase in all its tribes. 
ThcLuniure found in Duki i the Jafar 
and Zmarai in Mueakhel. All these 
show signs curiously enough of Bnloch 
influence. The Jafar, for instance, speak 
a Jatki dialect among themselves called 
Jafarki, and Baloclu or Pashto to outaiders. 

Ka^L The Kasi are of little importance, their numbers, as can be seen from 
» Virintipn marginal statement, ate few, but they 

iw" «u". are well off owing to the fertility of the 
lands which they hold in the neighbour¬ 
hood of Quetta, where they find profitable 
market for all products. Thek leading men command oonaidcrabic influcuce in the 
surrounding villages. 

Knhir, The Kakars are by far the largest tribe in the Provinco and account 
for about oiie-cighth of its total population. It is hardly to be expected that so 
large a community would show the characteristic of a single tribe and mdeed the 
Kakar can hardly be said to be one. 

They are scarcely even a loose tribal confcfletation, so slight is the connec¬ 
tion between the large clans of which 
they are composed — each clan indeed 
forming really an independent tribe 
in itself. The general habitat of the 
Eakar is Zhob and Loralai. By far 
the largest individual tribe is the 
Sanzarkhel — the most important sec¬ 
tion of which, the Jogmii, provided 
the ^‘Kiiig of Zhob” in the old days 
and still wields some induence in upper 
Zhob. The Uiuuar really belong to the Sanzarkhel of which they arc the 
largest section. After the Sanzarkhel, the next largest tribe are the Soatia 
whose head-quarters ate Quetta-Pishin though some are found in Sibi and a 
small Dumber in Zhob. The Targhara and Sargaia chiedy inhabit Quetta- 
Piahln and the Uindubagh tahsii of Zhob. The Duniara are too small in number 
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to merit attention thejr are found in Shnrig, Banjewi end Uori taLsils. The 
decrease in the Eakar as a whole is due partly to the emigration of a large number 
of them * to Afghanistan some years ago (§43). The federation is, however, 
so scattered over so large an area that it is difhenlt to assign any other 
particular causes for their decrease as a whole beyond the universal ones of iu^ 
fluetua and famine. There was some Targhara emigration to Afghanistan after 
the Afghan War of 1010, and the tribe sudeied mote than most from influenza. 

Pauf. The Fani are even a looser conglomeration tlian the Kakar as might 
be deduced from a consideration of their very scattered areas. The^^ ace found 
in Bibi, Zhob and Loralai, parte of Afghanistan, and also in the North-West Fron¬ 
tier Province. The only tribe, which still retains any connection with the Pani 
nomenclature, is the Bibi Pani. On the other hand, the Pani of Loralai and Zhob 
have — for all practical purposes—-dropped the Pani connection altogether, adopt¬ 
ing separate names and evolving into 
separate tribes. The most impor¬ 
tant of these are the Musakhcl, who 
Inhabit the tahsil of the same name 
in the Loralai District. The iVlan- 
dokhel come next, found chiefly in 
Lower Zhob- The Isot and Zarkun 
are small offshoote of the original Pani 
stock, inhabiting respectively the Musakhel, Kohlu and Duki tahsils. 

liatoch. 

127. While there are many legends as to the origin of the Baloch, all our 
authoritative knowledge of them comes to this; that centuries ago they migrated 
into Baluchistan from Eastern Persia by way of Makran; that they then slowly 
scattered over the Province in two main divisions — Eastern and^ Western; and 
that Anally large numbers of them proceeded further afleld Into Bind and the 
Punjab. In this connection it is interesting to note that there are far more Baloch 

in the latter two provinces than in 

given 
Balu- 
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the one to which they have 

their name. The Baloch of 
chistan are far less homogeneous than 
the Fathan and in many cases — as 
Mr. Bray points out — the term Baloch 
conveys .status rather than race, including os it does tribes like the KLshani, 
Barr and Keuagizal, whose racial claims to be Baloch are at least doubtful. The 
actual increase of the Baloch as a whole is — notwithstanding the marginal state¬ 
ment—somewhat doubtful. Mari-Bi^ti figures, for instance, are always 
suspect, and there is at least a auspiciou that the Bugti Bardar — who, for poli¬ 
tical reasons, was ^rmitted to a certain extent to luake hb own Census — woa 
moved more by feelings of atnour propre and a desire to show that his tribe was 
in no-way inferior to the Maris over the way, than by any mere meticulous 
accuracy as to numbers. The Baloch ate divided into two main territories and 
divisions, Eastern and Western. 

128. Eastatn Boheh. The decrease amongst the Rind and the Magasi, besides 

the general causes of epidemics and 
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famine, is also due — especially in the 
cose of the latter —^ to migration into 
Bind in laige numbers lust at the 
time when the Census was being taken. 
Many of these emigrants must have 
escaped being numbered by us. 
The ^trustworthiness of the Mari and 
Bugti figures has already been com¬ 
mented on in the preceding paragraph 
It is possible also that some of the tribesmen who had really gone to 
Bind were included in our Census by the Tribal Chiefs. The Dombki 
variation is probably due to better methods of enumeration. As for Khetran, 
there is every reason to believe that the menial and dependent classes have — 
with the object of raising their social status —- letumed themselves as veritable

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Khotram. The Eastern Balech have for tlieir areas Baridian, the Mari- 
Bugti Country, and parts of Sibi and Kaohhi including Uombki-Kaheri Country. 

Westeni Btdtick. ‘^he increase in the Western Baloch is mainly due to the 
increase in the Kharan division (§ 29). In IQtl the Census of this area had 

perforce to be carried out in somewhat a 
iiurried and superficial manner. At 
this Census, however, full time could 
be devoted to cnniueratioii which wus 
moreover taken when the inhabitiints had collected for the date harvest. 
^Vinongst the Rakhshauis too — an important elemeut of the Western Baloch — 
many who had migrates! to Afghanistan returned, on account of better condi¬ 
tions, in time to be enumerated. The Western Baloch predomimite in Nushki, 
Ohagai, Western •Saujrani and Atakrau, though here also Brahuls are found, whilst 
Kharau is perhaps as much Brahui as Baloch. 
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129. The Brahui origin is practically nnttaccahle; it is not oven clear whether 
they came from the West — from Persia like the Baloch, or from the East — in 
which case they would have brought their Uravidian language with them. At 
any rate once settled in Baluchistan, with Kalat as their capital, they had to 
hold their own against the other inhabitants, Pathau, Baloch, Jatt, etc., and a 
Brahui military confederacy gradually arose. In course of time, however, as a need 

for such a coufedemey decreased, par¬ 
ticularly after the British occupation 
of the Province, the ties that held them 
together loosened one by one, dis¬ 
integration set in, and at the present 
day the Brahui are less homogeneous 
than e\^en the Baloch. in fact in many cases the latter would seem to 
have absorbed elements of the former, who— when it suits — return themselves 
as Baloch instead of Brahui. SuHicient sigus of distiutegration indeed were 
apparent in lOli for Mr. Bray to write: — 
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Taking one thing mth another, 1 am forced to the l^gcctfuT conclusion that unless the 
many disintograting ii^tioncea are arrested and some counter influence, such as the purging 
and stTBOgthoning of the Jirga systcii], speedily arises to put new life into tribal aud racial 
unity, the Brahui tribes have aeon their brat days, and that the Brahui race is doomed in the 
future, let us hope the very distant future, to absorption into aome more virile community.” 


The maiginal hguros, however, indicate that during the decade the process 
of diaintegration has certainly not been actively at work. It is true that the 
Brahnia aa a whole have declined but this decrease is distinctly less than that of 
the Pathaus, and can he attributed to inQuemca, famine and migration, while the real 
Brahui stock'—the Brahui nucleus -shows an actual increase. With regard to migra¬ 
tion it should be noted that this occurred not only in the direction of Sind (§ 62) but 
also of Persia where our Ea.st Persian Cordon oncred employment to targe number 
of camel owners. This was specially the case with regard to the Sara wan and 
Jhalawan tribes who at the time of the Census were working in Seistan, etc., with 
Camel Transport. The Jhalawan Nicharis, for imtance, who are nearly all cameh 
men, pcovid^ a large proportion of these temporary emigrants. The increase 
of the Miscellaneous can — in part at any ratev^he attributed to the fact that 
numbers of Brahuis in Las Bela and other adjacent areas did not cetnm their 
particular tribes and were therefore classified under the general term of " Brahuis”. 

The Brahui strongholds are Sarawau aud Jhalawan, though they are also found 
in Nushki, Quetta, Chagai and a few in Western Banjram. In Kharan they are 
more numerous than the Baloch, and have some foot-hold in Makrau. 

130. The Brahui nucleus — the Brahuis of Brahuis—b composed of those staboi 
tribes who by common consent are acknowledged to bo descended from the ori¬ 
ginal and true Brahui stock. The other clans are considered to be descendants 
Irom outsiders who — in the old times, and for various reasons — allied them¬ 
selves with the Brahuis. As time went on, however, these allies became more imper- 
tent than the ortgmal Brahuis and have gradually Overshadowed them both in num¬ 
bers and politicid importance, with the ejcception-in the latter respect-of the ruling 
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fAmily of tLc Ahmadzai. This lattor small but aelect community has increased 
largely during the decade. Some of this increase may be put down as natural, 
but most of it can probably be attributed to the dependant of this community 

in Quetta-Pishin returning them¬ 
selves as Ahmadzai. The same 
cause is at work among the lltazab, 
many of whose dependants have un¬ 
doubtedly returns themselves as 
litazais with a view to raising their 
social status. The decrease of the 
Mir^vari, Kamhrari and Gurgnari 
is due to migration to Sind, the 
last named of these being peculiarly 
liable to the effect of famine in shape of migration as they are but poorly 
off and possess little or no fertile land. The increase of the Sumalari^a 
nomadic tribe—is due to emigration from across the Afghan border to Sarawan 
in search of better grazing, etc. That of the Kalandrari may be partly attributed 
to the Meugals of Jhalawan returning themselves as Kalandrari, The Firrikaris 
formerly placed under miscellaueous were—^at this Census—amalgamated with 
the Kodenis, which naturally sends the latter's figures up. 
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L3L. The term Lasi merely indicates an inhabitaut of Las Bela and has 
therefore a territorial rather than a racial meaning. At the same time not all 

the inhabitants of Las Bela can call 
themselves Lasi which strictly speak¬ 
ing is confined to the Panj ftaj, or the 
five chief communities noted in the 
margin. Each of these fi^ve conununities 
is theoretically equal, the Jamot being 
merely primw^ int^ jtares by reasou 
of the fact that it supplies the ruling 
passing of time other outside elements have joined 
'*Lasi Nucleus”—as the original live communities may 
be called—^nd the Lasi arc now a somewhat heterogeneous oonglomeratbn. 
Among themselves the Lasi have various legeitds of au iVrabian or^in—like 
most of the otW Baloch races to whom the glamour of Arabia seems 
irresistible. The Eunjha, on the other hand, lay claim to lUjput descent. It 
is Imposalble to say how much basis—if any—of real fact lies at the back of 
these legends. The Lasi decrease has been caused by influenza, famine and 
migration which causes were discussed in chapter one (§ 48) when considering the 
general decrease in population all over Las Bela State. Only the Angaria show 
an increase due to their more settled aud prosperous conditions w'hich make them 
less liable to migration.

13^. The Jatt do not occupy a particularly high position In the social tribal 
the term Jatt or Joi^al bavmg a somew'hat contemptuous significance 
in the Province, Their origin, though vague, is presumamy ludiau. Unlike 

the Jat — with whom of course they 
lull iuai must not be confused — they are nearly 

all cultivators and good cultivators 
^1’* at that. Notwithstanding their snb- 
' ‘ ” ordiuate position to their Brahui 

overlords they have a certain pride and self-respect of their own, and many 
of them are fine up-standing individuals. The Brahui men take the Jatt 
women to wUe; though a Brahui wotnau rarely marries a Jatt man. They are 
most numerous in the Kachbi, and after that iu the Blbi District and then the 
Dombki-Kaheri country, iSorae are also found in Liu Bela. The drop iu the 
indigenous population is duo to inUuensa and migration to Bind on account of 
famine. The increase amongst the aUens is due to the immigration of Jatt from 
the Punjab aud Bhid, for tem[ioxary employment iu Camel, Bullock and otber 
transport corps.

That this deetease has not heen greater 
ia due to their better matenal conditions 
which enobled them to withstand the 

Mm ^ effects of tjic above visitation. They are 
not much given to migration and nre 
not so easily forced into it by scotcity as their neighbours. 

134. The term Dehwar is a descriptive one^—a variation perhaps of Dehkan— 

VAriaiion villages 

]»Dr«rnt. lit Opposition to nomads. In ongin 
they are very heterogeneous people. 
Sonic—like the Zliarkhcl—clainiing 
to be Pathan, others—such as the Hotizai—^to be Baloch ; and others — 
the Saulai—to be Brahui. Their name implies a Persian origin and they them- 
selves speak a fiort' of bastard Persian, being the only one of our indigenous people 
to do so ; though the semi-indigenous Hazaras also speak that tongue. Ttiey 
are chiefly found in Sarawan, ’where they are divided into two main communi¬ 
ties in Kalat and the Mastung Yalley. They arc n peaceful and la-n' abiding race 
and hard working cultivators. While the main causes of their decrease arc the 
universal ones of famine and the influenza, it must also he noted that there is a 
tendency amongst the Dchwar to return themselves as Brahui in order to gain 
a superior social status. ^ 

135. The Jle<l—as Mr. Bray says — may lie the Med of the Arab cbroniclers, siri. 

or the Ichthyophagoi of Alexander's 

time. Fishermen by profession

life and origin the Med is not 'wnlhout honour in bis own country, and in 
Los Bela is regarded aa a Khaiiwada, a man of respectable family.

have small communities of these useful .Tacks-of-albtrades attached to them, 
offering tliem protection in return for their services. And this protection is n 
real one; for inatance the blood money for a murderefl Lori is far higher than that 
for an ordinary triliesraan. In Makran—where he leads an independent exis¬ 
tence uncontrolled by any tribal ties—the Lori is in his clement, ami it was from 
one of these “wandering men” that Mr, Bray got the following epitome of the 
gipsy’s life ;— 

“ Wanderers wo were bora, ■wauderew we live, and wandercTS wc shall die. Whoa our 
bellies are full, we pray. When our bellies are empty, we cheat—for are we not ibe rightfal 
aliarers in the food and the drink of you all t No birthplace nor home nor buryiag'ground is 
oum. Our birth Is in the jungle and the desert. Tlie deseii and the jungle arc our home and 
our grave,” 

137. Though the Jat sometime-s claims to Iw Baloch, the latter indignant-^*'' 
ly deny any relationship 'which is not surprising considering the indifferent re¬ 
putation the former have, and the very lowly position which they ocrupy in the 

tribal social scale. They have, how¬ 
ever, had a long connection with the 
Baloch to whom—as the camcI-man 
and camel-owner par crccf/e«oc of 
Baluchistan—they are extremely useful. Amongst them.selves they have 
little or no tribal cohesion, and their sense of solidarity rarely goes outside the 
family. Without the spirit for crime on a large scale they arc expert pilferers. 
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camel lifters and trackers. Tlieir search for graTing for their animals forces them 
to be continually on their move. In 1920-21 they viwted East Persia with their 
camels in large nuinbets where they were employed on transport work on the 
East Pei^an COrdon. This temporary emigration at the very time that our 
enumeration iivas in progress, as well as the fact that—like other communities of 
low degree—they endeavour to improve their status by trying to amalgamate 
themselves with superior tribal units, such as the Maris and Bugtis, accounts 
partly for their decrease, to say nothing of influenza and famine.

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139. The hgur^ for indigenous Hindus and Sikhs were discussed—as far 
as any discussion is possible—in chapter IV, and there is nothing to be added 

under this heading here. Some in¬ 
dication was also given as to certain 
aspects of local Hinduism. A few 
remarks, however, on the subject of 
old Hindu families who form the 
indigenous Hindu population may not lie out of place here. These old fami¬ 
lies have been domiciled in ^hc country so long that they have almost as much 
right to be considered mdigenous as the tribesmen themselves. The Hindus of 
Kalat town may indeed bo far more indigenous, since they claim descent from 
the ancient Sewa dynasty that niled Kaiatlong before the Brahuis came to Balu¬ 
chistan. Others identify themselves with the old legends of the Baloch and aver 
that they came ivlth the latter from far*off Aleppo. ,\I1 indications, however, 
point to much nearer countries of origin : — the Indian provinces of the Punjab 
and Sind. Some may have come froni more distant parts of India and few per¬ 
haps by way of Afghanistan. But however diverse may have been the places 
of origin and the dates of their migration, the local effect of a common environ¬ 
ment has been to^ turn them into a more or leas homogeneous community. The 
object of their migration, as usual with Hindu movements, was trade, and it is 
in the useful capacity of shop-keepers that they take their place in the tribal 
organisation. In the olden days ranking loiver than the lowest of the dependants 
they remained Hubject to various restrictions, but were on the other hand pro¬ 
tected by their tribal masters. The restrictions are now a thing of the past but 
the pTotectioii remains, the Hindu—like that other useful individual the Lori 
(§136)—being inviolate in tribal warfare. Unlike the Lori, however, the Hindu 
Bania is generally well off, or reputed to be so, and his immunity does not cover 
him from the risks of casual raiding and robbing. The Indian Panchayat atill 
functions amongst local Hindu Communities. Ten years ago Mr. Brav noted 
that these indigenous institutions were on the wane as a consequence of the setting 
up of courts throughout the country, and also owing to a new spirit of individuiib 
isiii which was growing up in the country ^nerally, lending men to make light 
of old ties and cu-stoms. He addwl that official support would doubtless restore 
to these indigenous liodies their former usefuJne.<!s. The local indiience of the 
P.'iiichrtvat seems on the whole to have increased during the decade specially in 
Centres where there are large Hindu communities. Except in Quetta, and per¬ 
haps one or two other big centres, where the infiuence of the orthoclox Hindu 
aliens has been at work, little movement, during the decade in the direction of 
orthoflojfv has lieen made by the indigenous Hindn.‘i who — cut off from the out¬ 
side^ w*orkl — ^.still care, anrl know very' little, alwiit that most important Hindu 
institution, caste. Most of them are undoubtedly Aroras ; a few possibly are 
Khatris, The Bhatia of Las Bela may possibly be Rajput. But in general os 
long as a man is a Hindu, this is considered sufficient for ordinary every day inter- 
conrse. In matters of marriage, however, they arc endogamous within their 
own rnaitt castes and wdthin the circle of their own old families. In matters of 
religious manners and customs their beliefs and practices are coloured by the 
influence of the Islamic majority amongst whom tliey live (§ 72). Infant marriage 
amongst the indigenous Hindus appears to be very rare. In the old daya girla 
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were married off between ttie ages of twelve and eighteen. This somewliat high 
average may have fAllen offpf recent years, but probably still remains higher 
than ainon^ the alien HinrTus of the Province, or nmongst thooe in the rest of 
Tmlia. It ia in the matter of widow marriage that tJie indigenous Hindiia show 
their most pronouncwl unorthodoxyj as this practice is more or less prevalent through- 
out the country to a greater or leas degree. A few cases of divorce even have l^n 
known. Ten years ago in a forecast of the future tendencies of indigenous Hin¬ 
duism, Mr. Bray was of the opinion that with the rise of ortho<loxy caste restric¬ 
tions^ would l>e resuscitated, suh-castes would Ijccome strictly endogamous, the 
marriage age woukl lie lowered and widow re marriage almndonwl. As far as 
can Ite seen, however, there liaa been Jiltlc ]>ractical change during the decade in 
the religious or sucud practices of the olil Hindu families,

HO. Owing to the local conditions caste — except amongst the old Hindu 
families, and even here oul^ to a very minor degree — plays no part, with the indi¬ 
genous people of the province. Our main considcratioir therefore is confincfl to 
tribe and race. There ate three chief indigenous riiccs in Baluchistan; Pathati, 
Bidoch and Brahui. The Patbans anti Brahuis show a decrease during the decade 
wtiich w!w only to l>e expected considering the ^neral drop in the population of 
the province (§39). The Baloch show a slight increase, but this rise is suspect 
owing to the doubtful nature of some of the figures on which this calculation is 
basofl. ^ The Pathans are divided into six main branebea, all of which except 
the miiinportant Miana show a decrease of varying percentagea. The Baloch 
are dividwl into two main sections, Eastern and Western. The former show a 
decraoM, the latter an increase, mainly due to a rise in the population of one single 
area, Khar an. The rise in tliis area is as much due to better enumeration as to 
iinj' other factor. Ten years ago Mr, Bray proplxesied the gradual absorption 
of the Brahui race into some more virile community. A decade is of course not 
a sufficiently extenrled ™ricHfi by which to judge a movement such as this, and 
the of decay may ^ at work under the surface, bat our present figures do 
not indiento any such disiutegrotion so far—rather the reverse if anything. Of 
the minor trilies and races, the two most imimrtaut are the La-si and" Jatt, both 
showing a d^rea^. Others are Sayydds, the Dehwar, Med, I^ri and Jat—the 
last two being gipsies and camel-men respectively of lialuchistun—and the in¬ 
digenous Hindus. All except the lost named show decrease—mostly considerable. 
Tn this connection it must be remembered that there is a general tendency 
throughout the Province for the inferior tribes to return themselves as one of the 
three tnniu races in order to better their social status. It may bo noted that 
there are no 'depressed classes^ among the indigenous population of the pro¬ 
vince ; but among the aliens there are to be found sweepers (4,398), dhobis 
and similar castes which in some of the Indian Provinces are classed as 
Depressed.*’

1. The AAino " t^awinelah ” is Applii^ to all tliose nvigmtory tribofi who cbnie down to 

British territory at tho begiuuing of tho cold weather, rcturimig tu the Sntnino ftp|ironche8 
to the highlands of Afghaiiiatan, Isnowni as the Khurasan. From time imiucmoriul, the I'aw in- 
da hs have traded between India and KJiurasun, They bring down long strings of camels laden 
witli the goods of Afgiianistan and carry back, in exchange, the prodoco of Hindustan and the 
manuhwsturcs of Many of the poor Pawindaha, instead of trading, engage in the io<?*l 

carrying trade in the Dctajat, while others aubaist on the prohta which they derive from their 
dockt and herds. The Fawindahn may be roughly divided into three classes; _ 

(1) Those who bring their familiar and establish tbemsetveii in fixed camping grouads 
known OB Hrw (camp villages), a portion perhaps going off to trade; 

(3) Those who come down with caravans but without their families, and who 

have no fixed camping ground ; and 

(3) Those who have no bdongingB and who come down os labooreis. 

These latter are known by tho name of ‘ charm ' * folk. They wander abdut, liouietimrt 
in gawp, sometimes in twos and threes, ihrongh the towns and viihigoB of iho Dcrajat and 
Administered arena of Beluchistau. They are remiy for rough work of any sort, such ns stone- 
broabng, foad-nmkmg. clearing jungle (frufimari) and any sort of job where energy and streneth 
are more necessary than professional skiil. They are industrious and ecoiioidcal saving all 
they can cam to take back with them to Afghanistan, and subsisting while here/maiii]? on 
what they gam by begging in the evenings after the day's work is over. 

2. The Ohilrai tribes ana said tg bo dosceodants of Brubim or Ibrahim and Tonin Torau 
had four sons after whom are known the Nasar, Kharot, Tokhi and llotek Thu six tribea 
deacendod from Brahim ore; Musakhel, Ishak, Tarak, Andur, Ahmadzai and Isap The 
descendants of Isnp were Sulemon (the progenitor of the Snlomaakhol) and Ali. The mam 
branches of the Snleman Khels are the Sultan Khcl, Saras an-l Taisat Khd, while the tribes, 
who have descended from Ali, arc the Minzais, Moslikhel and x usafkhcL 

Some say that tho Nasara, Hotaks, and abo Shinwars' a; o dir^tly descended from Toran ‘ 
othort, however, deny this and say tJiat they and otkertiibc: luenlionod above arctlie dmeendl 
mite of Gor Badshah'a sou. The story though possibly, • if not probably— false is interest- 
mg and IS as lollow^a :— 

“ Gor Badslmb’s son is said to have entered Hindustan a»d to have abducted a 

Bluttenni woiiiau of good family wJio bci'amo pregnuut. Ho was puiuiiLil and seized 
by the outraged relatives, and when on the point of being killi^d by them, stated that 
he was a pn^ and the son of Gor Bodshali. A ‘ iblackHmitb) and a dwm 

(mnusticl)^ had accompanied the prince on hia travels and these wore sent bpek with 
the latter s signet ring to Gor, while the prince was kept os hostage. Tliey obtained 
the required attestation, but on their return demanded the two daughterst of the prince 
m tnarnage as the price of their attestation. The prinpe woa forced to agree and the 
descendants of these are said to be from the ‘ pusA * the Kusars and the Hotaks ■ 
and from the ' dura ' the Alaikhel and Dotonis.’' ^ ' 

Bince the occupation of the Zhob and Loralai districts, we have been brought more and 
more into intimate ruJatiomship with these tribes, who, during the winter months enter British 
Inilia in great numbera, some occupying and grazing their flocks, camels etc. over the tract 
known os Zurmolan, othera lo the wmth of tho Gomal river, and otliem again in tho Daman 
(Derajat) and parts of the Lorabi district. Many of these also come down as labourers into 
Zhob, Loralai and the North-West Froalier Province districts. Many otliera of the well to do 
daas t^e oil over India and there is hurdiy a big city in India ahere theoe men may not he 
found in the cold weather, some indeed having found their way os far os Australia.

Tiro Pawindah trilK». who generally come periodicdly from Afghnnistan to India nto tho 
Nasarx (inchiding tho fiiiam and the Makkhcl], Khnrot or Kharoti, 8u1eiimnkhd, 

Shin war, Niassi, Mithi, Kundi, Taraki, Tokhi, Andar and Dautant. Of these who enter the 
Zhob district an their way from Afghanistan to Dora Tsmail Khan and batfk arc tho Nnaar, 

Kharot, Sliiiiwar, Oautaoi and Suleman Khel. The Kherot ‘ and Shinwar come in small 
numbeia, and from Zhob they pass on to Kako] Daman in the Musakhel and Duki, wJicto 
they gmro their flocks and engage in labour; some of the Kharot pass thniir aiotor in the Lunlai 
district. The Dsutani and Suleman KIicl graze their flocks during the winter nionliis in the bills 
in tho vicinity of H^hnl Kot, Mir Ali KJiel, Gui Kachli, Husaini Nika and Kuchuiiiia in tho 
Fort Baodeman tahsil, where they pay the graaing tai {(imt). A few of them go to the Punjab 
for labour, but the majority of them romaia with their famiiics in the Fort Sandeiuau tahsiL 

3. During the cold weather of 1077*78 an enuincrutton of tho Pnwindalis, who entered jipjiretliuBte 
tho Deraj at tli rough the passes, was tuado, and it wns found that they numbered 70,403

They wore again onumcrated in ISTB-TO when their number was found to bo 77,676, Tho 
Census of ISSO'Sl showed that the total nninber of Pawindohs tu tho Detn leuiail Klian district 
was 49,392, mates 28,526, females 16,449. 


Khan Bahadur Ahmad Shah Khan, Zangi Khel, Nasar, who has permanently settled in 
the Pishin talisil, tells mo that ainco 1877-78 the number of Pawindaha who migrate periodi¬ 
cally, must have oonsideEably increased, sutd in this ho is aupportod by Kha n Sahib Pir filubam- 
mad Khun, Andsr, of Qnetta and Malik Muhammad Karim, Kharot. Khan Sahib Pir Muham- 
mad Rluinsays that though a considerable number of Iitaikhel,Miuni,Kimdi and Uautani have 
acquired land in Afghan territory, taken to apiculture and adopted a more settled life, the 
number of ckirra folk who come to British territory for labour has enormously tnoroosed.'

The Census Keport of the North-West Frontier l*rovmco for the year lOll shows that the 
total number of Pathans in that Provlneo was 846,183 (males 440,500, females 395,603) of 
whom 42,480 (males 26,269, females 16,271) ahowod Alghauistan as tbeir birth piece. In 
Table Xlll of the Report (costa, tribe, race or nationality) the various Pawindah tribes do not 
seem to have been shown separately, and have been lumped under Ghiisai, wluwe total numti^T 
was 30,011 (mates 17,163, fomolcis 13,448). The Kiasi (moles 3,235, females 3,121, total 6,406) 
an<l the Shinwar (males 1,033, females 456, total 1,489) only hove been shown’ separately. 
The Ghilzais were distributed over the following dL^trictaPeshawar—moles 4,170, 

2,814; Kohat—males 511, fomalcs 326; Bannu—malia 2,043, females 1,363; Dera Ismail 
Khan—moles 10,231, females 8,882; and taaus-Frontior postar-males 208. feiDale!i 33. At 
tho recent Census (March 1921) tho total number of PawLndahs recorded in tho North-West 
Frontier Province was 19,604, males 11,079, fomoios 8,525, of whom 2,634 (males 2,096, 

508) were enumerated in Peshawar and 17,670 (males 9,053, females 8,017) m Doro lamail 
Khan. Tho details by trihea are not available. Tho totd number of Ghilsais enumerated in 
tbo Districts in Baluclilstaa in 1920-21 was 9,462

4. The value of their import and export trade wm, in 1677-78, estimated atfe, 21,97,000 
and 19,07,000 respectively. The principal articlea of import ■were: dried fruits (7,00,000), 
madder (6,00.000), raw rilks (5,00,000). wool (1,60,000), drugs (1,02.000) j and the exports in¬ 
cluded in^o (6,00,000), cotton goo^ (11,60.000) and tea (1,00,000), 

The value of the exports from Deni Ismail Khan in 1911-12 was Ha, 8,03,971, and the 
imports during the same year amounted to Rs. 7,64,942. During 1020-21 the exports amounted 
to Rs. 76,00,476 and imports to Be. 61,26,711. 
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CHAPTER XH, 


OCCUPATION. 


Statuiical data. 
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XLIV 


141. Tn conaiderliijf the local figurea lor Occupation we are faced with difB- 
cultiea of a similar nature to those met with in some of the previous chapters, 
difficulties connected with the peculiar nature of the Baluchistan population and 
ita sharp division into aliens and indigenous. Where W'e have the requisite figures 

■’_^ with the fonner^—the population is in a small minority and of a purely arti¬ 

ficial nature, and wliere we nave the really natural people of Baluchistan—as with 
the latter—our figures are often meagm in the extreme. With regard to occupa¬ 
tion, it must he remetnbeied that it is only in advanced Western communities, 
and in Eastern communities in which the sptem of caste under one gui.se or 
another is wide-spread, that speciallr-ation of labour is found. Now* in the Pro¬ 
vince caste is practically unknown §124), and the indigenous population is 
primitive. Primeval man is the perfect Jack-of-all-trade,s r his own bulcher, 
baker, carpenter, blacksmith, house-build or. boat builder mid so forth. The 
Baluchistan tribeji have, of course, advanced beyond the state of primeval man, 
but they have not yet reached that stage where special!Eation begins to make 
its influence sorously felt. Tn the course of a year a local triWman may gain 
his livelihood in a dozen different ways. He cultivates his own patch o' land, 
lends a hand to cultivate the land of his richer neighbour in return for a payment 
in kind, works as a c^ual labourer on the railway, caPs himself a ‘Jainadar* 
and provides road coolies for a labour contractor, indulges in a small trading ven¬ 
ture down to Sind, and—with the proceeds—buys a few camels and hires them 
out for Government or other tTan.sport, He himself, if asked, will say that he 
is a Zamin^r—t'hh being the most aristocratic of local professions but from ihe 
Census point of view what occupation does he follow ? 

142. Apin our Tribal Cenatia—as already explained—wa^i on a family, not “'1'^,'“'' 

individual, basis, (§7) and we were therefore compelled to deduce the^" 

occupation o'" the various members of the familiei from the occupat'on of 'ho 
head of the household except in certain cases where we used special means to as- 
certam details of specialized occupations. A.s regards males, probably our tribal 
enumeration produced on the whole as accumte results as would have bwn ob- 
tamed by an mdividual Census. Once we know the particulars regarding the 
head of the family we were able to make a fairly shrewd guess at the correspond¬ 
ing information regarding the other members of the family on the male siile, 

(|7) Children, whether boys or girls, we liave been safe in treating as 
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depenclaiits on the main occupation of the hear! of fhc family. There Temaiiiod, 
however, the women. Of the tribal w^ouian it was noted in ihe 1911 Report r— 

“In theory nhe h&n no oecupation nt at!; she is a mere depend imt on the family into which 
she WM bom or into which she ho« married. In nctnnl factaho U one of the hardest workera 
in the family though most of her work la hoaaehotd drudgery and other lowly labour that the 
tribesman considers beueatb bis dignity.*' 

If for instance, it is the man w*ho plouj^hs the soil,sows the seed and waters 
the crops it is the woman who assists in the reaping and tlireshing. and whose 
special duty is the grinding of the daily com, and the making of the daily bread. 
Amongst the nomads the flocka and herds are the man's .special care, white the 
woman pitches the tent, milks and chums. Wliether nomad or villager, the 
woman is the universal hewer of wood and drawer of water. In without licr 
the tribesman's life would not be worth living, and apart from other considera¬ 
tions it is no wonder that there are so few indigenous bachelors in the Province 
(§96), At the swne time ask a trihe.sman to enumerate the workers in his 
household and ho will only give the number of full gro^vn men declining to dignify 
hw women folk with tlie title of workers, though she probably often works a good 
deal harder than ho doea, and the diflicultj' rcinains as to how—from tlie (.'ensns 
point of view — to classify thb niaid-of-all-work. 
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143, Clonsidering all the local circumstances the safest procedure tvould seem 
to he to follow the example of the 1911 Report and to consider more the uumljer 
of iiuUvidimls supported fiy the various ot^upations than the actual muuber of 
workers. A glance at the marginal statement shows one satisfactory feature not 
iitways found in this Report ; the figures in 1921 confirm those oi 1911. TJie 

ovenvhclming part plaj'cd by Agricul¬ 
ture is at first sight surprising. Balu- 
ehbtan calls up a picture of a pasto a1 
mther thqn an agricultural country and 
in Chapter HI the nomadic nature of the 
population was emphasized. Here we 
fmd only 7 per cent, of the population— 
little more titan tliat supported by in¬ 
dustry—^were noniinaHy clependant on 
Fast^e. The tmth is of course that— 
appointed out in the first }>aragraph of 
this chapter—tlie average tribesman is a 
Jack-of-all.trades, and though he may 
really be more nomarl than agriculturist, as well as doing a dozen odd jobs l>e.sidea, 
he prefer.'! to return himself ns M.alilr (liandlord) as being most respectable of 
loccd occupations. The indigenous agriculturist is often parHy nomadic too 
and a glance at Tmperia* Table XVfM will show the large place filled by pasture 
as a secondar}' occupation to agriculture. The position of Industry on ou" list 
is somewhat misleading until one analyses the local nature of tliis (ictmpation. 
In the o'dinary sense of the word the Frovinee is the very opposite of iudustrhd, 
m Imperial Table XXII wilt show, and our occupations are chiefly made up of 
weavers Kfirez diggers moslly niulzai Pathansl carpenters blacksmiths grain 
parchers, butebers, woo! spiuners. cotrim weavers, boot makers, tailors dyers, 
barbers, scavengers, and other liutnlile pursuits of a like nature. These occupa 
tions in the towns are fi''ed mostly by aliens. In the trilial villages the work of 
many of ihese occupations (butchers, bakers, washermen, etc.) is carried out by 
each homsehold for itself, either by memliers of family or by the tribal dependants. 
Tlii.s combined with the village blacksmith and caipenter, and the import¬ 
ation of a few' necessaries such as mill-made cloth, suffices for the simple 
village needs. A few of the more highly developed industries for supplying the 
needs of the alien population exist, but they arc as yet on a smaU .sca.le, and of 
the amall number wbicb follow’ them only a still smaller proportion are from the 
indigenous population. The numl^er cugageil in Adminfstrabcm may seem ralher 
large in a Fro vines; so lightly a< I ministered as Ihi'iichistan Init the vei^ fact that 
it is tightly adminiatcret,!. ami that the pople themselves do take part in their 
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own government nnflet the Rainlornsn policy of liome-mTe, i.e,r the gradiul paci¬ 
fication of the frontier by the frontier triheswen themacives, accounts for this 
apparent anomaly. The bulk of the Afiministration figitTCs are auppUwI by the 
levy corps, district levies, police and the army. Trade in the large centres and 
for the more complicated needs of the aliens is niostly in the hands of alien 
Hindns, while tlie indigenoua Ilindns (§13!>) fulfil the same function in the 
villages and for the tribal communities. A decade ago, Transport supported 
slightly few'cr individuals than trade; now it supports the same number. I'his 
will hardly surptific any one with any ciqierienec of HalucliiRtan—the land 
of the camel *'—os Mr. Bray calls it. Indeed the wonder is that the proportion of 
transport w'orkers is not larger still, llailweys in the Province are few and fat 
between, and animal transport—whether pack in t he shnjrc of camels or on wheela 
in til at of bullock carts—is very largely used. Domestic Service is chiefly made 
up of tribal followers which accounts for the somewhat large figures under this 
head. Labour is represented niainly by the unskilled variety of lalwiirers who ' 
have not specified their exact ocenpattan. A small pToportion of skilled labour 
is enrployed by the ATilltaTy Works, Railways and other toclimeal departments. 
Members of the Professions are not numerous in the Province, their composi¬ 
tion can be seen in Imperial Table X’\'1I. The remaining 2 per cent, is made 
up by the others composed of fisliermen, miners, beggars, etc. 

144. The marginal statement serves at any rate one useful purpose; it confirms

been shown under domestic service. The occupational figures for tribal depen¬ 
dants in 1911 are not availaldc, but it appears that only a portion of these were 
then entered under domc-^tic service, the rest lacing shown as following the occupa¬ 
tion of the heads of their families. The increase of labour in the State.'! is due to 
the scarcity and famine conditions prevailing in tlie last years of the decade which 
compelled a uumher of agriculturists to tarn to other means of livelihood. In the 
Districts agriculture and pasture show a decrease. These are tlie occupations 
chiefly depetided upon by tne indigeTiou.s popiilal ion who Tverc mainly affected hy 
inflnen 7 .a and famine. The other oceupations are palronified by aliens whose 
mimher—varying from year to year throughout the Province—^ha.s risen coiwider- 
ahly during the decade tinder review (§4fi). 

Amt/t/Hiii of Cftfe/ Oeciipaffotm. 

145. Before analysing the figures in the subjoined statement it must be ex¬ 
plained that—like so many of our statistic.'^- they cannot be taken exactly at their 
face value. Tlie picture called up by a Non-cultivating landlord as the owner of 
a considerable estate on t he produce of ivliich he lives at his ease is far from 
the truth as regards Baluchistan. Tt might he dilficiilt in fact to find a trilwsman 
Yvithout some diminutive plot of land of his own from which to take the digni^’’ 
of d/nfijE*. But lie is hy no means entirely—or jwrhaps, even mainly—dependant 
on it. Ills chief means of livelihood as already pointed out, may be something 
quite difTerent—sheep, camels, or itinerant trade, and these being the more 
profitable he finds it economical to get a neighltour, perhaps oven poorer t.han 
liimsclf. to relieve him of the trouble of attending to it. There are, it is true, a 
few laiidowTiCTS whose estates are in reality too In^e for them to attend to them' 
selves, and who therefore leitse their property —or at any rate some of it—to

general decrease in the Province, whether 
as a whole or for Difitricts and States* 
(§39), t he latter showing a decrease under 
every heading except for dome~stic 
(service, labour indefinite ami others. The 
chief causes for decrease are emigration 
and infiuenxa. There has possibly also 
been some change of occupation from 
agrienlture and pasture to tron^oit and 
labour. Tho increase in dom<»tic service 
is due in part—at any rate—to the fact 
tiiat tribal followers this time have all 
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tenantA; ‘but tliese are in o .stnall minority. The same remarks apply to our next 
class, GaltiTatiDg Landlords and Tenants, -who also depend ki^ly for their 
livelihood on non-agrieultural pursuita. For instance, about one-fourth of this 
class of actual workers have also returned themselves as dependants on animals, 
cither as breeders or drivers. Only the flgttrcs for Farm and Field Labourers are 
free from exf^^;gcration, and indeed probably err in the opposite diFCCtioD since they 
do not tnke into account the nomads who wander from one harvest to another and 
add to their pastoral eamin^s by assisting at the reaping. The hguies for the 
two Tcmaining occupations Market Gardening and Fomtry may be taken as 
substantially correct. The latter includes Forest Officers, Kangers, Guards, Wood¬ 
cutters aiul Firewood collectors. 
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Viewing agriculture as a whole we see there has been a drop of more than 
2&,000 owin^ to the general decrease of population m the Province. In 1911 the 
non-cultivating landlords represented 14 per cent, of the total amculturalists; in 
1921 they had dropped to 11, many of them having been forced by famine condi¬ 
tions to dispen^ with labourers and till their property themselves. By far the 
greater |>roportion of the agriculturalists comes under the head of cultivating 
landlords and tenants; 84 per cent, of the total in 1911 and 88'7 in 1921. Pro¬ 
bably this rise is due to a portion of non-cultivating landlords during the decade 
being forced to become cultivating landlords. 

The minor occupations show a drop from 2 per cent to *6 per cent. This decrease 
is due to the general conditions mentionctl above, famine which compelled 
those following these oroupations, to turn to other, indefinite labour for example 
as a means of livelihood. ‘ ' 


The marginal figures and the other live stock statistics iLserl in this chapter 
I all. »£»ii. ViuiaiMMi. were^ collected under the circumstances 

pjoujehg , . 7(i.i>24 —11,607 detailed ctsewliere (MO). The decrease in

considering the conditions of famine and drought wliich prevailed in the Province 
towards the end of tlie decade. Owing to the War too there was a demand for 
cattle which were consequently sold away out of the Province. With regard to 
ploughs, the natural tendency of the bdigenoiis peasant is to state not the number 
of ploughs which he has imt those actually in use. Buffaloes arc of course not indi¬ 
genous to Baluchistan, except in parte of the Sibi and Loralai districts and in 
Kachhi. In other places they are chiefly imported from Sind or the Pimiab for 
daWy pm po.^eft. ^ 


14G. In the 1911 Report when dealing with pa.storalism Mr, Bray remarked;_ 

“ Not only is agrinilmre mSag in piiLlic cstiraatioD, peace under out rule is enabling it to 
encroach on the old pastoral life more and more every day. Were the natural conditiona of 
tfio country really favourable (and the fact tJiat there are not 500 mills in the conntiy is a 
suggestive commeataty on tins point}, the change would lu* rapid enough. But the supply 
of perennial water is limitiKl and a very large amount of the cnlturable land is deiiendent on 
flood or wholly on rain,,.If rain-crop b all the land a family possesses, it is hopeless to 
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rely entirely on so precdTiotiB o boutco oI livelihood ; ond tho petty land holder of the coiiotry 
ia also always an owner of floeka and hunJa.” 

These remarks are equally true today. The Province has an extremely small 
Kkiiifall (§ 3i) and there are no sijKns that its sufqdy of perennial water has 
in any way increased durinjii the decade—rat he i than reverse. AVhile sucli condi¬ 
tions exist, there is an obvious limit to the extent to which agriculture can replace 
pasture. 
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Pastoral iiim os ti whole bIiows a deureaao of o¥or 31,1)00 incJivkluals—iuclud- 
inc actual workers and their dependatits hcIuo to Ijilluenza, faroiuG lind coo* 
sequent migration, the latter factor of course being iieculiarly opcnitive in connec¬ 
tion with paatoralista. Turning to groups we fiinl that of the total number sup¬ 
ported by pasture, ‘2 per cent were Cattle and Buffalo Breedeia in lUn , and 10 
per cent in 1921. This increase is presumably due to the greater demand for 
cattle from outside the Pixiviuce already moutioued. Sheep and Gout Breeders 
repesented 85 per cent m 1011 but only es in 1921, u natural decrease concomitant 

with the decrease of sheep and goats. 

No hgures for these latter animals were 
taken in 1911 but. considering the adverse 
conditions prevailing from 1918 to 1921, 
it may be sirfely ussuined that a decrease 
has Qccurreil. Breeders o! other Animals 
and Herdsmen, etc., were 7 per cent and 
0 per cent in 1911 and 9 per cent and 13 
percent in 1921 respectively, a rcic caused in each cose by the increase in the 
number of camels, donkeys aud horses during the detade. 

147. .\s has already been pointed out, Baluchistan ia far from Wmg industrial miusif?. 
in the ordinary sense of the wokI, and only the Immble nature of our industrial piir- 
siuts enables us to iill the mdustrial tables at all adciiuately. 1'lic subjoined state¬ 
ment shows the number of individiiala supported by each order. Dress and TOilet 
comes first and iacludu'i tadors (2,112), boot makers (2.878), washermen (1,807), 
and barbers (1,144). !n 1911 the pereentage of mdiwlry supiKutinl by tins order 
was 20. in 1921 it had gone iqi to 23. Next comes Mbtol Industry which supports 
7 104 persons consisting of blaik smiths (d,tir>l), tin smiths (300), W'orkem in bniss, 
copper or other metals (202' and makers of arms, guns, etc. (11). There has been 
no change in the proportion of tlie workers Bupportecl by this order .-mca 10 years 
ago whett the figures etcXKl at !iJ0 per mnt. Tho ihuxl place is taken hy MiseellEneous 
comprising chiefly Bwee|)ers and Bcnvengens in towns and villages {4,3ns) ami workerb 
in precious stones, gold smiths, etc. (1,545). The remaimng mdividuuls under 
this head compi'ise preS'smeTi, book bimieni, and watch niakens whose numbers are 
very small. This order supporte^l 18 per cent of the industrialists in 1911 and 18 
per cent in 1921. Wood Workers come fourth with carpenters and sawyers (4.358), 
basket and palm-mat makers (721) givbg a total of 5,079. and supporta now the 
same percentage aa it did m 19M, U., 14. The Pood Bidustnes take the fifth place 
on our list, and include all workers on steam and hand flour mills 1.222), bakem 
and biscuit makers (705), grain parchers (107), butchers (968 , sweetmeat makers 
(4SS)^ nud employes in bit^weries and distillerioi?. There has been no change m 
the proportion supported by this order since 1911 when the figures stood at 10 
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per cent. Next cornel Building Industries including JTorcj and, well diggers {537) ^ 
and masons, and house builders L492 . It supported 0 per cent of inututrialists 
in 1911 but only 0 per cent In 1921. Ceraiuics wiiich sup^rted 2 per cent in 1911 
supports 4 per cent in 1921 and comprises potter and brick makers. Textile 
Industries comes eighth, supporting 1,329 i^taons of which 928 ace employed in 
cotton ginning, spinning and weaving, 244 in manufacture of wool carpets, aud blan¬ 
kets and 88 in dyeing, etc. The remaining occupation i call for no comment, being 
unimportant aud supporting almost a negligible number of industrialists (460). 
The iucrease in dreis. ceramics and miscoUaivoous is due to the large numbers of 
tailors, sweepers and potters who have come to BaluclusUrn from the other Indian 
Provinces, the demand for tlmae groups having risen with an increase in the local 
garrisons, and with local urban expansion. The decrease in builders is due to 
deaths amongst masons owing to Indueusa, and to the fact that fewer Karez 
diggers visited the Province in 1021 Lixxil weavers also sufiered from this epidemic 
which accounts for the drop under textiles. 
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The marginal statement shows the proportigu of indigenous and aliens 

amongst the actual workers in each 
order of occupation. In textiles 
the iiuml>cr of local men is in excess 
since the weavers of carpets and 
blankets, etc,, belong to the indi¬ 
genous elements. The palm mat 
makers and neatly all the carpeu- 
tera and blacksmiths iu villages 
being locfi! men, indigenous labour 
shows the larger percentage under 
wood and metals. A similar indi¬ 
genous proportion under ceramics 
is due to the village pottora being 
recruited from the villagers tbem- 
^Ivea. Under chemical products 
indigenous labour is represented by 
the makers of fireworks, etc., aud under food industries by persons w-orking at 
hand mills. The larger number of alien tailors, shoe makers and barbers in the 
towns raises the percentage of alien labour to about 13 per cent. Under buildino's 
the greater number of semi indigenous Karez diggers raises the percentage of 
indigenous labour Under Miscellaneous and unde^ed industries the number of 
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Aliens 19 larger n't this order is chiefly composed ot sweepers imd 6CA%'cugere in 
towns which are inimignwits from India* 

U8. The statement below is based on figures kindly supplied by the w«fH- 
Military Works Department anti shows the wages paid by tlieni—except of coureo 
in the ease of Levies and Clerical Rstabliehments—to their employes- ft is of 
interest as indicatiug a rise in salaries all roumb and may be t:oiupared with the 
marginal statement m paragniphas which gives the rise in the price of focxlstuffs. 

The figures speak lor themselves and need no couuuent* The ^lost-war increase is 
due to scarcity and famine (§ 38). 
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149. The special Industrial Census of Mill only included establishments of>j.^Wiiniu*ifitl 
20 or more employe-'*. But this time the scope of our Census was widenttl so aa 
to i ncl ude all eslabl ishmeuts < ontaini ng 10 or mo re pe rsous. Tlie stat ist ics obta ined 
in 1911 arc emlwlied in huiwrial Table XV—Part E of the Baluchistan Census 
Uepoil- of that yetir. The in format ion obtained by us has been sliown in Imperial 
Table XX i I and the principal results have licen summari.sed in Subsidiary Table 
XLlll. A glance at these lable;} clearly shows the insignificant nature of the 
industries carried on in Batuchi-stan. There are only 49 Industrial I^tabli^hnienta 
in the whole Province; 30 are working in the Quctta-PiBliui Dis'rict (25 m the 
Quetta town and 5 in the District); 2 are worked in the Zhob District; 7 in the 
Slbi District; 0 in Bolan ; 3 (all lUilway Engine Sheds) in the Chagai District 
and 1 (Coal mine) in the Sara wall Sub-di vision of the Kalat State, Out of 49 
es ablishmcnts 2 (Brick Kilns at Quetta) arc seasonal working only during the 
Summer and Autumn season's; the rest work throughout the year. 

01 the 49 establbhmciite, 25 are owucil by (jovemment, 3 belong to European 
Registered Companies, and 21 IxHong to private persons (2 to Europeans 7 to 
Hindus 6 to Musalinans, 5 to Parsis tinfl 2 to iSikhs). Excepting the Digan 
coal mine in the Sarawun Sub-division of the Kalat State, which is worked by ii 
local Brahui all other establishments arc owned and managed by aliens. All 
these estahlishmciite employ 5.322 persons or about 7 per mille of the total popula¬ 
tion of the Province. Of those persons, 2,702 or more than one-half of the total 
persons arc employed in industries coniiectcil with tran-sport, l,47ti persons or 
more than one-fourth in mines and the rest 1,144 or about |th in other industries. 

228 persons or more than 4 per cent of the total numbers employed in factories are 
engag^ in direction, super vision and clerical work ; 2.476 or 47 per cent are skilled 
lobourura and 2,61 B or 49 jicr cent arc unskillctl labourers. ()f the 22S persons cm- 
ploved in direction, supervision and clerical work, 95 arc Indian clerks and the rest 
13,3 are employed as managers and anpervisois. Of the latter, 49 ate Europeans or 
Anglo-Indians and 84 are Indians, Very little skilled labour is local, the 
percenta'^e of alien and indigenous (including semi-indigenous) skilled labourers 
beiu" 84°and 16 respectively. Out of the skilled workers, only 49 were non- 
adults. the others being over 14 years of age. In the imskill^ labour, the per¬ 
centage of indigenous labour rise-s oighcr. The percentage of alien and indigenous 
Lincluding semi-indigenous) unskilled labour was respectively 63 and 37. Only 
Id (13 adult and 3 non-adult} alien females were found as unskilled labourers. 
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working in the brick ki1n!^ at Quetta, The majorty of the alien labotirera both 
skilled and tuiakillcdj have come from the Punjab. The humble nature of 
Industries in Baluchistan is also evidenced l>y the fact that out of 49 estublieh- 
ments only 16 use some sort of mechanical power, in the rest (33) no such power 
is used. Of 10 factories using power, only 2 are w'orked by eleetiicity; 8 use 
steam power aad 6 oil power.

loO, Ihough sheep aud goats are the necessities of life to so many of our 

inhabitants, the Ptovince does not seem 
to have produced any particular well 
known breeds. It is among the luxuries 
of Baluchistan pastoral life, the ox and 
the horse, that such famous h reeds as 
the Bhag Nari and Bala Nari cattle, 
and the Baloehi mare, Lave been produced. But it is not the cattle or the Loises 
or even the sheep and goats, large in nuinbets though these latter ate, which strike 
the attention in Baiachistan but the camel. In 1911 Mr. Bray wrote thus about 
Transport by Road ;

" Indeed the camel ranks in local importance second to the sheep and the goat alone , , 

‘ ‘ - . ■ In the old dttya, it is true, pack animals were in no very great dcmani]. The 

tribramcn were much more coucerued to provide themselves with nags for their raids than with 
bensta of burden for tmnjiport and merely kept enough camchs and demkeys for their own ajnall 
needs. It waa not until the last Afghan war that their eyes were ojMfned to the great prolita 
to bo g^od from the camel. Bates went up a hundred fold; every body who could got hold 
of a string of camels and ispidly made his fortune. So developed a new and popnbr occupa¬ 
tion, especially among the Sarawan Brahuis, frtmi what was originally a mere matter of per¬ 
sonal conveoionco, But though Government brought the trade into oxiatonce and has given it 
an impetus from time to time, the tribesmen aro beginning to have an uneasy feeling that the 
railway oxtonsions are. dealing it its death blow, and that the game is about played out. With 
thp dcclino of Government needs tho camel transport trade is languiuLlng and camel breeding 
seems Bomewhat on tho wane. But this iu probably a merely temimrary reaction after an 
abnornml boom in tho trade. Thu camel still holds the field as the one form of local tranjii>ort 
in BalucluFtau, and it ia difiicult to see Low it can ever be supplanted off the line of rail." 

The apprehensions of the tribesmen have not been realized. Tw'o railway 
extensions have indeed beeii constructed, the Klianai-Hiudubugh and the Nushki 
extension to the Persian border, but neither has had the effect of reducing the 
numhetB of the cnmcls which have risen largely during the flecade. .Another 
Afghan War has come to give it renewed impetus to camel breed, and our opera¬ 
tions in East Persia opened an even wider field of profit to the camel owner. The 
War, the Afghan Wuj, and the East Perslau Cordon, are uow things of the past, 
however, and the camel boom may suffer a sliimii such as was iu the l>egiDiiing of 
1911. AVhethcr this is so or not there is no doubt that the camel, to a greater or 
lesser_ degree,_ wilt ahyays remiiiu a prime necessity in Baluchistan. Notwith¬ 
standing the iuercBse in all trunsixjrt animals, by one of those perverse anomalies 
which seem not infrequently to occur in this Ifeport, the number of iutlividuals 
dependant on road transport has decreased by 0,779 ^jersons, ami just in that 
particular group too “ pack aiiiniul owners and drivem ” in wliich prhuti facie 
they ahould show an increase. The other groups—coachmen, cart owners, em¬ 
ployes on roads and bridges, etc., show an inci'ease of 2,195. The dwreaae in the 
former group may be due bo the fact that to some e.xteut, chiefly on the trunk roads, 
cart transport is taking the place of camel transport.

This time we 
had no such windfall, and our inariners were confined to the crews of local “ dhows." 
Even so the number should, I think, be much higher. But since the majorily 
of the " dhows ” are used, not only for transport but also for fishing, many of the 
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crews have returned themselves—anil quite correctly in a vr&y —as gshermen 
instead of sailors, Tlie decrease in the Postal and Telegraph Service is due to the 
transfer of the Telegraph Engineering Department from Quetta to Karachi,

In point of fact the village shops kept by such individuals 
are almost always in the nature of ‘‘ general stiircB.” The increase of 9,830 per¬ 
sons under Administration (Public Force and Pulihc Adminbitration) is due to the 
fact that a large uumbor of troops were posted in Baluchiatau at the time of 
Census. The Police force has also been increicsed during the decade. Under 
Professions and Liberal Arts there is a drop of 040 persons. This head includes 
mullnn, etc., whose number has naturally fallen owing to the general decrea.so 
in the indigenous population and 44). Under Liberal Arts the Architects, 
Surveyors and Engineers show an increase owing cliiefl}'' to expansion of local 
military and civil buildings. Music compoffcra, etc., show a decrease largely duo 
to general drop in the indigenous Lon population (§136). Under Domestic 
Service there is an increase of 10,985 persons which has been caused by the fact 
that owing to fought and famine a oonsiderablc numlicr of the indigcnoiis popu¬ 
lation have temporarily given up pastoral and agricultural pursuits and taken up 
this occupation. Indefinite Labour shows an increa.se of about 1 ,600 persons. 
A large number of labourers did not specify their occupations and hence these 
have been included under this head. Out of the order Fishing and Hunting, the 
former occupation (Fishing) is carried on along the Las Bela and Makrun fW-st and 
its total lias slightly risen. Under Mines the number has risen oxving to the increase 
of the c-stablishment in the Hinduliogh Chromite Mines. The fortunate clo-ss of 
gentlemen at large Persons Living on their Inconiesare rcprescnteil by pensioners 
and proprietors of non-agricultural land, i.e.. Jiouse property. There is an in- 
crea.se of 1,471 peraorw under Insufficiently Described OpeupBtions as a large 
number of contractors, business men, clerks and mechanics in Quetta did not 
specify the offices to which t hey belonged. Unproductive Occupations also show 
uti increase of 1,492 jiersons, chiefly owing presumably to famiuc conditions. 
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152. An interesting Appendix, being an extract from “ Report on Revenue 
rates and economic conditions of certain seleetoil vdilages in the Sibi, Loralai and tnttiicr. 
Zhob Districts and a brief description of tlie land revenue system of the districts 
in Baluchistan by Rai Bahadur Diw^nn Jamiat Rai, C.I.E.,” dealing with certain 
economic features of village and pastoral life, and liberally supported by liguies, 
will be found at the end of this chapter. It only remains here therefore to give 
some genera! ceviexv of the economic conditions of the Province, Taking a bird's 
eye view of Baluchistan wc find that tlie economic life cain be divided into 4 main 
divisions t town, settled, semi-settleil and nomad. The Town is now', 
as in 1911 , an artificial creation of our admi nisi ration, military and civil, populated 
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cliiefly 1>^ aliens (§ 4R)r artel the Alien traelers nnfl professions, etc,, which 
minister to their wants. In this life the only part pi ay eel by the indigenous tribes¬ 
men is as cooly and casual labourer. The next thiee classes are formed by the 
indigenous popvilation at various stages of development. The Settled ElemeDte 
are best seen in the regular village communities found principally in the Kachhi, 
parts of Quetta-Pisliin, and Sibi and among the Jjasi.^ of Lna Bela, They do not 
vary greatly from such comrn uni ties in India and need no comment. The indi¬ 
genous population is most typically represented by the Semi-settled and Nomads 
who between them take up tlie real tribal life of the Pi wince. Of this life 
Hr. Bnry says 

" It is diflicult to exaggerate its supreme simplicity. Take, far instance, the typical tribal 
life among Paibaua. A Pathati tribe with its few paroaiteM ia complete in itAcIf. The tiibes- 
mnu is his own hoiise-bujliler, graxier, busbandmiin. Ife may even be his own priest: at any 
rate there are priests in plenty among his fellow-tribeamen. lie hss no scavengcTS: bis mode 
of life b such drat one is hardly necdid. He Los no barbers : It's a cose of shave me and I'll 
shave you—very possibly with a broken bit of glnss. ITe bns no midwives ; any old crone about 
the place will perfumr the kindly oflice in bis family. He has no potters : any vessels his 
womenfolk cannot ninko for him, he can get from the peddling Gliilxai, who also supplies him 
not only with copper-pots and glass bangles but with new-fangled shoes, wliieh have recently 
driven the home-nindo ro|>e and hide sandals out of fashion. Thn Qhiixai indeed is the only 
outsider on whose semecu he relies; and he finds the I'arc;-digging Ghllsai even more indis¬ 
pensable than the Oliiixni pedlar, whose part after all could be easily taken by the tribal Hindu. 
In the Hindu, from whom he gets his sugar nud his oil and bis doth {w^hich his women fashion 
into garments in his own house), he has a general storekeeper, money-lender, grain-bEoker, 
ghee-broker, wool-broker, rolled into one, Almost equally invaluable is the bkcksmlth-oum- 
carpenter, who for a regular dole at each harvest, will turn him out sickles and ploughshares, 
razors and door-chains, knives and doggeni. And third and lost of the tribal parasites are the 
itinerant weavers, who make liin'k eaq^ets and tent-covorings from tho wool he himself supplies.” 

What ia true of the Pathan Is equally true of t!ie Brahui and the Baloch, 
though here we liud perhapa more division of labour. But even JO years ago, 
as noted in the 1011 Report, tribal life vv'as becoming more complicated and the 
standard of living was rising. This movement has continued during the decade. 
Better communicotions have brought tlie tribe.tmen into touch with the towns 
and the larger village comniunilieif^where unwanted Iuxurie.s have been brought 
to their notice, luxuries which in the co'urse of time tend to become neeesflitiea. 
Old prejudices against engaging in certain occupations are breaking doisTi. 
Lalwur mackete, in one form or another, have risen all over the country. By far 
the greater bulk of the indigenous population is still supported by agriculture 
and pastoralism, but a distinct tendency towards other and more npeciali^d forms 
of industries is observable. There are of course obvious limits to the movement 
since the Province is essentlaliy agricultural and pastoral and not imlustrial. It 
will be un interesting study for the next Baluchistan Census to note how far this 
movement has progressed by then.

It will bs se-cil that of the families of landlords, the annual income per headi^ Irom all 
eour<%a m Its- 5S'2-45, and annual iKcpensea Ra. 56-13-0 ; of 10 families of tenants the income ie 
Ka. 35-T-9 (less than half o! that of the landlordB), their espen&es Ba. 42 1^3 pet head or 
Ra. 1 l7-‘4-‘6 Id exceaa of their incotue j while the Loconie of three faniiliea of gmzicTB ia Ra, 
and their expemaea are Re. 41-11-J per head, thefie figures would seem to indicate that the 
tenants are materially woree off than either the landlorda or the grasiera. 

6. Taking the figures by dlatricta, the Zhob tribesmen would seem to be better off, in res¬ 
pect of their annua] incotue, which ia Ra- 61-12-2 for landlords, Rs. 31-4-7 for tejuntaand Rs. 66 
for graxieia, than those of Loratai or Sibi the exponaea of theae claaaea being Ra. 43-6-2, 
Rs. 40-l6'6. and Rs. 64-1-9 teajwetively 5 and it would appear that a gr^er a^da more in 
Zhob than a landlord in tliat diatrict and about as much as a land-holder in Sibi. 

Where the conditions are so varied, it Boenis to be unsafe to draw any deliiiita oonelusions 
from the results obtained by the examinatiou of a few famiUeis. All that might be gathared 
is that those backwanl tribesmen manage to subsist as liest us they can on ihoir acanty meaps V 
their mode of life is simple, their wants are limited, comforts and luxuries are almost imknowu 
to them, many of them arc in debt, aud their ooudition needs improvement.

Patlcral Pursuits. 

6. In imra. 316 of bis Coasus Report of 1911 ifr, Bray has given a distribution of occiipa- 
tioDs, which shows that 6S percent, of the populatiou are depend aat on agriculture, 11 per cent, 
on pMtum, while 21 per cent, depend for their subsLslonoo on all other occupations. Agri¬ 
culture is no doubt," soys Mr. Bray, “ rising in public eatimation, and peace under the British 
rule is cuahliug it to encroach on the old pastoral life more and more every day. But there 
was a time, when the sheep and the gouts were the real etoH iu Baluchistan, even to-day they 
are ail that stands between large number of the populatiou and starvation or wholesale emi¬ 
gration." 

7. A stateiueizt has been compiled from the Census occupation table (XV“Rart A), which 
shows by districts the number of actual workers and dependants on {!) aU occu|jations, and (2} 
on exploitation of the surface of the earth, ami the subsidiary oocupatloqs. The total number 
of workers in the districts (ea diatiuguished from the States) In 1,66,718, (males 1,64,742, females 
1,976), and the number of dcpeii£nts is 2,67,694, making a total of 4,14,412. Of theHi, the 
workers and dependants on exploitation of the auiface of the earth arc 3,15,277 (or 76 per cent.) 
—workera 1,00,126 (including 84 females) and dependants 2,15,162. 

Oidinaxy cultivation, which U a sub-head of exploitation of the surface of the earth, sup¬ 
ports 82,428 (including 6 females) workers, and 1,87,126 dependants (total 2,72,553 or 65-7 per 
cent.). Of the total (4,14,412), 41,194 or 9-7 per cent, (workera 13,8-14, dependants 27,350) 
depend on "raiBlng of farm stock," of which 33,-164 (workera li,055, dependanti} 22,400) or 
SI-2 per cent, (of 41,194) are sheep and goat breedcra. The distribution of occupations by 
dUtriets is as follows:— 
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It will be noticed that the highest percentage of dependants on ordinary cnltivatioa (77) 
Is in the district, and the highest percentage of those dependant on raising of farm 

- stock (34-9) is in Chagai. 

B. The importance of the pastoral pursnita, in this conntiy, does not only rst on the per- 
wntago of population which they support, but also on the fact that the revenue, which is derived 
-from tills source annually (Rs. 1,81,766 in 1918-19) forms 17-4 per cent, of the total land revenue 

- of the ProviiiM. Bearing theae facts in mind, it appeared to me that it would be useful to 
‘ embody aomo information about this class of people in the preaent Report. 
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9, It nuky be meiati,oaed that before tbe Bridab occuipntiori of the country cattle tux wafl timl la pr^Briihk 
levied only in a few of the dktrict^ which were utider the Afghan rulOp ft was known m tie ^tmna 

iar-i'-twttieij and the rates levied by the Afghans in Piaiin and Siorarud were one rupee for a 
cameU eight annae for a eow^ six annaa for a donkey^ and one anna for a aheep or goat# Hotscb 
and plough osren were aot tasced* and Soyyida aa a clasA, and other persona who paid fixed land 
revenue in coah were exempt ftoiti the tax when gracing witlm their own tribal limits. 

Formal aanetion of the Govemment of India was obtaine<L in 1889^ to the imposition of the 
cattle tax in tio whole of the Administered area and orders and ndea were issued in 1890, and 
revised in 1908.

sheep may be gathered from no less an authority than Naair Khan the Great, who was fond of 
sayiug {and the only reason why ho did not mention the goat waa t hat the sheep h- the shepherd 3 
pet* while the goat comes 'm for all his^ cumea), " The sheep is a goodly tree that bears four 
and twenty fruits ; fieah, woob milk* curds, whey, ghi, and a multitude of other pToduets for

They have of uecessity to move from place to place in search of pastures, moat of ihcjii own no 
hiitfl, and live during suiumer months in the open and in winter under a kizhdi or a parch, 
shelter of mats. Their haiiselioU Itimiturc cousist* of a few- sheep skins for milk, grain 
and atta. a few earthen fiots some oi wTiich are made by the women themselves, a couple ol 
wooden/iisms—plates, o hand mill, o- fimhm, n griddle, andaoniefiackaandi^fndoA^. 

They generally have two suits of clothes in a year^ which uro washed once in a luonth^ and 
some times once in two nionths^ and tho3'' do not seem to he very particular about jNer«>iial 
cleaulineAH, Shakur Samng7,ai told me that ho and his vrifo only iMithe when they find cere- 
mouial purification is noccaaaryp and the girb of the family may loathe three or four timesi in a

Tt appears that the living of the BalochnSiIari and Ilasni Khotran, b more expensive than 
that of tho Pothaus of the same class as the fomier wear more and better clothe?, do not 
generally eat porridge, which is leas ■"expensive than bread iiiruh^ ol wheat, or 

jamiri, and arc more hospitable ; the cost of clothes in a year being Bsp 27 for malcfl and 
Rs, 2i for females amongst the Hasnis, Its, 21 among the Mans of Qxiat Mandni,w'hile among 
the Lahrzai Belkhel^Musakhc] Fathans^^it is*aa low as Es, 12 1>Dth for men and woinen. 

But poor as they may appear to be, they seem to have been forced, by cirenmstanoes, to 
keep up with the times and the irwlimf—bride-price—has among them also considcmbly risen, 
the present amount being Rs,50n to 1,200 against Bs, 200 paid half In cosh and half in kind iii 
ohlen days. For instance, Jamalhan PaneKai paid Rs, 200 as wu/iwir when ho married about 
eleven yeais ago^ and MuHa Sangin Fnnemi has receutly betrothed bb daughter for 
Rs. IMMlancl Walidad Luni has agreid to piiy l,2tX) for hb son's bride.
